An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the  Militia  in  this  Province. 

Passed  21  st  February  1839. 

I ^ ^^JlTHEREAS  ^ is  expedient  and  necessary  for  the  Militia  service  of  Companies^ a.- 
w w ‘ this  Province,  that  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  FendbieTmaySbe 
‘ should  have  the  power  of  forming  the  several  Companies  of  Artillery  and  Sea  ra™eBattaUons!*' 
‘ Fencibles  into  separate  and  distinct  Battalions,’  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  imme- 
diately after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  time  being  in  this  Province,  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  form 
the  said  Companies  of  Artillery  and  Sea  Fencibles  into  separate  and  distinct 
Battalions. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Pri-  volunteers  for 
vates  of  the  said  Corps  respectively,  and  also  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  Amneryr,v,csea°m 
and  privates  of  any  uniformed  Company  of  Dragoons  or  Riflemen,  who  shall  sub-  Fencibles,  d™- 
mit  their  names  through  their  respective  Commanding  Officers  to  the  Comman-  exempted  from 
der  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  as  Volunteers  for  actual  service,  shall  be  exempted  Uiaft  1 Balu 
from  Draft  by  Ballot,  and  having  so  volunteered  shall  be  liable  to  perform  all 

duties  required  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  pains 
and  penalties  imposed  by  Law  on  persons  so  drafted  by  ballot ; and  when  called 
out  into  such  actual  service,  the  said  Corps,  or  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be 
required,  shall  be  under  the  command  of  Officers  belonging  to  their  respective 
Corps,  and  shall  be  formed  into  Companies  separate  and  distinct  from  persons 
drafted  by  Ballot  as  aforesaid. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  person  belonging  to  either  of  Volunteers  rcfus- 
the  said  Corps,  whose  name  shall  have  been  so  submitted  as  aforesaid,  shall  re-  tiluTabiT toTfine’. 
fuse  when  called  upon  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  he  shall  be  «ub*^uen\™ 
subject  to  a fine  of  ten  pounds,  and  in  case  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same,  Draft- 

he  shall  be  committed  to  the  nearest  County  Gaol  where  he  can  be  safely  kept, 
by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Battalion,  Troop  or 
Company  to  which  he  may  belong,  where  he  shall  remain  three  Calendar  months, 
or  until  he  pay  the  said  fine  ; and  that  after  such  refusal  and  payment  of  the  said 
fine  or  suffering  the  said  imprisonment,  such  person,  in  case  of  a Draft  by  Ballot, 
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shall  be  liable  and  subject  thereto,  anything  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing : Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  or  be  construed 
to  extend  to  exempt  any  of  the  said  Artillery,  Sea  Fencibles,  Dragoons  or  Rifle- 
men from  the  control  and  command  of  the  commanding  Officer  of  the  Regiment 
or  Draft  to  which  they  may  be  attached. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  may  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed,  by 
any  Act  to  be  passed  during  the  present  Session  of  the  General  Assembly. 


CAP.  II. 

An  Act  imposing  Duties  for  raising  a Revenue. 

Passed  23 d March  1839. 

4 ’V|"M7'E,  Her  Majesty’s  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Assembly  of  New 
w W ‘ Brunswick  in  General  Assembly  convened,  for  raising  the  necessary 
‘ supplies  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Her  Majesty’s  Government  within  this  Pro- 
‘ vince,  have  freely  resolved  to  give  and  grant  to  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent 
‘ Majesty  the  several  rates  and  duties  in  the  Schedule  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
1 do  therefore  pray  Your  Excellency  that  it  may  be  enacted ;’ 

I.  And  be  it  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  and  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  same,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  this  present 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  nine,  there  be  and  are 
hereoy  granted  to  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors, 
for  the  use  of  this  Province  and  for  the  support  of  the  Government  thereof,  the 
several  rates  and  duties  inserted,  described  and  set  forth  in  figures  in  the  Table 
of  duties  hereinafter  contained,  denominatd  Schedule  of  Articles  subject  to  Duty, 
and  Articles  exempted  from  Duty,  opposite  to  and  against  the  respective  Articles 
in  the  said  Table  or  Schedule  mentioned,  described  and  enumerated,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  value,  number  or  quantity  of  such  articles  therein  specified,  whether 
imported  or  brought  into  this  Province  either  by  Sea,  by  inland  navigation,  or  by 
Land,  from  any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  or  from  any  port  or  place,  or  which 
may  be  saved  from  any  wrecked  or  stranded  Ship  or  Vessel. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  several  duties  hereinbefore  imposed  and 
in  the  said  Table  or  Schedule  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  by  the  importer  or  importers 
of  suchA  rticles  respectively,  and  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  be  in  addition  to  and 
over  and  above  any  duties  which  are  or  may  be  imposed  and  collected  by  any  Act 
or  Acts  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  and  shall  be  collected  and  secured  by  means 
and  under  the  regulations  and  penalties,  and  shall  be  drawn  back  on  exportation 
or  warehoused  in  the  way  and  manner  provided  by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  for  collecting  the  Revenue  of  the  Province. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  goods  which  shall  have  been  ware- 
housed in  this  Province  before  this  Act  comes  into  operation,  and  which  shall 
remain  so  warehoused  after  the  operation  thereof  commences,  and  on  which  the 
Provincial  duties  heretofore  imposed  have  not  been  paid  or  secured  by  a subsist- 
ing or  continuing  security,  shall  in  lieu  of  all  former  duties  become  liable  to  and 
be  charged  with  Provincial  duties  hereby  imposed  on  the  like  goods  and  mer- 
chandize, and  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  taking  such  goods  and  merchandize  out 
of  the  warehouse. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  articles  that  shall  have  been 
warehoused,  or  on  which  duties  shall  have  been  paid  under  this  or  any  other  or 
previous  Act,  shall  be  exported  for  the  use  of  the  deep  Sea  or  Whale  Fisheries, 
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the  amount  of  such  duties  shall  be  repaid  to  the  exporter  by  the  Treasurer  or 
Deputy  Treasurer,  or  the  Warehouse  Bond  cancelled,  on  affidavit  (of  the  exporter) 
of  the  same  having  been  so  exported,  for  the  use  aforesaid. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force 
until  the  first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty.

commodious  stage  or  stages,  well  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  travellers,  once 
a week,  that  is  to  say,  going  to  Fredericton,  and  returning  to  Newcastle,  Mira- 
michi, within  the  week,  during  the  year,  for  which  such  Commissioners  shall  so 
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certify  as  aforesaid,  unless  prevented  by  the  badness  of  the  Road,  or  unavoidable 
accidents,  and  that  the  person  or  persons  so  employed  and  running  such  stage  or 
stages,  have  not  less  than  two  changes  of  good  horses  on  the  road. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  thirty  pounds,  in  aid  of  individual  subscription  to  pay  a Courier  between  Saint 
John  and  Saint  Martin’s. 

To  William  Hanington,  Contractor  for  the  Bridge  over  the  Buctouche  River, 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  towards  the  loss  he  has  sustained  in

j jg BE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
' J«uE  Assembly,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
Province,  to  such  persons  as  his  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  sums  already 
granted,  the  following  sums  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  : — 

To  George  Anderson,  Esquire,  Supervisor  of  the  Great  Road  from  Saint  John  to 
Saint  Andrews,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  nineteen  pounds  eight  shillings  and 
six  pence,  being  the  balance  of  his  contract  for  building  the  Digdeguash  Bridge.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  several  and  respective  sums  of  money,  and 
every  part  thereof,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  such  Supervisors  and 
Commissioners  as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  may  be  pleased  to  appoint, 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  several  and  respective  persons  who  shall  actually  work 
and  labour  in  making,  completing  and  repairing  the  said  several  Roads  and 
Bridges,  or  in  furnishing  materials  therefor,  at  the  most  reasonable  rates 
that  such  labour  and  materials  can  be  provided ; and  every  Commissioner  so  to 
be  appointed  shall,  as  early  in  the  season  as  may  be,  carefully  examine  the  part 
of  the  road  where  any  sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  and  shall  lay  out  and

to  attend  personally  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and  there  to  let  out  to 
the  lowest  bidder  such  allotment  or  allotments,  and  at  the  same  time  to  enter 
into  written  Contracts  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work  in  time  and  man- 
ner set  forth  in  such  Contracts ; and  in  cases  where  the  work  required  to  be  per- 
formed cannot  be  conveniently  let  at  auction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Com  - 
missioners to  agree  with  fit  and  proper  persons  to  perform  the  same  by  days 
labour,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one  quarter  part  of  any  grant  be 
so  expended ; and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  severally  keep  an  exact  account 
of  the  expenditure  of  such  monies,  and  shall  produce  receipts  in  writing  from  the 
several  and  respective  persons  to  whom  any  part  of  the  said  money  shall  be  paid, 
as  vouchers  for  such  payment,  and  render  an  account  thereof  upon  oath,  (which 
oath  any  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  several  Counties  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer,)  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary’s  Office,  to  be  laid  before  the 
General  Assembly  at  the  next  Session.

Creek,  until  it  comes  opposite  Black  Point,  thence  at  right  angles  easterly,  until 
it  meets  the  eastern  line  of  the  Marsh  road,  so  called,  thence  southerly,  following 
the  eastern  line  of  the  said  Marsh  road  and  of  the  road  which  passes  along  the 
front  of  Walker  Tisdale’s  Stone  Cottage  and  a prolongation  of  the  said  last  men- 
tioned line,  until  it  strikes  the  Creek  running  through  the  Flats,  thence  following 
the  said  Creek  to  low  water  mark,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a sepa- 
rate and  distinct  Town  or  Parish,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
the  Town  or  Parish  of  Simonds.

‘ tuled  “ An  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  County  and  Parish  Rates,”  it  is

»E  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly, 
That  there  shall  be  established  and  located  in  the  City  of  Saint  John,  an 
Association  by  the  name  of  the  Mechanics’  Institute  of  Saint  John,  for  the  purpose 
of  instructing  Mechanics  and  others  in  popular  and  useful  science,  and  that  Be- 
verly Robinson,  John  Duncan,  George  D.  Robinson,  M.  H.  Perley,  John  G. 
Sharp,  William  Jack,  Alexander  Lawrence,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  or 
may  become  members  of  the  said  Institute,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a body  corporate  for  that  and  no  other  purpose,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  with 
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all  the  general  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  corporations  by  Act  of  Assembly 
in  this  Province  ; Provided  always  that  the  real  estate  which  the  said  corporation 
may  at  any  time  hold  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  pounds.

W W ‘ Towns  or  Parishes;’ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  the  County  of  Restigouche  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  divided  into 
five  Towns  or  Parishes,  which  Towns  or  Parishes  shall  be  and  hereby  are  named 
and  bounded  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  any  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding  : The  first  Town  or  Parish  to  be  called,  known,  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  Durham.,  and  to  be  abutted  and  bounded  as  follows, 
commencing  at  the  point  or  place  where  the  line  which  separates  the  County  of 
Gloucester  from  the  County  of  Restigouche,  strikes  the  Bay  de  Chaleur,  thence 
following  the  course  of  the  said  Bay  north  westerly,  until  it  comes  to  the  mouth  of 
Benjamin  River  at  midchannel,  thence  on  a course  due  south  until  it  strikes  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  County  of  Gloucester,  thence  by  the  boundary  of  the 
County  of  Gloucester  to  the  place  of  beginning  : The  second  Town  or  Parish  to 
be  called,  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Colborne,  and  to  be  abutted 
and  bounded  as  follows,  commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Benjamin  River,  at  the 
western  boundary  of  the  Parish  of  Durham  aforesaid,  thence  following  the  several 
courses  of  the  Bay  de  Chaleur  up  to  the  middle  of  the  mouth  of  Eel  River, 
including  Heron  Island,  and  the  several  Islands  in  front  and  situate  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Bay  de  Chaleur,  thence  due  south  to  the  rear  line  of  the  Countv  of 
Restigouche,  thence  easterly  by  the  said  rear  line  until  it  strikes  the  western  line 
of  the  Parish  of  Durham  aforesaid,  and  thence  due  north  to  the  place  of  beginning  : 
The  third  Town  or  Parish  to  be  called,  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of 
Dalhousie,  commencing  at  the  western  boundary  of  the  said  Parish  of  Colborne  at 
the  mouth  of  Eel  River  aforesaid,  thence  following  the  several  courses  of  the  Bay  de 
Chaleur  up  to  the  Town  of  Dalhousie,  thence  by  the  several  courses  of  the  Resti- 
gouche River,  up  stream  to  the  middle  of  the  mouth  of  Walker’s  Brook  or  Ferguson’s 
Mill  Stream,  so  called,  thence  by  a line  drawn  due  south  (through  the  middle  of 
the  mouth  of  the  said  stream  at  the  Bridge  on  the  Great  Road)  until  it  strikes  the 
rear  line  of  the  County  of  Restigouche,  thence  easterly  by  said  rear  line  until  it 
strikes  the  western  line  of  the  Parish  of  Colborne  aforesaid,  and  thence  due  north 
to  the  mouth  of  Eel  River  at  the  place  of  beginning  ; The  fourth  Town  or  Parish 
to  be  called,  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Addington,  commencing  at 
the  middle  of  Walker’s  Brook,  or  Ferguson’s  Mill  Stream,  on  the  western  boun- 
dary of  the  Parish  of  Dalhousie,  thence  following  the  several  courses  of  the  Res  - 
tigouche River,  up  stream,  to  the  middle  of  the  mouth  of  the  Upsalquitche  River, 
thence  by  a line  drawn  due  south  until  it  strikes  the  rear  line  of  the  County  of 
Restigouche,  thence  easterly  by  said  rear  line  until  it  strikes  the  western  line  of 
the  Parish  of  Dalhousie  aforesaid,  and  thence  due  north  to  the  middle  of  Walker’s 
Brook  or  Ferguson’s  Mill  Stream  aforesaid,  at  the  place  of  beginning  : The  fifth 
Town  or  Parish  to  be  called,  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Eldon,  and 
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to  be  abutted  and  bounded  as  follows,  commencing  at  the  westerly  line  of  the 
said  Parish  of  Addington,  at  the  middle  of  the  mouth  of  the  Upsalquitche 
River  aforesaid,  thence  following  the  several  courses  of  the  Restigouche  River, 
up  stream,  until  it  strikes  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  County  of  Carleton,  thence 
southerly  by  the  said  easterly  line  of  the  County  of  Carleton  to  the  rear  line  of 
the  County  of  Restigouche,  thence  following  the  said  rear  line  easterly  until  it 
intersects  the  western  line  of  the  Parish  of  Addington  aforesaid,  and  thence  due 
north  to  the  middle  of  the  mouth  of  the  Upsalquitche  River,  at  the  place  of 
beginning. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  not  come  into  operation  until  the 
seventh  day  of  January  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fortv.

An  Act  to  lay  a Tax  on  Dogs  in  a certain  part  of  the  Parish  of  Chatham,  in  the  County  of 

Northumberland. 

Passed  23 d March  1 839. 

j JiplE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  As- 

MJl  sembly,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next  there  be  imposed 
and  levied  the  following  tax  or  duty  yearly  and  every  year  on  all  Dogs  which 
shall  or  may  be  owned  or  kept  by  any  person  residing  on  the  Front  Lots  in  the 
Parish  of  Chatham,  which  lie  between  Clark’s  Cove  and  Saint  Andrews  Church, 
(that  is  to  say,)  for  one  Dog  (provided  the  person  keeps  but  one,)  the  sum  of 
five  shillings ; for  two  Dogs  owned  or  kept  by  one  person,  in  or  about  the 
same  house,  the  sum  of  fifteen  shillings  ; for  three  or  more  Dogs  owned  or  kept 
by  one  person,  or  in  or  about  the  same  house,  the  sum  of  thirty  shillings  ; ' the 
said  tax  or  duty  to  be  paid  by  the  person  owning  or  keeping  such  Dog  or  Dogs. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  said 
County  of  Northumberland  at  their  General  Sessions  or  any  Special  Sessions  to 
be  for  that  purpose  holden,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  required  to 
appoint  a fit  person  to  be  a Collector  of  Dog  Tax  in  the  said  Parish  of  Chatham, 
who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  be  liable  to  all 
the  pains  and  penalties  for  neglect  of  duty  or  refusal  to  serve  as  any  other  Town 
or  Parish  Officer  or  Officers  are  now  liable  to  by  the  laws  now  in  force. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  residing 
within  the  limits  prescribed  in  the  first  Section  of  this  Act,  and  who  shall  own  or  keep 
any  Dog  or  Dogs,  to  affix  a Collar  on  the  neck  of  each  and  every  such  Dog  with 
the  name  of  the  owner  or  keeper  plainly  and  legibly  marked  thereon  ; and  that 
all  Dogs  found  going  at  large  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  and  owmed  or  kept  by 
any  person  or  persons  residing  within  the  same,  after  the  said  first  day  of  May 
next  without  such  Collar  and  name  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  be  killed  and  des- 
troyed by  the  said  Collector  of  Dog  Tax,  or  by  any  Constable  of  the  said  Parish  ; 
provided  always  that  in  case  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  Dog  or  Dogs  so  found 
going  at  large  as  aforesaid  without  such  Collar  and  name,  contrary  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act  shall  be  known,  that  then  he  or  she  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  a fine  of  ten  shillings  (in  addition  to  the  tax)  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Collector  of  the  said  Dog  Tax 
shall  and  he  is  hereby  required  on  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year, 
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and  as  often  thereafter  as  may  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  the  collection  of  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  Act;  and  in  case  the  said  tax  be  not  paid  to  the  said  Collector  party  liable  may 
within  six  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  demanded,  that  then  the  said  Col- 
lector shall  and  he  is  hereby  required  in  his  own  name  to  sue  for  and  recover  the 
same  with  costs  by  action  of  debt,  before  any  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of 
the  Peace  for  the  said  County  of  Northumberland ; and  the  said  tax,  when  col-  Application  of  tax. 
lected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  said 
Parish,  and  to  be  applied  by  them  towards  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  said  Condensation  to 
Parish  ; such  Collector  retaining  for  his  trouble  at  and  after  the  rate  of  twenty  per 
cent,  on  all  such  sums  actually  collected. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Collector  of  the  said  Tax  shall  an- 
nually  render  an  account  to  the  Justices  at  the  first  annual  General  Sessions  of  the  Sessions, 
the  Peace  to  be  holden  in  and  for  the  County  of  Northumberland,  of  his  collec-

to  be  by  them  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  contract  and  agree  with  able  and 
sufficient  workmen  for  erecting,  building  and  finishing  a new  Court  House  in  the 
said  County,  and  to  agree  for  such  sums  of  money  as  to  them  may  seem  meet  in 
order  to  carry  this  object  into  effect ; provided  that  the  sum  for  which  such  con- 
tract shall  be  taken  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds  ; 
and  the  said  Justices,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  their  General  Sessions  as 
aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  a rate  and  assessment 
upon  the  inhabitants  and  others  of  the  said  County  for  a sum  not  exceeding  six 
hundred  pounds,  towards  defraying  the  expense  of  such  building  and  erection.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Sale  of  Mortgaged  Premises  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  directing 

the  application  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Passed  23 d March  1839. 

WE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
' js£S>  bly,  That  whenever  a Bill  shall  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for 
the  foreclosure  or  satisfaction  of  a Mortgage,  the  Court  shall  have  power  to  decree 
a sale  of  the  Mortgaged  premises,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  sufficient  to  dis- 
charge the  amount  due  on  the  Mortgage  and  the  costs  of  suit. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  sales  of  Mortgaged  Premises,  under  the  decree 
of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  shall  be  made  by  a Master  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  Court,  and  the  conveyances  shall  be  executed  by  such  Master,  which  shall 
vest  in  the  purchaser  the  same  estate,  and  no  other  or  greater,  than  would  have 
vested  in  the  Mortgagee  if  the  equity  of  redemption  had  been  foreclosed,  and 
such  deed  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  same  were  executed  by  the  Mortgagor  and 
the  Mortgagee,  and  shall  be  an  entire  bar  against  each  of  them,  and  against  all  par- 
ties to  the  suit  in  which  such  decree  for  sale  wTas  made,  and  against  their  heirs  res- 
pectively, and  all  claiming  under  their  heirs : and  every  such  conveyance  having 
been  first  duly  acknowledged  or  proved,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Laws 
relating  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  may  be  registered  in  the  Registry  Office  of  the 
County  where  the  lands  lie,  and  such  conveyance  so  registered,  or  a copy  thereof, 
may  be  given  in  evidence  in  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity  in  this  Province,  in  like 
manner  with  and  under  the  same  rules  and  restrictions  as  any  other  registered 
Deed,  and  when  so  given  in  evidence  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  evidence 
that  all  the  proceedings  on  which  such  conveyance  is  founded  were  rightly  had 
and  done. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  proceeds  of  every  sale  made  under  the  decree 
of  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  the 
debts  adjudged  by  such  Court  to  be  due  and  of  the  costs  awarded ; and  in  case 
there  shall  be  any  surplus,  it  shall  be  brought  into  Court  for  the  use  of  the 
Mortgagor  or  of  the  person  who  may  be  entitled  thereto,  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Court. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,.  That  when  any  Bill  shall  be  filed  for  the  foreclosure 
or  satisfaction  of  any  Mortgage  upon  which  there  shall  be  due  any  interest  or 
portion  only  of  the  principal,  the  Bill  may  be  ordered  to  be  dismissed,  upon 
the  defendants  bringing  into  Court,  at  any  time  before  the  decree,  the  principal 
and  interest  due,  with  costs  ; and  in  case  the  same  shall  be  brought  into  Court 
after  a decree,  and  before  a sale,  further  proceedings  thereupon  shall  bestayed ; 
but  the  decree  shall  stand  as  a security  for  such  further  sums  as  may  thereafter 
fall  due  on  the  Mortgage,  and  upon  any  subsequent  default  of  payment  thereof, 
may  be  enforced  by  the  further  order  of  the  Court  for  the  sale  of  the  Mortgaged 
premises,  or  of  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  until 
the  amount  secured  by  the  Mortgage  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  thereon, 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  in  any  of  the  foregoing  cases  it  shall  appear 
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to  the  Court,  that  the  Mortgaged  premises  are  so  situated  that  the  sale  of  the 
whole  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  parties,  the  decree  shall  in  the  first  instance 
be  entered  for  the  sale  of  the  whole  premises  accordingly ; and  in  such  case  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  as  well  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  due 
and  of  the  costs  of  suit,  as  towards  the  residue  of  the  sum  not  due  at  the  time  of 
such  sale  ; and  if  such  residue  do  not  bear  interest,  then  the  Court  may  direct  the 
same  to  be  paid  with  a deduction  of  the  rebate  of  legal  interest,  for  the  time  during 
which  such  residue  shall  not  be  due  and  payable. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  subsequent  incumbrances  affecting  any 
mortgaged  premises  which  may  be  sold  under  the  decree  of  the  said  Court  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  which  may  remain  after  the  dis- 
charge of  the  first  Mortgage  thereon  shall  be  subject,  under  the  order  and  direc- 
tion of  the  said  Court,  to  the  claims  of  the  holders  of  such  subsequent  incumbran- 
ces according  to  their  due  priority,  whether  the  same  be  due  and  payable  or 
otherwise,  subject  to  the  like  rebate  of  interest  in  case  of  sums  not  payable,  when 
the  same  do  not  bear  interest,  as  is  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  Act. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  sales  of  any  Mortgaged  premises  made  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act,  shall  be  made  by  public  auction,  of  which  not  less  than 
three  months  notice  shall  be  given. 


CAP.  XXIX. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  sale  and  disposition  of  the  real  estate  of  Infants. 

Passed  23 d March  1839. 

I it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

-MJli  bly,  That  whenever  any  infant  shall  be  seized  or  possessed  of  any  Lands, 
Tenements  or  Hereditaments,  by  way  of  Mortgage  or  in  trust  only  for  others,  the 
Chancellor  or  Master  of  the  Rolls,  on  the  Petition  of  the  guardian  of  such  Infant 
or  of  any  person  interested,  may  enable  and  compel  such  infant  to  convey  and 
assure  such  Lands,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments  to  any  other  person  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Court  shall  order  and  direct ; and  every  conveyance  or  assur- 
ance made  pursuant  to  such  order,  shall  be  as  good  and  effectual  in  the  law  as  if 
the  same  were  made  by  such  Infant  when  of  lawful  age. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Court  of  Chancery  shall  have  power  to  decree 
and  compel  the  specific  performance,  by  any  Infant  Heir  or  other  person,  of  any 
bargain,  contract  or  agreement  made  by  any  party  who  may  die  before  the  per- 
formance thereof,  on  petition  of  the  executors  or  administrators  of  the  estate  of 
the  deceased,  or  of  any  person  or  persons  interested  in  such  bargain,  contract  or 
agreement,  and  on  hearing  all  parties  concerned,  and  being  satisfied  that  the  spe- 
cific performance  of  such  bargain,  contract  or  agreement,  ought  to  be  decreed  or 
compelled. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Infant  seized  of  any  real  estate  or  entitled  to 
any  term  for  years  in  any  lands  may,  by  his  next  friend  or  by  his  guardian,  apply 
by  petition  to  the  Chancellor  or  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  an  order  for  the  sale 
or  other  disposition  of  the  said  property  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  on  such  application  the  said  Court  may  appoint 
one  or  more  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  the  guardian  of  such  Infant  in  rela- 
tion to  the  proceedings  on  such  application,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  security 
by  bond  to  the  Infant,  to  be  filed  with  the  Registrar,  in  such  penalty  and  with 
such  sureties  and  in  such  form  as  the  Court  shall  direct,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
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performance  of  the  trust  reposed,  for  the  paying  over,  investing  and  accounting 
for  all  monies  which  shall  be  received  by  such  guardians,  according  to  the  order 
of  the  Court,  and  for  the  observance  of  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  said  Court, 
in  relation  to  the  said  trust ; and  in  case  of  the  forfeiture  of  such  bond,  the  said 
Court  may  order  and  direct  the  same  to  be  prosecuted  for  the  benefit  of  the  party 
injured. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  the  filing  of  such  Bond  by  such  guardian  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  Court  may  proceed  in  a summary  way  by  reference  to  a Master 
to  inquire  into  the  merits  of  such  application,  and  in  case  it  shall  appear  satisfac- 
torily that  a disposition  of  the  real  estate  of  such  Infant,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
any  term  of  years  of  which  he  may  be  possessed,  or  in  which  he  may  be  interested, 
is  necessary  or  proper,  either  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  Infant  or 
for  his  education,  or  that  the  interest  of  such  Infant  requires  or  will  be  substanti- 
ally promoted  by  such  disposition  on  account  of  any  part  of  his  said  property  being 
exposed  to  waste  and  dilapidation,  or  on  account  of  its  being  wholly  unproductive 
or  for  any  other  reasons  or  circumstances,  the  Court  may  order  the  letting  for  a 
term  of  years,  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  such  real  estate  or  interest  by  such 
guardian  so  appointed,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  restrictions  as  shall  be 
deemed  expedient : Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  the  ordering  of  the  sale,  leasing  or  other  disposition  of  any 
real  estate  or  term  for  years,  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  any  last 
will,  or  any  conveyance  by,  through  or  under  which  such  estate  or  term  was 
devised  or  conveyed  to  such  Infant. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  any  agreement  for  the  sale,  leasing  or  other 
disposition  of  such  property  made  pursuant  to  such  order,  the  same  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Court  on  the  oath  of  the  guardian  making  the  same,  and  if  it  be  con- 
firmed a conveyance  shall  be  executed  under  the  direction  of  the  Court. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  sales,  leases,  dispositions  and  conveyances, 
made  in  good  faith  by  any  guardian  in  pursuance  of  any  such  agreement  so  con- 
firmed as  aforesaid,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  as  if  made  by  such  Infant  when  of 
full  age. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  any  order  for  the  sale  of  any  property 
being  made  as  aforesaid,  the  Infant  to  whom  the  same  shall  belong  shall  be  con- 
sidered, so  far  as  relates  to  such  property,  a ward  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  ; and 
the  Court  shall  have  power  to  make  such  order  for  the  investment,  disposition  and 
application  of  the  proceeds  of  such  property,  and  of  the  increase  and  interest  aris- 
ing therefrom,  as  to  secure  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  such  Infant  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  sale  so  made  as  aforesaid  shall  give  to  such  Infant 
any  other  or  greater  interest  or  estate  in  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  than  he  had  in 
the  estate  so  sold ; but  the  said  proceeds  shall  be  deemed  estate  of  the  same 
nature  as  the  property  sold. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  conveyance  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  having  been  first  duly  acknowledged  or  proved  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  relating  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  may  be  registered  in  the 
Registry  Office  of  the  County  where  the  lands  lie,  and  such  conveyance  so  regis- 
tered, or  a copy  thereof,  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  any  Court  of  law  or  equity 
in  this  Province,  in  like  manner  with  and  under  the  same  rules  and  restrictions 
as  any  other  registered  Deed,  and  when  so  given  in  evidence  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  evidence  that  all  the  proceedings  on  which  such  conveyance  is  founded 
were  rightly  had  and  done. 
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CAP.  XXX. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  City 

and  County  of  Saint  John. 


Passed  22>d  March  1839. 


I ^ enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

• .Ww  bly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council, 
from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  nine,  fit  and  proper 
persons  to  be  Commissioners  for  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  City  and  County 
of  Saint  John,  of  whom  not  less  than  two  shall  be  members  of  the  Court  of  Ses- 
sions of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  said  City  and  County,  and  one  a member  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  said  City  of  Saint  John,  and  such  Commissioners  or  anv 
of  them  to  remove,  and  others  in  their  places  from  time  to  time  appoint  as  afore- 
said ; which  said  Commissioners  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  said  City  and  County;  and 
the  said  Commissioners  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  at  such  place  or  places 
within  the  said  City  and  County  as  may  be  for  that  purpose  named,  and  then  and 
there  by  a majority  of  votes  of  those  present  at  any  appointed  meeting,  decide  all 
questions  and  manage  all  business  touching  the  said  House  of  Correction,  and 
any  three  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  form  a Board  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  except  as  hereinafter  provided ; and  that  the  first  person  named  as 
Commissioner  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Comm  issioners,  and  in  case  of  his  absence 
from  any  meeting,  the  Commissioners  met  shall  out  of  their  number  choose  a 
Chairman  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  the  Chairman,  or  in  case  of  his  sickness 
or  absence,  any  two  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  have  full  power  to  summon 
a meeting  of  the  said  Commissioners  for  the  transaction  of  business,  by  causing 
a notice  to  be  left  at  the  usual  place  of  abode  of  each  of  the  said  Commissioners 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  at  any  and  at  all  times  to  make  such  rules,  orders  and  regu- 
lations for  the  good  government  and  management  of  the  said  House  of  Correction, 
and  of  the  several  persons  from  time  to  time  confined  therein,  as  they  shall  find 
necessary,  and  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint  all  requi- 
site officers,  servants  and  keepers  in  and  about  the  same,  and  them  and  any  of 
them  to  remove  ; and  also  shall  and  may  provide  such  provisions,  materials  and 
things  as  they  may  judge  necessary,  as  well  for  the  support  and  maintenance  as 
for  the  setting  to  work  and  employing  the  several  persons  that  may  therein  be 
confined  and  imprisoned ; and  also  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
the  observance  of  the  rules,  orders  and  regulations  which  they  may  from  time  to 
time  make,  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  prisoners  in  the  said  House 
of  Correction,  by  solitary  confinement  or  other  reasonable  punishment : Provided 
always,  that  at  any  meeting  of  the  said  Commissioners,  at  which  any  rule,  order 
or  regulation  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  said  House  of  Correc- 
tion, or  of  the  prisoners  therein  being,  may  be  made,  or  at  which  any  officer, 
keeper  or  servant  may  be  appointed  or  removed,  there  shall  be  not  less  than  five 
Commissioners  present ; and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  cause  a record  of  all 
their  proceedings  to  be  kept  in  a book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  annually 
before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  year,  cause  a full,  complete  and 
perfect  statement  of  the  said  House  of  Correction,  and  all  persons  therein,  and 
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the  mode  in  which  each  has  been  employed  during  the  year,  and  also  a just  and 
detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  for  and  on  account  of  the  said 
House  of  Correction,  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  said 
City  and  County,  for  the  information  of  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  (which 
said  account  shall  be  audited  by  a Committee  of  the  said  Court  of  Sessions,)  and 
also  shall  at  the  same  time  submit  an  estimate  of  what  sum  or  sums  of  money  will 
be  needful  for  the  maintenance,  support  and  employment  of  the  persons  therein 
and  therewith  connected,  for  the  year  then  next  ensuing ; which  sum  and  sums  of 
money  shall  be  assessed,  levied,  collected  and  paid  in  such  proportions  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  any  other  County  rates  for  public  charges  are  or  may  be  assessed, 
levied,  collected  and  paid  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  Act  or  Acts  which,  at  the 
time  of  making  such  assessments,  may  be  in  force  in  the  Province,  for  the  assessing, 
levying  and  collecting  of  rates  for  public  charges,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  said 
Collector  or  Collectors  to  the  said  Commissioners. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  any  work  or  labour  to 
be  performed  in  the  said  House  of  Correction,  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
Commissioners,  shall  be  duly  accounted  for  by  them,  and  shall  be  applied  towards 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  House  of  Correction. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  neither  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  receive 
any  compensation  or  allowance,  directly  or  indirectly  for  his  services  as  such,  nor 
shall  either  of  them  be  capable  of  holding  any  office,  place  or  employment  in,  about, 
connected  with,  or  arising  from  the  said  House  of  Correction,  for  or  by  means  of 
which  any  salary,  fee,  emolument,  compensation,  or  perquisite  can  be  derived,  nor 
shall  any  Commissioner  be  engaged  or  interested  in  any  way  whatever,  either  as 
security  or  otherwise,  in  any  contract  for  or  on  account  of  the  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Recorder 
and  Aldermen  of  the  said  City,  and  all  Justices  of  the  Pectee  for  the  said  City  and 
County  for  the  time  being,  or  either  of  them,  to  take  up  and  arrest,  or  order  to  be 
taken  up  and  arrested,  all  and  any  rogues,  vagabonds,  stragglers,  idle,  suspicious 
or  disorderly  persons,  within  the  said  City  and  County,  and  to  order  such  rogues, 
vagabonds,  stragglers,  idle,  suspicious  or  disorderly  persons,  to  be  committed  to 
the  said  House  of  Correction,  there  to  remain  and  be  kept  to  hard  labour  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  forty  days. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  in  General  or  in  Special  Sessions  to  be  for  that  purpose  held,  to 
cause  all  prisoners  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  hard  labour,  and  all  vagrants, 
rogues,  vagabonds,  stragglers,  and  other  idle,  suspicious  and  disorderly  persons, 
at  such  time  in  confinement  in  the  Common  Gaol  or  Work  House  of  the  said 
City,  to  be  removed  to  the  said  House  of  Correction,  there  to  remain,  and  be 
kept  to  hard  labour,  until  their  several  and  respective  terms  of  imprisonment 
shall  expire. 


CAP.  XXXI.

‘ bour  of  Saint  John  or  Out  Bays  of  the  Port  of  Saint  John,  has  been  found  to  be 
‘ more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  said  Act 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  the  first  Section  of  the  said  Act,  passed  in  the  seventh  year 
of  the  reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  in  addi- 
tion to  and  in  amendment  of  the  several  Acts  now  in  force  to  provide  for  sick 
and  disabled  Seamen,  not  being  paupers  belonging  to  this  Province,”  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
every  Ship  or  Vessel  that  shall  arrive  at  the  said  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  or  the 
said  Out  Bays  of  the  Port  of  Saint  John,  and  shall  be  of  the  burthen  of  sixty  tons 
or  upwards,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  halfpenny  per  ton  in  addition  to  the  sum  of 
one  penny  per  ton,  imposed  by  the  first  Section  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, made  and  passed  in  the  sixtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George

4 '^MTFIEREAS  by  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  Reign 
w w ‘ of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to 
‘ incorporate  sundry  persons  by  the  name  of  the  Saint  John  Water  Company,” 
‘ and  by  a certain  other  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  same 
‘ reign,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  revive  and  amend  an  Act  to  incorporate  sundry 
‘ persons  by  the  name  of  the  Saint  John  Water  Company,”  authority  was  given 
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‘ to  establish  the  said  Company  agreeably  to  the  several  provisions  of  the  said

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  part  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  as  has 
been  actually  and  bona  fide  paid  in,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President  and  Direc- 
tors of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  by  any  Stockholder  as  a per  centage 
upon,  or  part  payment  of  his  share  or  shares  in  the  said  Capital  Stock,  whether 
the  same  was  paid  in  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  and 
adjudged  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a good  and  sufficient  payment  of  such  part 
of  such  Capital  Stock,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  Acts. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  That  no  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  any  President  and  Directors  of  the  said  Company,  or  of  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Stockholders  thereof,  since  the  passing  of  the  said  Acts,  shall  be  deemed 
and  adjudged  as  illegal,  unauthorized  or  contrary  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  Acts  or  either  of  them,  by  reason  of  any  irregularity  that  may  have  arisen  in 
the  first  General  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  said  Company,  or  in  the  elec- 
tion of  the  first  Directors  of  the  said  Company,  or  in  the  election  of  the  first  Pre- 
sident of  the  said  Company,  or  by  reason  of  the  said  Stockholders  not  having 
heretofore  made  any  Bye  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Regulations  for  the  good  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  said  Corporation,  or  by  reason  of  such  part  of  the  Stock 
that  has  been  paid,  not  having  been  paid  in  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  : and  that  all 
proceedings  heretofore  had  and  done,  and  all  transfers  of  shares  in  the  said  Capi- 
tal Stock  of  the  said  Company  under  the  said  Act  heretofore  made  and  done  in 
pursuance  of  and  according  to  any  regulations  made  by  any  President  and  Direc- 
tors of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  since  the  first  meeting  of  the  Stock- 
holders, and  since  the  election  of  the  first  Directors  of  the  said  Company,  shall 
be  deemed  and  are  hereby  declared  as  good  and  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  if  the  said  first  meeting  of  the  said  Stockholders,  and  the  election  of  the  first 
Directors  and  President  of  the  said  Company  had  been  in  all  respects  strictly 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  Acts,  and  as  if  Bye  Laws  had  been  made 
by  the  Stockholders  for  the  regulation  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said 
Corporation,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  them  for  that  purpose. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  any  case  where  default  has  been  made 
before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  in  payment  of  any  part  of  the  residue  of  the  Capital 
Stock  of  the  said  Companv,  which  has  been  heretofore  by  the  President  and 
Directors  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Company  required  to  be  paid,  and  which 
remains  still  unpaid  at  the  time  of  passing  this  Act,  every  share  upon  which  such 
default  shall  have  been  so  made,  shall  stand  and  become  absolutely  forfeited  to  the 
said  Corporation,  unless  the  amount  so  required  to  be  paid  thereon  shall  be  fully 
paid  and  satisfied  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  said  Company  for  the  time 
being,  within  two  months  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  or  within  such  further 
time  as  the  said  President  and  Directors  of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  may  consent  to  give  for  the  payment  thereof : And  in

An  Act  to  provide  for  making  and  maintaining  a Canal  across  Grimross  Neck,  in  Queen’s 

County. 


Passed  23 d March  1 839. 


4 H E R E A S the  cutting  a Canal  across  Grimross  Neck,  in  Queen’s  County, 

w W ‘would  greatly  facilitate  the  navigation  of  the  River  Saint  John,  and 
‘advance  the  general  interests  of  the  Province:’ 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  three  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be 
Commissioners  for  opening,  cutting,  finishing  and  maintaining  a Canal  across 
Grimross  Neck,  in  Queen’s  County,  and  to  remove  them  or  either  of  them  at 
pleasure,  and  to  appoint  others  in  their  stead. 
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II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  Po^ergiv^njo 
Commissioners,  their  agents,  servants,  workmen  and  assistants,  and  they  are  enter  on  and  occu- 
liereby  authorized  and  empowered,  to  design,  erect,  order,  dig,  excavate  and  |Lunda'ljacent 
build,  and  to  complete,  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  a Canal  across  the  isthmus  or 

neck  of  land  commonly  called  Grimross  Neck,  in  Queen’s  County,  at  such  place 
as  they  may  deem  most  advisable  and  fit  for  such  Canal,  whether  on  private  pro- 
perty or  on  a public  highway,  and  to  dig  and  make  proper  foundations  in  the 
River  Saint  John  and  Gagetown  Creek,  and  on  the  lands  and  grounds  lying  on 
each  side  of  said  Canal,  and  to  cut  and  level  the  banks  of  the  said  River  and  Creek 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  making  the  said  Canal,  and  to 
cut,  remove,  take  and  carry  away  all  and  every  impediment  whatever,  which  may 
in  any  wise  tend  to  hinder  or  impede  the  erectingand  completing  the  said  Canal,  and 
to  execute  all  other  things  requisite  and  necessary,  useful  or  convenient,  for  erect- 
ing, digging,  maintaining  and  supporting  the  said  Canal  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  Act ; and  further,  that  they  may  from  time  to  time  enter  and  go 
in  and  upon  the  lands  and  grounds  adjacent  to  the  said  Canal  for  the  purpose  of 
making  surveys,  examinations,  or  other  necessary  arrangements  for  fixing  the 
site  of  the  said  Canal ; and  further  that  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  digging, 
building,  maintaining,  repairing  and  supporting  the  said  Canal,  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  from  time  to  time  have  full  power  and  authority  to  land  and  place 
on  either  side  of  said  Canal,  within  twenty  yards  of  the  same,  all  materials  and 
other  things  to  be  used  in  and  about  the  same,  and  there  to  work  and  use  such 
materials  and  things  according  as  they  the  said  Commissioners,  and  the 
persons  to  be  by  them  appointed,  shall  think  proper,  without  any  previous  agree- 
ment with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  doing  as  little  damage  as  may  be,  and 
making  such  satisfaction  as  hereinafter  mentioned  to  the  respective  owners  and 
occupiers  of  all  lands  and  grounds,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  shall  be 
used  and  occupied,  altered,  damaged,  spoiled,  taken  or  made  use  of  by  means  or 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  make,  allow  and  compensation  re- 
pay reasonable  and  proper  compensation  and  satisfaction  for  all  lands,  tenements  for  the  purposes  of 
and  hereditaments  taken,  used  and  occupied,  altered,  damaged  or  spoiled  bv  madeCtt°b<s 
means  of  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  this  Act,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the 

said  Commissioners  and  the  respective  owners  and  occupiers  of  such  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  ; and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them  or  anv  of  in  case  of  disa- 
them,  then  such  compensation  and  satisfaction  shall  be  determined  by  three  arbi-  ^nsatton  to bem 
trators,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  Commissioners  and  one  by  the  owner  or  ^led  b>’ arbltra- 
owners,  occupier  or  occupiers  of  the  private  property  in  question  ; which  two  ar- 
bitrators so  chosen  shall  choose  the  third  arbitrator,  and  in  case  of  their  not 
agreeing  in  such  choice  within  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  then  and  in  such 
case  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  time  being,  upon  application  of  the  said  Commissioners  to  appoint  the 
third  arbitrator  ; the  award  of  the  said  arbitrators  or  any  two  of  them  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  in  the  matters  referred  to  them  ; and  the  amount  adjudged  and 
awarded  to  them  respectively  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  Commissioners  within  thirty 
days  after  such  award  shall  be  duly  made  and  delivered;  and  in  case  any  of  the 
said  owners  or  occupiers  of  such  property  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  make  such  agree- 
ment or  appoint  such  arbitrator,  then  and  in  such  case  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
such  person  or  persons  so  declining  or  refusing  shall  have  no  other  remedy,  either 
at  law  or  in  equity  against  the  said  Commissioners  for  any  loss  or  damage  which 
he,  she  or  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  making,  erecting,  digging,  building,  finish- 
ing and  maintaining  such  Canal.  IV. 
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IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  malici- 
ously, and  to  the  prejudice  of  the  said  undertaking,  break,  damage,  throw  down, 
destroy,  injure  or  remove  any  of  the  works  to  be  erected  or  materials  to  be  used 
by  virtue  of  this  Act,  any  such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
and  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  and  being  lawfully  convicted  thereof  shall  be  liable 
and  subject  to  the  punishment  prescribed  for  felony  in  and  by  an  Act  made  and 
passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth, 
intituled  “ An  Act  for  improving  the  administration  of  Justice  in  Criminal  cases.” 

V.  Provided  always  and  be  it  enacted,  That  no  greater  sum  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  for  the  cutting,  making  and  completing  of  the 
said  Canal,  and  for  the  land  through  which  the  same  shall  be  cut,  then  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  and  that  all  further  expence  in- 
curred in  and  about  the  making  and  completing  of  the  same,  shall  be  borne  by 
individual  subscription. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners  to 
be  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  enter  into  any  Contract  for  the  cut- 
ting, making  and  completing  of  the  said  intended  Canal  until  a sufficient  sum  of 
money  shall  be  raised  and  paid  from  individual  subscriptions ; which,  with  the 
said  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  mentioned  in  the  fifth 
section  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  work,  anything 
in  this  Act  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Canal  and  all  and  singular  the  lands  on 
either  side  taken  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  and  all  roads  and  paths 
along  the  same,  and  all  other  the  appurtenances  to  the  said  lands  and  Canal  be- 
longing, shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  the  public  property  of  the  Province,  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  and  shall  be  free  from  any  toll  or 
charge. 


CAP.  XXXV. 

An  Act  for  tlie  improvement  of  the  Practice  in  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

Passed  23 d March  1839. 

4 ml/ H E R E A S the  Practice  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  is  in  many  respects 
wf  ‘dilatory  and  expensive,  and  ill  adapted  to  the  state  of  the  Province, 
‘ and  requires  extensive  alterations  and  amendments 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  the  Chancellor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time  to 
direct  and  declare  the  forms  of  process,  and  to  prescribe,  modify,  alter  and  amend 
the  practice  and  proceedings  to  be  observed  in  all  matters  of  which  the  said 
Court  now  has  or  hereafter  may  have  cognizance  and  jurisdiction. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  three  Terms  of  the  said  Court  in 
each  year,  that  is  to  say : Hilary  Term,  to  commence  on  the  last  Tuesday  in 
January  and  to  end  on  the  Saturday  then  next  ensuing  ; Trinity  Term,  to  com- 
mence on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June  and  to  end  on  the  Saturday  then  next  ensuing  ; 
and  Michaelmas  Term,  to  commence  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  October  and  to  end 
on  the  Saturday  then  next  ensuing  ; and  that  causes  and  other  matters  to  be 
heard  in  the  said  Court  may  be  brought  to  hearing  and  heard  and  determined  in 
vacation  as  well  as  in  term,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  established  in  that 
behalf  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  Court. 
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III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  common  Gaol  of  the  County  of  York  shall 
be  the  prison  of  the  said  Court ; provided  always,  That  in  case  it  shall  be  expedient 
and  the  ends  of  justice  be  thereby  answered,  any  prisoner  of  the  Court  may  be 
committed  to  the  common  gaol  of  any  County  within  which  he  may  have  been 
arrested,  in  case  the  Court  shall  so  order  and  direct. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sheriffs  in  the  several 
Counties  to  serve  any  writs  of  subpoena,  or  execute  any  process  of  this  Court 
within  their  respective  Counties  that  may  be  sent  to  them  for  that  purpose,  and 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees  and  emoluments  in  respect  of  the 
same,  that  is  to  say  : for  the  service  of  every  subpoena  to  appear  and  answer, 
two  shillings  and  six  pence  ; for  every  arrest  under  a writ  of  attachment  or  other 
process,  five  shillings  ; and  also  the  same  allowance  for  travel  and  poundage  as 
in  case  of  process  issuing  out  of  Courts  of  Common  Law  : Provided  always, 
That  no  charge  for  poundage  shall  be  allowed  except  in  case  of  monies  actually 
received  and  paid  over  under  process  of  this  Court,  and  the  amount  of  such  pound- 
age shall  in  such  cases  be  levied  and  received  in  addition  to  the  sum  directed  to  be 
paid  or  levied  by  such  process. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Sheriffs,  Deputy  Sheriffs,  Gaolers,  Constables 
and  other  Officers  shall  be  aiding,  assisting  and  obeying  the  said  Court  in  the 
exercise  of  its  jurisdiction  whenever  required  so  to  do. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  the  Plaintiff,  in  any  suit  commenced  or  to 
be  commenced  in  the  said  Court,  shall  neglect  to  proceed  in  the  same  in  due 
time,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  said  Court,  the  Bill  may  be  ordered  to  be 
dismissed,  and  in  case  the  Defendant  shall  neglect  to  appear  in  due  time  after 
service  of  process,  or  shall  neglect  to  put  in  his  answer,  or  to  take  any  other 
necessary  step  in  the  cause,  within  the  time  in  that  behalf  limited  by  the  practice 
of  the  said  Court,  the  Bill  may  be  ordered  to  be  taken  against  him  as  confessed, 
subject  nevertheless  to  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  may  be  established 
and  provided  in  that  behalf  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  Court. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  several  Masters  in  ordinary  in  this  Court 
now  appointed,  or  hereafter  to  be  appointed,  shall  have  power  to  act  as  examiners 
in  the  said  Court ; and  in  any  case  where,  from  the  remoteness  of  residence  of  any 
examiner  from  the  place  of  residence  of  the  witness,  or  other  circumstance,  it 
may  be  deemed  expedient,  the  Chancellor  or  Master  of  the  Rolls  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  by  order  of  the  said  Court,  specially  to  appoint  some  other 
person  or  persons  pro  hue  vice,  who  shall  have  power  to  administer  the  oath  to 
the  witnesses  and  take  the  examination  in  such  cause  : Provided  always,  That 
no  examination  be  taken  by  any  examiner,  until  such  examiner  shall  have  been 
first  duly  sworn  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  Court  to  be 
established  in  that  behalf. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  examination  of  witnesses  in  matters  pend- 
ing in  the  said  Court  to  such  extent  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  in  that  behalf  be  prescribed  and  established,  may  be  conducted  on  questions 
suggested  and  proposed  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  be  attended  by  the  par- 
ties, their  Solicitors  and  Counsel. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  monies  that  shall  become  subject  to  the  control 

and  distribution  of  this  Court,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  such  person  or 
body  corporate  or  politic  as  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  shall  from  time  to  time  direct, 
or  be  vested  in  such  securities  as  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  shall  approve,  and  all 
interest  or  increase  accruing  thereon  shall  be  added  to  the  principal  and  distri- 
buted therewith  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  same,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  established  in  that  behalf.  X. 
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X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  where  in  any  suits  pending  in  the  said  Court  the 
cause  of  action  shall  survive,  such  suit  shall  not  abate  by  reason  of  the  death  of 
one  or  more  of  the  Plaintiffs  or  Defendants,  but  upon  suggestion  of  such  death 
to  the  Court  the  suit  shall  be  allowed  to  proceed  in  favor  of  or  against  the  suiv 
viving  party  as  the  case  may  be ; and  in  case  of  the  death  of  one  or  more  Plain- 
tiffs or  Defendants  in  any  suit  where  the  cause  of  action  shall  not  survive,  it  shall' 
only  abate  as  to  the  person  or  persons  so  dying  and  not  otherwise. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to  revive  a 
suit  against  the  representatives  of  a deceased  Defendant,  no  bill  of  revivor  shall 
be  necessary,  but  the  Court  may  by  order  direct  that  the  same  stand  revived, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  Plaintiff,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  in  that  behalf. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Court  shall  have  power  to  enforce  per- 
formance of  any  decree,  or  obedience  thereto,  by  execution  against  the  body  of 
the  party  against  whom  such  decree  is  made,  or  against  the  goods  and  chattels, 
and  in  default  thereof  the  lands  and  tenements  of  such  ; which  execution  so

And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  practice  of  this 
Court,  not  otherwise  particularly  provided  for  by  Legislative  enactment  or  the 
rules  and  orders  of  this  Court,  the  rules  of  practice  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery 
in  England,  as  now  established,  shall  be  in  force,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  like 
exceptions,  limitations,  restrictions  and  rules  of  construction  in  the  application 
of  the  same  as  the  practice  of  the  said  High  Court  of  Chancery  prevailing  and  in

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Chancellor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  to  prepare  and  make  a proper  table  of  fees  for  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  this  Province,  in  lieu  of  the  table  of  fees  at  present  established  in  that  Court,

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  partition  of  lands,  tenements, 
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and  hereditaments,  held  in  coparcenary,  joint  tenancy  or  tenancy  in  common, 
shall  be  effected  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  according  to  the  practice  and  proceed- 
ings established  or  to  be  established  in  that  Court. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  of  the  parties  to  any  proceeding  in 
the  said  Court  of  Chancery  for  a partition,  shall  be  infants  under  the  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Court  to  appoint  a guardian  or 
guardians  ad  litem  for  such  infant,  in  like  manner  as  such  guardians  may  be  ap- 
pointed in  any  other  suit  in  the  said  Court. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  decree  of  the  said  Court,  whereby  any 
part  or  portion  of  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  held  in  coparcenary,  joint 
tenancy  or  tenancy  in  common  shall  be  decreed  to  any  coparcener,  joint  tenant, 
or  tenant  in  common,  in  severalty,  shall  operate  and  be  effectual  to  convey  and 
transfer  to  such  coparcener,  joint  tenant,  or  tenant  in  common  all  and  singular 
the  right,  title,  interest,  property,  claim  and  demand  of  all  and  every  other  of  the 
coparceners,  joint  tenants,  or  tenants  in  common,  as  such  interested  therein,  as 
well  infants  and  feme  coverts  as  others,  being  parties  to  such  proceeding,  in  as 
full  and  ample  a manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  conveyed  and  transferred  by 
deed  or  conveyance,  duly  signed,  sealed  and  delivered  by  such  other  copar- 
ceners, joint  tenants  and  tenants  in  common,  and  duly  proved  or  acknowdedged, 
and  registered  in  the  County  where  such  part  or  portion  of  the  lands  may  lie,  and 
in  the  case  of  infants  in  like  manner  as  if  such  infants  were  at  the  time  of  full 
age  ; Provided  always,  That  such  decree  shall  have  been  first  duly  signed  and 
enrolled,  and  registered  in  the  Office  of  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  County  where 
the  lands  may  lie,  according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  decree  of  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  having 
been  first  duly  signed  and  enrolled,  may  be  registered  in  the  Office  of  the  Regis- 
ter of  Deeds  for  any  County  in  like  manner  and  order,  as  any  deed  or  conveyance, 
upon  production  to  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  a copy  thereof,  with  a certificate  in- 
dorsed thereupon,  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  under  the  seal  of 
the  said  Court,  that  the  same  is  a true  copy  of  a decree  of  the  said  Court,  and 
that  the  same  has  been  duly  signed  and  enrolled ; and  the  Register  of  Deeds 
shall  indorse  upon  such  copy  a certificate  of  such  registry  in  like  manner  as  is 
required  by  law,  in  respect  of  any  deed  or  conveyance  duly  registered,  and  for 
his  services  in  that  behalf  shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  fees  and  emoluments  as 
are  provided  in  the  case  of  the  registry  of  deeds  and  conveyances  ; and  such  copy  of 
such  decree  with  such  certificates  thereon  shall  be  evidence  in  all  Courts  of  Law 
and  Equity  in  this  Province,  of  such  decree  and  of  such  registering  thereof,  and  a

‘ it  is  reasonable  and  just  to  assess  and  levy  on  the  said  Counties  of  Gloucester 
‘ and  Restigouche,  in  a fair  rate  and  proportion,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council

second  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  maintenance  of  Bastard  Children,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  orders  of  affiliation  or  maintenance  to  be  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  recited  Act,  shall  be  made  by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  General  Sessions. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  person  appearing  before  such  Court 
of  General  Sessions,  charged  with  being  the  reputed  father  of  a bastard  child, 
likely  to  become  chargeable  to  any  Parish,  shall  traverse  or  deny  the  charge, 
such  Court  on  the  oath  of  the  mother  of  such  child,  or  such  other  testimony  as 
may  be  offered  to  their  satisfaction,  may  adjudge  such  person  the  reputed  father 
as  aforesaid. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  child  with  which  the  woman  may  be 
pregnant  likely  to  be  chargeable  as  aforesaid,  may  not  be  born  at  the  time  of  any 
person  appearing  before  such  Court  charged  with  being  the  reputed  father  of  such 
child,  or  in  any  case  where  the  said  Court,  either  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
further  testimony  or  for  other  reasons,  shall  consider  it  necessary  to  put  off  the 
consideration  of  the  charge,  or  the  making  of  an  order  of  affiliation  or  mainte- 
nance until  the  next  Court  of  General  Sessions  to  be  held  for  such  County,  such 
Court  shall  be  at  liberty  so  to  order  and  direct ; and  thereupon  the  persons  so 
charged  shall  forthwith  enter  into  recognizance  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sure- 
ties to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Court  for  his  appearance  at  the  next  General 
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Sessions  of  the  Peace  to  be  held  for  said  County  to  answer  the  said  charge,  and 
further  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law  ; and  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  give  such 
recognizance  may  be  committed  by  such  Court  to  the  Common  Gaol  of  said 
County. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  said  Court  adjudge  such  person  the 
reputed  father  of  such  child,  they  shall  thereupon  make  their  order  of  affiliation 
in  which  shall  be  specified  the  expenses  already  incurred,  as  well  for  the  lying  in 
expenses  as  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  such  reputed  father,  and  also 
for  the  support  of  such  child  up  to  the  time  of  making  such  order,  and  also  such 
weekly  sum  as  shall  thereafter  be  paid  by  such  reputed  father  for  the  future  sup- 
port of  such  child  while  chargeable  on  any  Parish. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  on  notice  of  any  such  order  such  reputed  father 
shall  thereupon  forthwith  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the 
use  of  the  Overseers  of  th  e Poor  of  the  Parish  where  such  child  is  chargeable,  such 
sums  as  shall  be  so  ordered  for  expenses  so  already  incurred  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  also  enter  into  recognizance  conditioned  that  such  person,  his  executors  and 
administrators,  shall  pay  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  such  Parish  such  weekly 
sum  as  shall  be  so  ordered  for  the  future  support  of  such  child. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  such  reputed  father  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  perform  such  order,  or  to  give  such  recognizance,  such  Court  may  thereupon 
forthwith  commit  such  reputed  father  to  the  common  gaol  of  the  County,  there 
to  remain  until  he  enter  into  such  recognizance  or  be  otherwise  discharged  by 
law  : Provided  always,  that  when  such  reputed  father  is  wholly  unable  to  per- 
form such  order  or  to  find  such  sureties,  the  said  Court  may  in  their  discretion 
at  any  time  order  such  father  to  be  discharged. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  recognizances  required  by  this  Act  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  acknowledged  by  the  said  reputed  father  and  one  or  more 
sufficient  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Court,  or  in  case  the  said  reputed 
father  he  under  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  then  by  two  sufficient  sureties  as 
aforesaid  and  payable  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  in  a penal 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  in  the  form  given  by  the  Schedule  to  this  Act 
annexed,  or  in  words  to  the  like  effect. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  such  recognizance  or  any  recognizance

affected  by  any  such  conveyance  or  incumbrance  may  lie,  under  the  provisions 
of  any  Act  of  Assembly  in  this  Province,  shall  have  effect  both  in  law  and  equity 
according  to  the  priority  of  time  of  such  registry.

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  the  several  provisions  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  eighth  year  of 
the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to 
establisli  Circuit  Courts  in  this  Province,  and  to  provide  for  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  Judges  holding  such  Courts,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the 
County  of  Restigouche  in  as  full  and  ample  manner,  as  if  the  several  Sections  of 
the  said  Act  were  respectively  set  forth  in  this  Act.  II. 
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II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  period  of  commencement  and  holding  the 
Circuit  Court  in  the  said  County  of  Restigouche,  shall  be  on  the  last  Tuesday  in 
August  in  each  and  every  year. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled,  “ An  Act  to  alter  the 
times  for  holding  the  Circuit  Courts  in  the  Counties  of  Gloucester  and  Queen’s,-’ 
so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  County  of  Gloucester  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  time 
for  commencing  and  holding  the  Circuit  Court  in  the  County  of  Gloucester  shall 
be  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  in  each  and  every  year,  instead  of  the  time 
heretofore  established.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  during  the 
continuance  of  the  said  recited  Act,  passed  in  the  eighth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  and  no  longer. 


CAP.  XL VIII. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  summary  punishment  of  persons  committing  trespasses  upon  square 

Timber  and  other  Lumber. 


I. 


Passed  23 d March  1839. 

E it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  if  any  person  or  persons, 
shall  possess  himself  or  themselves  of  any  squared  timber,  logs  or  sawed  lumber 
that  may  be  found  adrift,  or  in  any  other  situation,  or  shall  injure,  cut  up  or  des- 
troy any  such  timber,  logs  or  lumber,  or  shall  cut  away  or  cast  adrift  any  boom 
for  preserving  the  same,  or  any  raft  of  timber,  logs  or  lumber  as  aforesaid,  or 
shall  hew  out  the  mark  or  marks  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  otherwise 
deface  or  obliterate  the  same,  with  intent  and  design  to  defraud  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  he  or  they  shall,  for  each  and  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a sum 
not  exceeding  ten  pounds,  to  be  recovered  before  any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  County  where  such  offence  shall  be  committed, 
with  costs  of  prosecution,  upon  the  oath  or  oaths  of  one  or  more  credible  witness 
or  witnesses,  and  levied  by  warrant  of  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods 
and  chattels,  one  half  of  the  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Town  or  Parish  where  the  said  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  for  the 
use  of  the  Poor  of  the  said  Town  or  Parish,  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who 
shall  sue  for  the  same,  and  in  case  the  said  offender  or  offenders  so  tried  and  con- 
victed as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  any  goods  or  chattels  whereon  to  levy  the  said 
fine,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Justices,  under  their  hands  and 
seals,  to  commit  the  said  offender  or  offenders  to  the  common  gaol  of  the  County 
where  the  said  offence  shall  have  been  committed,  there  to  remain  without  bail 
or  mainprize  for  a space  not  exceeding  twenty  days,  as  the  said  Justices  shall  in 
their  discretion  think  fit. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  on  oath

shall  belong  to  the  said  person  so  claiming  as  aforesaid,  such  Justices  shall  forth- 
with order  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  person  so  claiming  to  be  the 
owner  thereof,  or  his  lawful  agent  as  aforesaid,  upon  payment  of  such  reasonable

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  proof  of  the  fact  of  cutting  out,  defacing, 
or  otherwise  obliterating  the  mark  or  marks  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
squared  timber,  logs  or  sawed  lumber,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  pvima 
facie  evidence  of  fraud  in  all  prosecutions  to  be  had  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  force  until  the  first 
day  of  May  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty  one,  and  no  longer.

Passed  §th  March  1838. 

4 ^SJM^FIEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  solemniz- 
w v cing  of  Marriage  in  the  following  manner:’ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  any  ordained  person,  Minister  or  Teacher,  duly  authorized  or  licenced 
to  solemnize  Marriage  either  under  an  Act  past  in  the  thirty  first  year  of  the 
Reign  of  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  “ An  Act  for  regulating  Marriage 
and  Divorce,  and  for  preventing  and  punishing  Incest,  Adultery  and  Fornication,” 
or  under  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  William  the 
Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  extend  the  privilege  of  solemnizing  Marriage  to 
all  Ministers  or  Teachers  of  the  several  Religious  Congregations  in  this  Pro- 
vince,” may  solemnize  marriage  between  any  persons,  whether  or  not  such  per- 
sons be  of  the  communion  or  denomination  of  the  ordained  person,  Minister  or 
Teacher  solemnizing  the  marriage,  any  thing  in  either  of  the  said  recited  Acts  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  subject  nevertheless,  in  all  other  respects  to  the 
respective  regulations  and  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Acts. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  not  come  into  operation  until  Her 
Majesty’s  Royal  approbation  be  thereunto  first  had  and  declared.

An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  Fires  in  the  City  of  Saint  John. 

Passed  20 th  September  1839. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  all  dwelling  houses,  store  houses  and  other  buildings,  excepting 
as  hereinafter  excepted,  which  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  be 
built,  erected  or  set  up  in  the  City  of  Saint  John,  within  the  limits  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  described  (that  is  to  say,)  Beginning  at  the  southern  extremity 
of  Prince  William  Street,  where  it  intersects  the  northern  line  of  Saint  James’ 
Street,  thence  along  Prince  William  Street  to  Princess  Street,  thence  along 
Princess  Street  to  Germain  Street,  thence  along  Germain  Street  to  Union  Street, 
thence  along  Union  Street  to  George  Street,  thence  along  George  Street  to  Pond 
Street,  thence  along  Pond  Street  to  Mill  Street,  thence  along  Mill  Street  north- 
wardly to  the  entrance  of  Smyth  Street,  thence  along  Smyth  Street  to  Nelson 
Street,  thence  along  Nelson  Street,  crossing  the  Market  Slip,  to  Ward  Street, 
thence  along  the  said  last  mentioned  Street  and  a prolongation  ofthe  western  line 
thereof  southwardly  until  it  strikes  the  southern  line  of  the  Ferry  Slip  at  the  foot 
of  Princess  Street,  thence  along  the  said  last  mentioned  line  to  Saint  John  Street, 
thence  along  Saint  John  Street  and  a prolongation  of  the  western  line  thereof 
southwardly  until  it  intersects  the  prolongation  of  the  northern  line  of  Saint  James’ 
Street,  and  thence  along  the  said  last  mentioned  prolongation  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, and  also  in  and  upon  all  the  lots  ofground  adjoining  thereto  to  the  depth 
of  forty  feet  on  the  eastern  side  of  Prince  William  Street,  Germain  Street,  George 
Street  and  Mill  Street,  the  south  side  of  Princess  Street,  the  north  sides  of  Union 
Street  and  Pond  Street,  two  hundred  feet  on  the  western  side  of  Smyth  Street,

construed  to  extend  to  buildings  or  erections  not  exceeding  fifteen  feet  in  height 
from  the  ground,  or  level  to  be  determined  on  by  the  City  authorities,  to  the  peak 
or  highest  part  of  such  buildings  or  erections : Provided  also,  that  all  steeples, 
cupolas  and  spires  of  public  buildings,  where  such  building  shall  stand  at  least  ten 
feet  from  any  and  every  other  building,  may  be  covered  with  boards  or  shingles. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  no  wooden 
building,  store  house,  or  other  erection  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  shall  be 
built,  erected,  or  set  up  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Harbour  of  the  said  City  to  the 
westward  of  the  limits  and  lots  of  ground  adjoining  thereto  hereinbefore  mentioned 
or  described,  of  a greater  height  than  thirty  feet  from  the  bottom  of  the  sill  to  the 
highest  point  of  the  roof,  the  bottom  of  the  sills  to  be  elevated  not  more  than 
eighteen  inches  above  the  level  of  the  street  or  wharf  whereon  the  said  building, 
store  house  or  erection  may  stand,  or  above  the  point  where  such  level  may  be 
determined  on  by  the  said  City  authorities  ; the  posts  to  be  not  more  than  twenty 
feet,  the  roof  to  be  covered  with  slate  or  other  noncombustible  material,  to  be  of 
a regular  pitch  from  the  eaves  to  the  ridge,  with  a straight  rafter,  and  to  have  at 
least  one  scuttle  in  the  same  : Provided  also,  that  between  every  two  such  wooden 
buildings,  store  houses  or  erections,  the  sites  whereof  shall  be  vacant  at  the  time 
of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  or  may  hereafter  become  vacant,  there  shall  be  a par- 
tition wall  of  brick  at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness,  to  extend  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  above  the  roof:  Provided. also  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  wooden  building  authorized  by  this 
Section  of  this  Act,  whereof  the  side  line  or  depth  from  the  front  of  the  building 
on  the  street  exceeds  thirty  five  feet,  to  make  a portion  of  the  roof  flat  on  the  top, 
according  to  the  following  scale  : Buildings  whereof  such  side  line  or  depth  ex- 
ceeds thirty  five  feet  and  does  not  exceed  forty  feet,  the  width  of  such  flat  shall 
not  exceed  five  feet ; buildings  whereof  such  side  line  or  depth  exceeds  forty  feet 
and  does  not  exceed  forty  five  feet,  the  width  of  such  flat  shall  not  exceed  eight 
feet;  buildings  whereof  such  side  line  or  depth  exceeds  forty  five  feet  and  does 
not  exceed  fifty  feet,  the  width  of  such  flat  shall  not  exceed  twelve  feet ; buildings 
whereof  such  side  line  or  depth  exceeds  fifty  feet  the  width  of  such  flat  shall  not 
exceed  fifteen  feet. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  one  half  of  every  such  party  wall  between 
house  and  house,  or  between  other  buildings,  shall  be  built  on  the  ground  or  site 
of  one  of  the  adjoining  houses  or  buildings,  and  the  other  half  thereof  shall  be  built 
on  the  ground  or  site  of  the  adjoining  houses  or  buildings  ; and  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  first  builder  of  any  such  party  wall,  and  for  the  workmen  employed 
in  building  the  same,  to  enter  upon  the  ground  adjoining  thereto,  in  order  to  the 
building  such  party  wall  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  person  or  persons  at  whose  expence 
any  party  wall  shall  be  built  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  reim- 
bursed one  half  of  the  expence  incurred  in  such  party  Avail,  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  adjoining  property  who  shall  make  use  of  the  said  wall,  and  such 
moiety  or  half  part  of  the  expence  incurred  in  erecting  such  party  wall  may  be 
recovered,  together  with  full  costs  of  suit,  by  action  of  debt  or  assumpsit,  in  any  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Courts  of  Record  in  this  Province. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  dwelling  house,  store  house  or  other 
buildings  of  wood,  at  present  standing  or  being  within  the  fire  limits  described  in 
this  Act,  shall  hereafter  be  raised,  enlarged  or  built  upon,  nor  shall  any  Avooden 
building  exceeding  the  height  mentioned  in  the  proviso  contained  in  the  first 
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Section  of  this  Act,  be  hereafter  removed  from  one  lot  or  place  to  any  other  lot  or 
place  within  such  fire  limits  as  the  same  are  by  this  Act  established,  or  may 
hereafter  be  extended. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  woodeu  buildings  which  have  been  or 
shall  be  erected  since  the  seventeenth  day  of  August  last  in  such  part  of  the  before 
described  limits  contained  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  as  may  be  situate  or  lie 
in  that  part  of  the  said  City  called  King’s  Ward  to  the  southward  of  Union  Street, 
and  which  shall  be  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  and  may  be  re- 
moved and  taken  down,  or  reduced  to  the  height  prescribed  for  wooden  buildings 
as  is  provided  for  in  and  by  the  said  first  section,  by  order  of  the  Mayor,  Aider- 
men  and  Commonalty  of  the  said  City  in  Common  Council  convened;  the  value 
of  such  building  or  buildings  so  to  be  taken  down  or  reduced,  being  first  ascer- 
tained by  the  appraisement  of  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of  whom  to  be  named 
by  the  said  Common  Council,  one  by  the  party  or  parties  owning  such  building 
or  buildings,  and  the  remaining  one  to  be  nominated  and  chosen  by  the  two  per- 
sons so  appointed  by  the  said  Common  Council  and  owner  or  owners  respectively, 
the  decision  of  whom  or  any  two  of  whom  shall  be  final  and  conclusive ; and  the 
amount  of  any  such  valuation  or  appraisement  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  owner 
or  owners  accordingly  by  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  within 
thirty  days  after  being  furnished  with  the  award  or  awards  containing  such  ap- 
praisement or  appraisements  : Provided  always,  that  in  case  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  wooden  building  refusing  to  name  a person  to  make  such  appraisement 
after  being  required  by  the  Common  Council  so  to  do,  for  the  space  of  six  days, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Common  Council  to  name  the  second  person, 
and  the  two  persons  so  named  by  the  said  Common  Council  to  choose  the  third  : 
And  provided  also,  that  in  the  said  valuation  no  consideration  shall  be  taken  for 
any  improvements  made  after  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  said  City  of  Saint  John,  in  Common 
Council  convened,  to  order  an  assessment  upon  that  part  of  the  said  City  which 
lies  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Harbour,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  value  of  the 
said  Buildings  and  expences  of  taking  down,  removing  or  reducing  the  same,  the 
said  sums  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other 
rates  for  public  charges. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
if  any  dwelling  house,  store  house  or  other  building  whatsoever,  shall  be  built, 
erected,  raised,  enlarged,  removed  or  roofed  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  thereof  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  : and  every  builder  or  other  person  who 
shall  build,  erect,  raise,  enlarge,  remove  or  roof,  or  assist  in  building,  erecting, 
raising,  enlarging,  removing  or  roofing  such  dwelling  house,  store  house  or  other 
building,  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  in  any  Court  of  Record  within 
this  Province  by  the  Treasurer  or  Chamberlain  of  the  said  City  of  Saint  John, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  when  recovered  shall  be  appropriated  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  monies  raised  by  tax  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  City  are  by  Law  directed  to  be  applied. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  such  dwelling  house,  store  house  or 

other  building,  which  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  be  built,  erected,  raised, 
enlarged,  removed  or  roofed  within  the  limits  and  the  lots  of  ground  adjoining 
thereto,  herein  before  described,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
deemed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a common  nuisance.  X.

CAP.  II. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  widening  and  enlarging  of  certain  Streets  in  the  City  of  Saint  John, 

and  of  laying  out  other  Streets  therein. 

Passed  20th  September  1839. 

£ mmTHEREAS  by  the  late  disastrous  Fire  in  the  City  of  Saint  John,  all  the 
W W ‘ buildings  and  erections,  with  a few  exceptions,  within  that  district, 
‘ which  is  bounded  eastwardly  by  Prince  William  Street,  southerly  by  the  Market 
‘ Place  and  Slip,  westvvardly  by  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  and  northerly  by 
‘ Union  Street,  were  destroyed  ; and  it  is  advisable  to  widen  and  enlarge  the  fol- 
‘ lowing  Streets  in  the  said  District,  that  is  to  say,  Dock  Street  and  Nelson  Street, 
‘ and  also  to  open  and  lay  out  a new  Street  in  the  said  district  in  continuation  of 
< Smyth  Street  southwardly,  until  it  meets  the  North  Market  Wharf;’ 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  to  and  for  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Executive  Council,  to  nominate  and  appoint,  and  also  to  reappoint  and 
supply  as  it  may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  three  or  more  discreet  and  disinte- 
rested persons  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  herein- 
after in  that  behalf  prescribed;  which  said  Commissioners,  before  they  enter  on 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  shall  severally  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  City 
and  County  of  Saint  John,  faithfully  to  perform  the  trust  and  duties  required  of 
them  by  this  Act. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners  forth- 
with to  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments  and  cause  a survey  and  plan  of 
the  said  district  to  be  made  and  prepared,  and  to  fix  and  decide  upon  the  best 
mode  and  method  of  widening,  extending,  altering,  straightening  and  enlarging 
Dock  Street  and  Nelson  Street  aforesaid,  and  also  oflaying  out  and  opening  the 
said  new  Street  in  continuation  of  Smyth  Street  southwardly  until  it  meets  the 
North  Market  Wharf,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Commissioners  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  and  tenements  in  the  said 
district,  and  to  determine  and  decide  where  and  in  what  manner  such  Streets 
respectively  are  to  be  widened,  extended,  altered,  straightened,  enlarged,  opened 
and  laid  out. 

III.  Widbe  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  so  soon  as  they  shall  have 
caused  such  survey  and  plan  to  be  made,  and  shall  have  decided  where  and  in 
what  manner  such  Streets  respectively  are  to  be  widened,  extended,  altered, 
straightened,  enlarged,  opened  and  laid  out,  shall  proceed  to  make  a just  and 
equitable  estimate  and  assessment  of  the  value  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments required  for  widening,  extending,  altering,  straightening,  enlarging, 
opening  and  laying  out  such  Streets  respectively,  and  shall  assess  and  apportion 
three  fourth  parts  of  the  amount  of  such  estimated  value  on  all  the  parties  inte- 
rested in  any  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  within  the  said  district,  inclu- 
ding the  parties  interested  in  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  required 
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for  the  purposes  of  such  Streets  respectively,  according  to  their  best  discretion, 
in  proportion  to  the  benefit  accruing  to  such  parties  respectively  from  the  im- 
provement of  the  said  Streets,  and  shall  thereupon  file  the  said  plan  with  the 
Common  Clerk  of  the  said  City,  as  and  for  a record  of  their  doings  in  that  respect, 
and  shall  forthwith  report  their  proceedings  and  all  matters  and  things  connected 
with  their  duties  as  such  Commissioners  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  said  City: 
and  in  the  said  report  the  Commissioners  who  shall  make  the  same  shall  set  forth 
the  names  of  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  parties  and  persons  entitled  unto  or 
interested  in  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  mentioned  in 
the  srdd  report,  and  each  and  every  part  and  parcel  thereof  as  far  forth  as  the  same 
shall  be  ascertained  by  them,  and  an  apt  and  sufficient  designation  or  description 
of  the  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  land  and  other  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
premises  that  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  widening,  extending,  altering, 
straightening,  enlarging  or  laying  out  such  Streets  respectively,  and  also  of  the 
said  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  land  and  other  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
premises  within  the  said  District  so  assessed  by  the  said  Commissioners  for  the 
said  benefit  as  aforesaid,  and  also  the  several  and  respective  sums  estimated  and 
assessed  as  and  for  the  compensation  and  recompense,  or  the  allowance  to  be 
made  for  the  value  of  the  land  and  other  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  so 
taken  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as  also  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  same  for  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  the  respective  owners  of  the  fee  or  inheritance  of  such 
lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  respectively,  or  for  the  compensation 
or  damage  and  for  the  assessment  for  the  benefit  of  the  respective  owners  of  the 
leasehold  estate  or  other  interests  therein,  separately  ; but  in  all  and  each  and  every 
case  and  cases  where  the  owners  and  parties  interested,  or  their  respective  estates 
and  interests  are  unknown  or  not  fully  known  to  the  said  Commissioners,  it  shall 
be  sufficient  for  them  to  estimate  and  assess  and  to  set  forth  in  their  said  report, 
in  general  terms,  the  respective  sums  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  or  by  the  owners 
or  proprietors  generally  of  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises 
and  parties  interested  therein  for  the  compensation  and  damage,  and  for  the  as- 
sessment for  the  benefit  and  advantage  to  such  owners,  proprietors  and  parties  in- 
terested in  respect  of  the  whole  estate  and  interest  of  whomsoever  may  be  entitled 
unto  or  interested  in  the  said  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  res- 
pectively, by  and  in  consequence  of  the  widening,  enlarging,  extending,  altering 
straightening,  opening  and  laying  out  such  Streets  respectively,  without  specifying 
the  names  or  the  estates  or  interests  of  such  owners,  proprietors  and  parties  inte- 
rested, or  of  any  or  either  of  them  ; And  upon  the  coming  in  and  filing  of  such 
report,  the  same  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  as  well  upon  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  as  upon  the  owners,  lessees,  parties 
or  persons  interested  in  and  entitled  unto  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments 
and  premises  mentioned  in  the  said  report ; And  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty  shall  become  possessed  of  all  the  said  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments and  premises  in  the  said  report  mentioned,  that  shall  or  may  be  so  required 
for  the  purpose  of  widening,  extending,  altering,  straightening,  enlarging,  opening 
and  laying  out  such  Streets,  the  same  to  be  appropriated,  converted  and  used  to  and 
for  such  said  purposes  accordingly,  and  for  none  other  whatsoever;  And  thereupon 
the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  or  any  person  or  persons  acting  under 
their  authority,  may  immediately  or  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter  take  posses- 
sion of  the  same,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any  suit  or  proceeding  at 
Law  for  that  purpose,  and  may  at  any  time  thereafter  take  down  and  remove  all 
buildings  or  parts  of  buildings,  erections  or  improvements  of  any  description 
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whatsoever  on  the  said  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  ; Provided, 
that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  allow  any  sum  or  com- 
pensation whatsoever  for  any  building  or  buildings  which  may,  after  the  passing 
of  this  Act,  be  built,  placed  or  erected  in  part  or  in  the  whole,  on  such  part  or  parts 
of  the  said  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  that  may  be  required 
for  the  widening,  extending,  altering,  straightening,  enlarging  and  laying  out  such 
Streets  respectively. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  after  completing  their 
said  estimate  and  assessment  and  at  least  fourteen  days  before  they  make  their 
report  to  the  Common  Council,  shall  deposit  a true  copy  or  transcript  of  such  es- 
timate and  assessment  in  the  Clerk’s  office  of  the  said  City,  for  the  inspection  of 
whomsoever  it  may  concern,  and  shall  give  notice  by  advertisement,  to  be  pub- 
lished in  at  least  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  City,  of  the 
said  deposit  thereof  in  the  said  office,  and  of  the  day  on  which  it  will  be  finally 
filed  as  and  for  a record  of  their  proceedings ; and  any  person  or  persons  whose 
rights  may  be  affected  thereby,  and  who  shall  object  to  the  same  or  any  part  thereof, 
may  within  ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of  the  said  notice,  state  Iris,  her  or  their 
objections  to  the  same,  in  writing,  to  the  said  Commissioners;  and  the  said  Com- 
missioners or  such  of  them  as  shall  have  made  such  estimate  and  assessment,  in 
case  any  objections  shall  be  made  to  the  same,  and  stated  in  writing  as  aforesaid, 
shall  reconsider  their  said  estimate  and  assessment,  or  the  part  or  parts  thereof 
so  objected  to,  and  in  case  the  same  shall  appear  to  them  to  require  correction, 
but  not  otherwise,  they  shall  and  may  correct  the  same  accordingly. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  shall 
within  six  Calendar  months  after  the  filing  of  the  said  report  of  (he  Commissioners 
in  the  premises,  pay  to  the  respective  persons  and  parties  mentioned  or  referred 
to  in  the  said  report,  in  whose  favor  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  shall  be  estima- 
ted and  reported  by  the  said  Commissioners,  the  respective  sum  or  sums  so  es- 
timated and  reported  in  their  favor  respectively,  deducting  in  each  case  any  sum 
or  sums  that  such  parties  respectively,  may  in  the  said  report  and  assessment  of 
the  Commissioners  be  declared  liable  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  benefit  to  them 
respectively  accruing  from  the  improvement  of  such  Streets;  and  in  case  of  neg- 
lect or  default  in  payment  of  the  same,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  the  respective 
person  or  persons,  party  or  parties,  in  whose  favor  the  same  shall  be  so  reported, 
his,  her,  or  their  Executors  or  Administrators  at  any  time  or  times  after  applica- 
tion first  made  by  him,  her  or  them  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common- 
alt)'  in  Common  Council  convened  for  payment  thereof,  may  sue  for  and  recover 
the  same  with  lawful  interest,  from  and  after  the  said  application  therefor,  and  the 
costs  of  suit,  in  an  action  of  debt  or  assumpsit  against  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty  in  any  Court  having  cognizance  thereof,  and  in  which  it  shall 
be  sufficient  to  declare  generally  for  so  much  money  due  to  the  Plaintiff  or  Plain- 
tiffs therein  by  virtue  of  this  Act  for  premises  taken  for  the  purpose  herein  men- 
tioned, and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Plaintiff  or  Plaintiffs  to  give  any  special 
matter  in  evidence  under  such  general  declaration,  and  this  Act,  and  the  report 
of  the  said  Commissioners,  with  proof  of  the  right  and  title  of  the  Plaintiff  or 
Plaintiffs  to  the  sum  or  sums  demanded  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  such  suit 
or  action  : Provided,  that  whenever  the  owners  and  proprietors  of  any  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  so  to  be  taken  for  any  of  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  or  the  party  or  parties,  person  or  persons  interested  therein,  or  any  or 
either  of  them,  the  said  owners,  proprietors,  parties  or  persons  in  whose  favor 
any  such  sum  or  sums,  or  compensation  shall  be  so  reported,  shall  be  under  the 
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age  of  twenty  one  years,  non  compos  mentis , feme  covert , or  absent  from  the  said 
City  of  Saint  John,  and  also  in  all  cases  where  the  name  or  names  of  the  owner 
or  owners,  parties  or  persons  entitled  unto  or  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  or  premises  that  may  be  so  taken  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
shall  not  be  set  forth  or  mentioned  in  the  said  report,  or  where  the  said  owners, 
parties  or  persons  respectively  being  named  therein,  cannot  upon  diligent  inquiry 
be  found,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  to 
pay  the  sum  or  sums  mentioned  in  the  said  report  payable,  or  that  would  be 
coming  to  such  owners,  proprietors,  parties  or  persons  respectively,  into  the  Court 
of  Chancery  in  this  Province,  to  be  secured,  disposed  of  and  improved  as  the  said 
Court  shall  direct,  and  such  payment  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  in  all  respects 
as  if  made  to  the  said  owners,  proprietors,  parties  and  persons  respectively, 
themselves,  according  to  their  just  rights,  if  they  had  been  known  and  had  all  been 
present,  of  full  age,  discovert  and  compos  mentis  ; And  provided  also,  that  in  all  and  compensation  due 
every  case  and  cases  where  any  such  sum  or  sums  or  compensation  so  toberepor-  receFvecTby^o^ 
ted  by  the  said  Commissioners  in  favor  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parties  ^er  may  b^reco- 
whatsoever,  whether  named  or  not  named  in  the  said  report,  shall  be  paid  to  any  merfrom  theiat- 
person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parties  whomsoever,  when  the  same  shall  of  right  ter' 
belong  and  ought  to  have  been  paid  to  some  other  person  or  persons,  party  or 
parties,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons,  party  or  parties  to  whom  the 
same  ought  to  have  been  paid,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  with  lawful  inter- 
est and  costs  of  suit,  as  so  much  money  had  and  received  to  his,  her  or  their  use 
by  the  person  or  persons,  party  or  parties  respectively,  to  whom  the  same  shall 
have  been  so  paid. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  respective  sums  or  assessments  so  to  be  as-  Assessment  on 
sessed  and  reported  by  the  said  Commissioners,  as  and  for  the  allowance  to  be  Htoblpaidtofiie 
made  by  the  parties  and  persons  respectively  in  the  said  reports  mentioned  as  Corporation  and 
owners  and  proprietors  of,  or  parties  interested  in,  lands  and  premises  deemed  uies  which  the 
to  be  benefitted  by  the  widening,  extending,  altering,  straightening,  enlarging,  beiVmwiiabiru.7 
opening  and  laying  out  of  the  said  respective  Streets  mentioned  in  the  said  report,  seY to  be'L^sed 
shall  be  borne,  reimbursed  and  paid  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common-  X’cvv ".Vibe  of 
alty  by  the  said  parties  and  persons  respectively,  and  the  remainder  of  all  the  eastern  side  of  the 
monies  which  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  shall  pay,  disburse  and  ut  tVrnistu'tTs- 
expend,  or  become  liable  or  bound  to  pay,  disburse  or  expend  in  discharge  or  on  m^onerl!16 Com" 
account  of  the  sums  or  estimates  of  compensation  and  recompcnce  that  may  be 
reported  by  the  Commissioners  in  favor  of  the  respective  persons  and  parties 

deemed  to  be  entitled  thereto,  and  also  all  expences,  disbursements  and  charges 
which  may  arise,  or  be  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  and  may 
be  assessed  upon  that  part  of  the  said  City  of  Saint  John  which  lies  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Harbour,  excluding  from  this  assessment  the  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments  within,  the  District  hereinbefore  described,  which  may  have 
been  already  assessed  in  the  report  of  the  said  Commissioners;  and  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  in  Common  Council  convened,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  order  and  direct  the  said  residue  and  remainder  of 
the  said  monies,  and  the  expences  hereinbefore  mentioned,  together  with  the 
charges  of  assessing,  levying  and  collecting  the  same,  to  be  assessed,  levied,  col- 
lected and  paid  in  such  proportions,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  any  rates  for 
public  charges  are  or  may  be  assessed,  levied,  collected  and  paid  under  and  by 
virtue  of  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Assembly,  made  or  to  be  made,  for  assessing,  levy- 
ing and  collecting  rates  for  public  charges. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  several  and  respective  sums  or  assessments  Assessment  on 
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hereinbefore  directed  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
monalty shall  be  a lien  or  charge  on  the  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and 
premises  in  the  said  report  of  the  Commissioners  mentioned,  or  upon  the  estate 
and  interest  of  the  respective  owners,  lessees  and  parties  in  such  said  lands,  te- 
nements, hereditaments  and  premises,  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  said  res- 
pective sums  shall  be  so  assessed  by  the  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  said  res- 
pective owners  and  proprietors  thereof  or  parties  interested  therein,  and  as  well 
the  said  owners  and  proprietors  thereof  and  parties  interested  therein,  and  also 
the  occupants  of  each  and  every  of  them  shall  moreover  be  respectively  liable  to 
pay  on  demand  the  respective  sum  or  sums  mentioned  in  the  said  report  of  the 
Commissioners,  at  which  the  respective  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  pre- 
mises so  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  her  or  them,  or  wherein  he,  she  or  they  are 
so  interested,  or  at  which  the  owners  and  proprietors  thereof  shall  be  so  assessed,  to 
such  person  or  persons  as  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  shall  ap- 
point to  receive  the  same ; and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor,  or  the  Recorder  of  the  said  City, 
and  any  three  of  the  Aldermen  or  Assistant  Aldermen  of  the  same  City,  by  war- 
rant under  their  hands  and  seals^  to  levy  the  same  with  lawful  interest  thereon, 
from  and  after  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  said  report  of  the 
Commissioners,  together  also  w ith  the  charges  and  expences  to  be  had  for  the 
collection  thereof,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner 
and  owners,  occupant  or  occupants,  or  party  or  parties  interested  so  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  pay  the  same,  rendering  the  overplus  (if  any  overplus  there  shall 
be)  after  deducting  all  just  charges,  to  such  owner  or  owners,  occupant  or  occu- 
pants, or  party  or  parties  interested,  or  the  said  respective  sums  with  lawful  in- 
terest as  aforesaid,  may  be  recovered  with  all  costs  and  charges  by  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  from  and  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  res- 
pective lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  whereon  or  in  respect  of 
which  the  same  may  he  assessed  or  set  forth  in  the  said  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, or  from  or  against  either  or  any  of  them  the  said  parties  or  owners,  with- 
out joining  any  other  or  others  of  them  the  said  parties  or  owners  therein,  by 
action  of  debt  or  assumpsit,  in  which  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  generally  for 
so  much  money  due  by  virtue  of  this  Act  to  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty,  and  every  matter  may  be  given  in  evidence  under  such  general  de- 
claration : Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  any  agreement  be- 
tween landlord  and  tenant  or  any  other  contracting  parties  respecting  the  pay- 
ment of  any  such  assessment  or  charges,  but  they  shall  be  answerable  to  each 
other  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  provisions  in  this  Act  contained  concerning 
the  same  had  never  been  made  : And  if  any  money  so  to  be  assessed,  be  paid  by, 
or  collected  or  recovered  from  any  person  or  persons,  when  by  agreement  or  by 
law  the  same  ought  to  have  been  borne  and  paid  by  some  other  person  or  persons, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons  paying  the  same  or  from  whom  the 
same  shall  be  recovered,  by  distress,  suit  or  otherwise,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the 
money  so  paid  by  or  recovered  from  him  or  them,  with  interest  and  costs,  as  so 
much  money  paid  for  the  use  of  the  person  or  persons  who  ought  to  have  paid 
the  same,  and  the  said  report  of  the  Commissioners  with  proof  of  payment,  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  in  the  suit. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  competent  and  lawful  for  any  three 
of  such  said  Commissioners,  so  to  be  appointed,  to  proceed  to  and  execute  and 
perform  the  trusts  and  duties  of  their  said  appointment,  and  their  acts  shall  be  as 
valid  and  effectual  as  the  acts  of  all  the  said  Commissioners  so  to  be  appointed 
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for  such  said  purpose  if  they  had  acted  therein  would  have  been,  and  further  that  in 
all  cases  the  acts,  decisions  and  proceedings  of  the  major  part  of  such  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  as  shall  be  acting  in  the  pre- 
mises, shall  always  be  as  binding,  valid  and  effectual  as  if  the  said  Commissioners 
named  and  appointed  for  such  purpose,  had  all  concurred  and  joined  therein. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  or  owners,  lessees,  parties  and  per- 
sons interested  in  the  water  lots  lying  to  the  westward  of  Nelscn  and  Smyth 
Streets,  between  the  south  line  of  Union  Street  and  the  north  line  of  lots  leased 
by  the  Corporation,  fronting  on  the  North  Market  Wharf,  shall  be  permitted  by 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  to  extend  their 
wharves  and  erections  into  the  harbour,  then,  and  in  such  case  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  such  extension  into  consideration  in  their  as- 
sessment for  loss  and  damages  arising  from  the  opening  and  extending  of  Smyth 
Street  to  the  North  Market  Wharf  as  aforesaid. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  who  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  shall 
each  be  entitled  to  receive  such  sum  for  each  day  they  shall  respectively  be  ac- 
tually employed  in  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  as  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Commonalty  in  Common  Council  shall  name,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  and  included  in  the  before  mentioned  sums  of 
money,  and  considered  as  part  of  the  disbursement  and  expenses  incurred  by  vir- 
tue of  this  Act,  besides  all  reasonable  expenses  for  maps,  surveys  and  plans, 
clerk  hire  and  other  necessary  expenses  and  disbursements. 


CAP.  III. 

An  Act  to  authorise  the  issue  of  Treasury  Debentures  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  being 
loaned  for  the  re-building  a part  of  the  District  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  burnt  in  the  month 
of  August  in  this  present  year. 

Passed  20 th  September  1839. 

4 ^OPCTHEREAS  owing  to  the  extent  of  a late  disastrous  conflagration  in  the 
v W ‘ City  of  Saint  John,  and  other  causes  arising  therefrom,  the  expense 
‘ of  building  Fire  Proof  Buildings  within  the  District  thereby  destroyed  is  greater 
‘ than  several  of  the  owners  of  the  land  can  afford,  while  the  value  of  the  situa- 
‘ tion  is  such  as  to  insure  the  re-payment  of  money  advanced  thereupon  : And 
‘ whereas  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  encourage  the  erection  of  such  buildings 
‘ thereon 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  a sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
pounds,  to  be  raised  as  hereinafter  mentioned  and  loaned  on  good  securities  to 
such  of  the  owners  in  fee  or  lessees  in  perpetuity  of  the  several  lots  of  land  si- 
tuate within  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  night 
of  the  seventeenth  of  August  in  the  present  year,  who  may  require  a loan  and 
make  application  for  any  part  thereof,  under  the  regulations  and  according  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  enacted. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council,  to  appoint  five  Commissioners  to 
whom  all  applications  for  loans  under  this  Act  shall  be  made  ; that  every  such 

c application 
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application  shall  be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  party  making  the  same 
affixed  thereto,  and  shall  contain  a description  of  the  property,  its  situation  and 
extent,  what  incumbrances  (if  any)  are  upon  the  same,  and  what  species  of  build- 
ing the  applicant  or  applicants  intends  or  intend  erecting  thereupon  ; that  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commissioners  to  examine  the  same  minutely,  to  search 
the  Records  of  the  said  City  and  County,  and  to  deliver  to  the  party  making  such 
application  a statement  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  three  of  the  Commissioners, 
setting  forth  the  value  of  the  said  property,  its  incumbrances  (if  any)  and  what 
sum  it  would  be  safe  to  advance  upon  the  security  thereof. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Commission- 
ers at  the  time  of  giving  such  statement,  to  require  from  the  said  applicant  or 
applicants  security  for  the  re-payment  of  the  sum  mentioned  in  such  statement 
by  Bond,  and  also  a further  Bond  from  the  said  applicant  or  applicants,  with 
one  good  and  sufficient  surety  in  the  penal  sum  of  twice  the  amount  applied  for, 
(as  the  case  may  be,)  that  such  applicant  or  applicants,  his  or  their  assigns  shall 
erect  and  build  upon  the  said  ground  a Fire  Proof  Building  or  Buildings  of  Brick, 
Stone  or  other  non-combustible  materials. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  applicant 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds:  Provided  that  no  such  loan  shall  be 
for  a sum  greater  than  two  thirds  of  the  estimated  value  of  the  land  upon  which 
the  said  loan  is  made. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Executive  Council  upon  receiving  such  application,  with  the  statement 
of  the  said  Commissioners  attached  thereto,  and  a certificate  signed  by  the  said 
Commissioners  or  any  three  of  them,  that  security  for  re-payment  of  the  sum 
mentioned  in  such  statement  has  been  given  by  Bond,  duly  executed,  and  also 
that  a Bond  with  a surety  for  building  as  hereinbefore  provided  has  been  duly 
executed,  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province  to  pay  to  the  said 
applicant  or  applicants  the  sum  mentioned  in  such  statement  out  of  the  monies 
raised  in  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Bonds  and  all  other  securities  so  to 
be  taken  by  the  said  Commissioners  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  taken  to  Her  Majesty, 
Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  loaned,  conditioned 
for  the  payment  of  the  said  sum,  with  interest  payable  annually  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Province  or  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  at  his  office,  in  Saint  John  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province  or  the  Treasurer  for  the 
time  being,  to  receive  the  said  Bonds  or  other  securities  and  keep  the  same  safely 
and  securely,  and  that  a certificate  of  such  Bonds,  stating  the  amount  thereof,  the 
parties  and  names  shall  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  for 
the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of 
examining  the  property,  its  situation  and  extent,  and  the  incumbrances  (if  any) 
affecting  the  same,  and  also  the  costs  and  charges  of  searching  the  Records,  and 
making  and  delivering  the  statement  by  the  Commissioners  as  directed  in  and 
by  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  and  all  other  costs,  charges  and  expenses 
attending  the  loan,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  parties  applicants  respectively,  and 
the  said  Commissioners  shall  not  be  required  to  act  in  the  premises  until  such 
expenses,  costs  and  charges  shall  be  paid  or  secured  to  their  satisfaction. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Treasurer 
or  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  annually  to  collect  the  interest  due  upon  the 

said 
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said  Bonds,  and  to  account  for  the  same  as  for  other  public  monies  coming  into 
his  hand. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  six  years 
from  the  date  of  the  said  Bonds,  to  direct  the  said  Treasurer  or  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Province  for  the  time  being,  to  call  in  and  enforce  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  due  upon  the  said  Bonds,  twelve  months  notice  of  such  requi- 
sition having  been  first  given  in  writing  by  the  said  Treasurer  or  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Province  for  the  time  being  to  the  respective  obligors. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  order  to  raise  the  money  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province  for  the  time 
being,  to  prepare,  make  and  issue,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  made  and  issued, 
Treasury  Debentures,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  twenty  thousand  pounds  cur- 
rencv,  in  the  manner  and  form  hereinafter  mentioned,  payable  at  the  expiration 
of  eight  years  after  the  date  of  the  same,  with  interest,  payable  annually,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  that  the  said  Debentures  shall 
be  numbered  according  to  their  classes  in  numerical  progression,  beginning  with 
each  class  with  number  one. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Treasury  Debentures  so  to  be 
issued  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  shall  be  issued  as  follows,  to  wit : — 

Class  A.  One  hundred  Debentures  of  one  hundred  pounds  each  ; 

Class  B.  Twenty  Debentures  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  each  ; 

Class  C.  Ten  Debentures  of  five  hundred  pounds  each. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Debentures  shall  be  issued  when 
and  so  often  as  the  sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
poses before  mentioned,  by  the  said  Treasurer,  upon  giving  thirty  days  notice  in 
the  Royal  Gazette,  and  some  of  the  public  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of 
Saint  John,  and  two  of  the  public  newspapers  published  at  Halifax,  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall  insert  in  the  said  Debentures 
the  day  of  the  month  from  which  interest  is  to  be  calculated. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  monies  to  be  received  for  the 
said  Debentures,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  and  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  Warrants  on  the  Treasury  for  the  monies  granted  for 
loans  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Treasury  Debentures,  issued  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  and  all  interest  accruing  or  becoming  due  thereon,  or  which 
shall  become  payable  in  respect  of  the  said  sum  of  twenty  thousand  pounds  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  made  chargeable  upon  the  Treasury  of  this  Province,  and 
repaid  out  of  any  monies  which  may  be  in  the  same  or  which  shall  come  into  the 
same  after  the  said  Debentures  or  any  interest  thereon  shall  respectively  become 
due  and  payable. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  interest  upon  the  said  Treasury  De- 
bentures shall  be  paid  annually  by  the  said  Treasurer  out  of  any  monies  in  the 
Treasury,  upon  the  production  of  the  said  Debentures  at  the  Treasurer’s  Office, 
and  the  interest  thereon  paid  being  indorsed  thereupon,  and  a receipt  of  the 
same  referring  to  the  said  Debenture  left  with  the  Treasurer  as  a voucher  for 
the  payment  of  the  same. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Province  Treasurer  for  the 
time  being,  shall  after  the  said  Debentures  have  been  issued  and  amount  paid 
into  the  Treasury  for  the  same,  make  a return  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 

Commander 
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Commander  in  Chief,  of  the  amount  of  Debentures  issued  in  pursuance  of  this 
Act,  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  next  Session. 

Debentures pajd^  XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Treasury  Debentures,  which  from

tion, or  by  Land,  from  any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  or  from  any  port  or  place, 
or  which  may  be  saved  from  any  wrecked  or  stranded  Ship  or  Vessel.

4 'WMTHEREAS  it  is  found  necessary  that  there  should  be  a Law  to  regulate 
w w 4 the  assize  of  Bread  in  the  Towns  of  Saint  Andrews  and  Saint  Stephen, 
‘ in  the  County  of  Charlotte 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  all  the  Laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the  regulation  of  the  assize  of 
Bread  in  the  Town  of  Saint  Andrews,  in  the  County  of  Charlotte,  so  far  as 
the  same  relate  to  the  said  Town  of  Saint  Andrews,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Char- 
lotte, be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  assize  of 
Bread  and  the  sale  thereof,  for  the  said  Towns  of  Saint  Andrews  and  Saint  Ste- 
phen respectively  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  any  General  or  at  any 
Special  Sessions  to  be  holden  for  that  purpose,  shall  deem  just  and  expedient,  and 
to  enforce  such  Rules  and  Regulations  under  such  Fines  as  they  or  the  major 
part  of  them  shall  think  fit:  Provided  always,  That  no  fine  for  any  offence  shall 
exceed  the  sum  of  forty  shillings. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  for  the  said  Towns 
of  Saint  Andrews  and  Saint  Stephen  respectively,  is  hereby  authorized  and  em-

offered  for  sale  ; and  in  case  he  shall  find  any  Bread  to  be  of  less  weight  than  the 
regulated  assize  to  be  established  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty  and  he  is  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  to  seize  all  Bread  he  shall  so  find  deficient  in  weight,  and 
to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  or  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Poor  House,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  to  any  one  of  them,  for  the  Parish  in  which 
such  bread  shall  be  seized  for  the  use  of  the  Poor  of  such  Parish  ; and  such  Clerks 
of  the  Market  shall  respectively  have  like  power  to  seize  and  dispose  of  as  above 
directed  any  Bread  that  may  be  found  deficient  in  weight  in  any  cart,  sled,  or 
other  vehicle  in  which  the  same  may  be  carried  about  for  delivery  or  sale.

other  provisions  respecting  the  same,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed ; and 
in  lieu  thereof,  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  at  their  General 
Sessions  respectively,  shall  and  they  are  hereby  required,  twice  in  each  and  every 
year,  to  certify  in  one  general  Schedule  all  such  certificates  of  the  Trustees  of 
Schools  as  shall  or  may  be  laid  before  them  at  their  General  Sessions,  under  and

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  persons  tried  for 
Felonies  shall  be  admitted,  after  the  close  of  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  to  make 
full  answer  and  defence  thereto  by  Counsel  learned  in  the  Law,  or  by  Attorney, 
in  Courts  where  Attornies  practice  as  Counsel. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  of  summary  conviction,  persons 
accused  shall  be  admitted  to  make  their  full  answer  and  defence,  and  to  have  all 
witnesses  examined  and  cross  examined  by  Counsel  or  Attorney. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  who,  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  held  to  bail  or  committed  to  prison  for  any  offence  against  the  Law,

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  William  Savage,  Zebedee  Cook,  Junior,  Thomas  Dexter, 
Joshua  C.  Bates,  Joseph  Willard,  Thomas  Darling,  Joshua  Tucker,  Elijah  Thayer, 
David  A.  Simmons,  Josiali  Reid,  Thomas  J.  Whittimore,  Jonas  L.  Sibley  and 
De  Vere  Burr,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  erected  into  a Company  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the  preamble  of 
this  Act,  and  declared  to  be  a body  Politic  and  Corporate  by  the  name  of  The 
Saint  Georye  Lime  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  all  the  general  powers 
and  privileges  made  incident  to  a Corporation  by  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Corporation,  shall  be 
called  by  De  Vere  Burr,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  neglect  or  refusal,  by  any  two  of 
the  said  Company,  by  giving  fourteen  days  notice  previous  to  such  meeting,  which 
shall  be  holden  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice.  - 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  shall 
consist  of  the  sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  pounds,  to  be  paid  in  such  money  as 
shall  at  the  time  of  the  several  payments  herein  after  expressed  be  a legal  tender 
in  this  Province  ; fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  to  be  paid  in  before 
the  said  Corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  purchase  any  property  real  or  personal,  or 
incur  any  debts,  and  the  remainder  of  the  said  Stock  to  be  paid  at  such  time  and 
times,  and  in  such  parts  or  portions  as  the  Directors  for  the  time  being  shall  from 
time  to  time  think  necessary,  the  whole  amount  of  such  Capital  Stock  to  be  divided 
into  one  thousand  shares  of  twenty  five  pounds  each.

amendment  of  the  Act  relating  to  Highways,”  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  con- 
tinued and  declared  to  be  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  two. 


CAP.  XLVI. 

An  Act  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  Section  of  an  Act,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  amend 
the  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Province,”  to  Woodstock  in  the 
County  of  Carleton. 

Passed  25th  March  1840. 

4 ’WWTHEREAS  it  is  desirable  that  the  Deputy  Treasurer  at  Woodstock, 
W W ‘ should  under  particular  circumstances  have  power  to  appoint  a 
‘ Deputy 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  the  provisions  contained  in  the  fourth  Section  of  an  Act  made 
and  passed  in  seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William  the 
Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the 
Revenue  of  the  Province,”  be  extended,  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
Deputy  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  at  Woodstock. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  and  during 
the  continuance  of  the  above  recited  Act.

An  Act  to  repeal  all  the  Acts  regulating  Tavern  Keepers  and  Retailers,  and  to  make  other 

provisions  in  lieu  thereof. 

Passed  25th  March  1840. 

DP  E it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
ble bly,  That  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “An  Act  to  regulate  Tavern 
Keepers  and  Retailers,”  and  also  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  “ An  Act  in  addition  to 
and  in  amendment  of  an  Act,  intituled,  ‘ An  Act  to  regulate  Tavern  Keepers  and 
Retailers,’  ” and  also  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  Reign  of 
Her  said  Majesty,  intituled  “An  Act  in  further  amendment  of  the  Law  relating 
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to  Tavern  Keepers  and  Retailers,”  and  also  another  Act  made  and  passed  in  the 
second  year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  said  Majesty,  intituled  “ An  Act  in  addition  to 
an  Act,  intituled  ‘ An  Act  to  prevent  Desertion  from  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  and 
to  punish  unlawful  dealings  with  Soldiers  or  Deserters,’  ” he  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed;  Provided  always,  .That  all  licences  granted  under  the  authority 
of  the  said  first  mentioned  Act  shall  continue  and  remain  in  the  like  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  said  Act  had  not  been  repealed,  and  that  all  rules  and  regulations 
made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  Acts  or  either  of  them,  shall  continue  and 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  said  licences  shall  have  expired  : and  pro- 
vided also,  that  no  Inn  Keeper,  Tavern  Keeper  or  Retailer,  who  since  the  passing 
of  the  first  mentioned  Act,  hath  sold  upon  trust  or  credit  any  wine,  brandy,  rum, 
strong  beer,  ale,  or  any  other  strong  or  spirituous  liquors,  to  any  person  whom- 
soever, to  the  amount  of  any  sum  exceeding  five  shillings,  shall  have  any  remedy 
against  the  said  person,  his  executors  or  administrators,  either  in  law  or  equity, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  the  repeal  of  the  first  mentioned  Act  notwith- 
standing. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  no 
person  whosoever  shall  directly  or  indirectly  barter  or  sell  any  wine,  spirits, 
strong  beer,  orother  distilled  or  fermented  liquors  under  the  quantity  of  five  gallons 
without  licence  for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  for  the  several  Counties  in  this  Province,  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  grant  Retail  or  Tavern  Licences  to  such  and  so  many  persons  of  good 
name,  fame  and  character,  as  they  in  their  discretion  shall  think  fit,  to  keep  a 
Tavern,  or  to  sell  wine,  spirits,  strong  beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors 
by  retail,  within  their  respective  Counties,  demanding  and  receiving  for  every 
such  licence  a sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  nor  less  than  three  pounds ; which 
sum  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  granted,  together  with  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence 
as  a fee  to  the  said  Clerk  for  his  trouble  in  issuing  such  licence  : Provided  always, 
That  no  Tavern  or  Retail  Licence  shall  continue  or  be  in  force  for  a longer 
period  than  one  year  : Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  Section  contained 
shall  extend  to  prevent  any  such  Court  in  their  discretion  from  granting  Tavern 
Licences  for  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  to  any  person  residing  in  remote  situa- 
tions, when  the  same  shall  appear  to  such  Court  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  of  travellers. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  of  the  several 
Counties  in  this  Province,  within  one  week  after  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  Gene- 
ral Sessions  of  the  Peace  during  which  any  Retail  or  Tavern  Licences  may  have 
been  granted,  shall  pay  over  to  the  respective  County  Treasurers  all  such  monies 
as  had  been  received  by  such  Clerks  respectively,  for  Retail  and  Tavern  Licences, 
in  their  several  and  respective  Counties,  towards  defraying  such  necessary  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  County  as  such  Court  of  Sessions  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct  and  order. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Licence  to  keep  a Tavern  or  Inn  shall 
be  granted  to  any  person  or  persons  unless  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  of  orderly, 
decent  and  sober  habits,  and  possessing  the  means  of  comfortably  entertaining- 
travellers  ; and  no  person  or  persons  licenced  to  retail  wine,  spirits,  strong  beer 
or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  sell 
any  such  liquor  in  any  quantity  less  than  one  pint,  nor  shall  such  Retailer  allow 
or  permit  any  such  liquor  so  sold  to  be  drank  on  the  premises  of  such  Retailer. 
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VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
in  and  for  the  several  Counties  in  this  Province,  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time 
and  at  all  times  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  make  and  ordain  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient  and  necessary  to  be  observed  by 
Tavern  Keepers  and  Retailers  in  their  respective  Counties,  under  such  penalty  or 
penalties  as  the  said  Courts  respectively  may  deem  meet ; such  penalty  to  be  in 
no  case  less  than  ten  shillings  nor  more  than  five  pounds,  for  each  and  every 
breach  of  such  rules  and  regulations,  to  be  recovered  before  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County  in  which  the  offence  may  be  committed,  and  levied  and  applied  as  is  di- 
rected by  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second  Sections  of  this  Act. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Retail  or  Tavern  Licence  shall  be 
directly  or  indirectly  granted  in  any  County  of  this  Province,  unless  at  the  Court 
of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  the  same  ; and  every  person  on  obtaining  a 
Licence  shall  enter  into  recognizance  to  Her  Majesty  in  the  sum  of  forty  pounds, 
with  two  sureties,  to  obey  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  Court  of  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  shall  from  time  to  time  make  and  ordain  to  be  observed  by 
Tavern  Keepers  and  Retailers  respectively  in  such  County. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  and  so  often  as  it  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  said  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  respectively, 
or  of  any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  any  County  in  this  Pro- 
vince, by  complaint  or  otherwise,  that  any  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Re- 
tailer within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Court  or  of  the  said  Justices  hath  been 
guilty  of  a breach  of  any  rule  or  regulation  made  and  ordained  under  and  by  vir- 
tue of  this  Act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Courts  of  General  Sessions 
of  the  Peace,  or  the  said  two  Justices,  to  cause  the  offending  party  to  he  brought 
before  them  at  such  time  as  they  in  their  discretion  shall  respectively  appoint; 
and  the  said  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  the  said  two  Justices, 
shall  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  any  witness  or  witnesses  to  give  evidence 
on  any  proceeding  to  be  had  before  them  respectively  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons for  a breach  of  any  rule  or  regulation  made,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any 
penalty  or  penalties  imposed  under  the  authority  of  this  Act ; for  which  purpose 
the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  in  which  the  said  offence  shall  have  been 
committed,  and  in  which  such  proceeding  is  had,  shall  have  full  power  and  autho- 
rity to  issue  Subpoenas,  and  the  Subpcen?^  issuing  out  of  the  General  Sessions  of 
the  Peace  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Court  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  person  having  been  legally 
served  with  such  Subpoena,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  to  testify  and  give 
evidence  according  to  the  exigency  of  the  same,  he  or  she  shall  he  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  two  pounds  for  each  and  every  default,  to  he  imposed  by 
the  said  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  the  said  two  Justices,  as  the 
case  may  be,  unless  it  shall  be  maxle  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Court, 
or  of  the  said  Justices,  that  the  party  subpoenaed  had  good  and  sufficient  excuse 
for  non-attendance,  which  penalty  shall  be  levied,  collected  and  applied  as  is 
directed  in  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second  Sections  of  this  Act. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
sell  or  barter  any  wine,  spirits,  strong  beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors 
whatsoever,  in  any  quantity  under  five  gallons  without  licence  for  that  purpose 
first  had  and  obtained,  or  if  a licenced  Retailer  shall  sell  any  such  liquor  in  any 
quantity  less  than  one  pint,  or  shall  allow  any  such  liquor  to  he  drank  on  the 
premises  of  such  Retailer,  every  person  so  offending  shall  for  each  and  every 
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offence  forfeit  and  pay  a sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  nor  less  than  forty  shillings,  Penalty, 
to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  prosecution  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Recovery. 
Peace  for  the  County  in  which  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  or  before  any  one 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  same  County,  on  the  oath  of  one  or 
more  credible  witness  or  witnesses,  and  levied,  collected  and  applied  as  directed 
by  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second  Sections  of  this  Act. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Licence  granted  by  virtue  of  this  AdTJa^ern‘ito!?(;kePt 
shall  entitle  any  person  to  keep  a i avern  or  Inn,  or  to  sell  any  wine,  spirits,  strong  wiWe  first  kept  or 
beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors  by  retail,  in  any  house  or  place  other  s° 

than  that  for  which  his  or  her  Licence  had  been  first  granted  ; but  in  case  of  the  pcen«»V 
death  or  removal  of  any  person  licenced  as  aforesaid  berore  the  expiration  of  the  a licence  may  be 
same,  it -shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  death  or  removal. 
County  at  any  General  or  Special  Sessions  (if  they  see  fit,)  to  grant  to 
the  person  succeeding  to  such  Tavern  or  Retail  premises,  a Licence  to  continue 
and  keep  on  the  same  during  the  residue  of  the  term  of  the  said  Licence,  provided 
that  the  person  so  succeeding  shall  enter  into  the  like  recognizance,  as  if  he  or  she 
had  originally  obtained  such  Licence  under  the  authority  of  this  Act. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Inn  Keeper  or  Tavern  Keeper  who  Tavemkeepers 
shall  sell  upon  trust  or  credit  any  wine,  spirits,  strong  beer  or  other  distilled  or 
fermented  liquors,  mixed  or  unmixed,  to  any  person  whosoever  to  any  amount  tln"  1 
whatsoever  shall  have  any  remedy  against  the  said  person,  his  Executors  or  Ad- 
ministrators, either  in  Jaw  or  equity  for  the  recovery  of  the  same  ; and  in  case  any  Securities,  any 
bill,  bond,  note,  mortgages  or  other  securities  or  conveyances  whatsoever  shall  be  §Xr°ti<m' e0f0a' 
made  or  executed,  the  consideration  or  any  part  of  the  consideration  of  which 

shall  be  proved  to  be  for  liquors  sold  upon  trust  or  credit  by  any  Inn  Keeper  or  liquor  sold  upon 
Tavern  Keeper,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  fraudulent  and  void  ‘ ‘ ’ 
in  all  Courts  of  Justice  within  this  Province  ; and  in  case  any  pawn  or  pledge  Pawns  or  pledges 
shall  be  left  by  any  person  or  persons  with  any  Tavern  Keeper  or  Inn  Keeper  t0  be  restored- 
directly  or  indirectly  as  security  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  or  debt  contracted 
in  such  manner,  such  pawn  or  pledge  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unlawfully  taken  and 
converted  by  such  Tavern  Keeper  or  Inn  Keeper,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  in  which  such  pawn 
or  pledge  had  been  given  or  left,  on  complaint  and  proof  of  the  same,  to  order 
the  said  pawn  or  pledge  to  be  restored,  and  shall  further  convict  the  Inn  Keeper 
or  Tavern  Keeper  who  may  have  received  the  same,  in  a penalty  not  exceeding 
five  pounds,  to  be  levied,  collected  and  applied  as  is  directed  in  and  by  the  nine- 
teenth and  twenty  second  Sections  of  this  Act. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Tavern  Keeper  or  Inn  Keeper  shall  Permitting ap- 
permit  or  suffer  any  apprentice  to  any  profession  or  trade,  or  any  servant,  or  any  orpelSuXrts 
person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  to  sit  or  remain  drinking  in  his  or  her  sixteen >,earf to 
house  or  premises,  nor  shall  any  Tavern  Keeper  or  Inn  Keeper  sell  or  give  or  or  selling  liquor* 
suffer  to  be  given  or  sold  to  any  servantjor  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  an  order?'1 
years,  any  wine,  spirits,  stong  beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors  what- 
ever, without  the  order  or  consent  of  the  master  or  mistress,  parent  or  guardian 

of  such  servant  or  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  under  a penalty  not  ex-  penalty, 
ceeding  five  pounds,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  on  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible  Recover, 
witness  or  witnesses  before  any  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County  where  the  offence  had  been  committed,  and  levied,  collected  and  applied 
as  directed  in  and  by  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second  sections  of  this  Act. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Selling  liquor  ou 
Retailer,  shall  sell  any  wane,  spirits,  strong  beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  Sunday' 
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liquors,  mixed  or  unmixed,  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  under 
a penalty  of  a sum  not  exceeding  five  pounds  nor  less  than  forty  shillings  for  each 
and  every  offence,  to  he  recovered  upon  complaint  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
of  the  County  in  which  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  levied  and  applied 
as  directed  in  and  by  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second  sections  of  this  Act;  and 
if  any  person  shall  be  seen  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  leaving  the  premises  of  any  Tavern 
Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Retailer,  in  a state  of  intoxication,  such  Tavern  Keeper, 
Inn  Keeper  or  Retailer,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  prima  facie  liable  to  the 
penalty  in  this  section  mentioned,  and  shall  be  convicted  in  the  same,  unless  he 
or  she  shall  make  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Justice  that  no  wine,  spirits, 
strong  beer  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors,  were  on  that  day  sold  or  given 
to  such  intoxicated  person,  directly  or  indirectly  by  such  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn 
Keeper  or  Retailer,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  in  his  or  her  employ. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or 
Retailer  shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  any  wine,  spirits, 
strong  beer,  brandy,  rum,  gin,  whiskey  or  any  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors, 
knowing  the  same  to  have  been  illegally  imported  or  smuggled  into  this  Province, 
such  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Retailer,  on  conviction  thereof,  on  the  oath 
of  one  or  more  credible  witness  or  witnesses,  before  any  one  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  or  County  in  which  such  offence  may  be  com- 
mitted, shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds  with  costs  of  prosecution,  to 
be  recovered,  levied  and  applied  as  directed  by  the  nineteenth  and  twenty  second 
sections  of  this  Act,  and  the  Licence  granted  to  him  or  her  shall  be  revoked  and 
annulled,  and  he  or  she  shall  not  be  deemed  eligible  to  have  or  receive  a Tavern 
or  Retail  Licence  for  the  space  of  two  years  thence  next  ensuing. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper 
or  Retailer  shall-  directly  or  indirectly  persuade  or  seduce  or  attempt  to 
persuade  or  seduce  any  Soldier  to  desert  from  Her  Majesty’s  service,  or 
shall  assist  any  such  deserter  in  deserting  or  in  concealing  himself  from 
such  service,  nr  shall  buy,  exchange  or  detain,  or  otherwise  receive  any 
arms,  clothing,  caps,  or  other  furniture  or  accoutrements  belonging  to  the 
Queen,  or  any  articles  belonging  to  any  Soldier  or  deserter,  which  are  generally 
deemed  Regimental  necessaries  according  to  the  custom  of  the  Army,  or  shall 
exchange,  buy,  or  receive  from  any  Soldier  any  provisions,  unless  by  consent  of 
the  Officer  commanding  the  Regiment  or  Detachment  to  which  such  Soldier  may 
belong,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council  to  annul,  abrogate  and  declare  void,  the  licence 
of  such  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Retailer  ; and  immediately  on  receiving 
notice  of  such  annulment  or  abrogation,  the  said  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or 
Retailer,  shall  thenceforth  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  an  unlicenced  person  to  all 
intents,  purposes,  and  constructions,  and  shall  further  be  disqualified  from  having, 
holding,  or  obtaining  a Tavern  or  Retail  Licence  for  the  space  of  two  years  from 
the  time  of  such  annulment,  any  law  or  usage  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise 
notwithstanding. 

XVII.  Andbeitfurther  enacted,  That  any  Tavern  Keeper,  Inn  Keeper  or  Re- 
tailer who  shall  be  convicted  of  enticing,  seducing,  harbouring  or  concealing  any 
articled  Seaman  or  apprentice,  shall  not  only  forfeit  his  or  her  licence,  but  shall 
be  disqualified  from  holding  a Retail  or  Tavern  Licence  for  the  space  of  one  year 
from  the  time  of  such  conviction. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several 
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Clerks  of  the  Peace,  in  their  respective  Counties,  and  they  are  hereby  required, 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  end  of  every  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  at  which 
Tavern  or  Retail  Licences  may  have  been  granted,  to  transmit  to  the  Town  Clerks 
of  the  several  Parishes,  a nominal  list  of  the  persons  licenced  to  keep  an  Inn  or 
Tavern,  or  to  sell  wine,  spirits,  strong  beer,  or  other  distilled  or  fermented  liquors 
by  retail,  in  their  several  and  respective  Parishes,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
Town  Clerks  to  make  diligent  enquiry  in  their  respective  Parishes,  and  to  make 
Known  to  the  Clerk  of  th'e  Peace  or  to  the  nearest  Justice,  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons be  guilty,  or  suspected  to  be  guilty,  of  any  breach  of  or  offence  against  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  in  order  that  such  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  prosecuted 
as  this  Act  directs,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of 
the  Peace  of  the  several  Counties  in  this  Province,  at  their  respective  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace,  to  order  such  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Town 
Clerks  respectively,  from  the  funds  of  the  County,  as  remuneration  for  the  duty 
imposed  upon  themby  this  Section,  as  such  Justices  in  their  discretion  may  thinkfit. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  fines  or  penalties  imposed  by  virtue 
of  this  Act,  together  with  costs  of  prosecution,  shall  be  levied  by  warrant  of  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  directed  to  any  Constable  of  the 
County  within  which  the  offence  may  be  committed,  rendering  the  overplus  (if 
any)  after  deduting  the  costs  and  charges  of  such  distress  and  sale,  to  the  offender, 
and  if  no  goods  shall  be  found  whereon  to  levy,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
such  Constable,  to  commit  such  offender  to  the  common  Gaol  or  House  of  Cor- 
rection of  the  said  County,  there  to  remain  without  bail  or  mainprize,  the  period 
to  be  specified  in  such  warrant,  not  more  than  forty  days,  unless  such  penalty, 
costs  and  charges  shall  be  sooner  paid. 

XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  .That  whenever  the  Grand  Jury  serving  at  any 
of  the  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  in  any  of  the  Counties  of  this 
Province  shall  deem  it  necessary  that  any  person  or  persons  should  be  brought 
before  such  Grand  Jury  as  witness  or  witnesses,  to  disclose  and  make  known  and 
discover  any  offender  or  offenders  against  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall 
present  to  the  said  Court  of  General  Sessions  the  name  or  names  of  such  witness 
or  witnesses,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  Court  of  General  Sessions,  forth- 
with to  issue  their  Subpoena  or  Subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such 
witness  or  witnesses  ; and  the  person  or  persons  so  presented,  when  legally  served 
with  Subpoena,  on  appearing,  shall  and  may  be  sworn  in  open  Court  to  make  true 
answers  to  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  them  or  any  of  them  by  the  said 
Grand  Jury,  touching  or  in  any  way  concerning  any  offence  against  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  shall  immediately  attend  before  such  Grand  Jury  for  that  purpose  ; 
Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Section  contained,  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  com- 
any  witness  to  criminate  himself.

against  the  same  by  any  person  or  persons  not  licenced  as  aforesaid  ; and  upon 
such  presentment  it  shall  and  mav  be  lawful  for  the  Justices  of  such  Courts  to 
proceed  against  such  offenders  in  the  manner  herein  before  directed  to  one  Justice 
to  proceed  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalties  herein  before  imposed,  and  upon  con- 
victon  of  such  offender  before  the  Justices  of  such  Court,  such  penalty  and 
penalties,  as  also  all  other  penalties  in  and  by  this  Act  imposed,  shall  upon  the 
recovery  thereof  be  paid  to  the  respective  County  Treasurers,  to  be  applied  to  the 
same  uses  and  purposes,  and  under  the  same  orders  and  directions  as  the  sums  of 
money  paid  for  Licences  are  herein  before  directed  to  be  applied  and  subject  to.

the  Peace  in  General  Sessions,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Ordinance  of  Fees 
established  in  this  Province. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  summons,  convictions,  executions 
and  subpoenas  issued  and  made  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  offences  against 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  in  the  forms  in. the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  and 
when  the  proceedings  are  had  before  the  Justices  in  General  Sessions  the  same 
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forms  may  be  adopted,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  summons,  subpoenas  and  execu- 
tions being  under  the  seal  of  such  Court  and  signed  by  the  Clerk. 

XXV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force 
until  the  first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  five.

4 l|p|[7HEREAS  it  is  found  necessary  that  there  should  be  a law  to  regulate 
WW  1 the  Assize  of  Bread,  in  the  Parish  of  Woodstock,  in  the  County  of 
‘ Carieton 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Carleton,  be  and  thev 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  from  time  to  time  to  make,  such  rules  and 
regulations,  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Assize  of  Bread  and  the  sale 
thereof,  for  the  said  Parish  of  Woodstock,  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in 
any  General  Sessions  or  at  any  Special  Sessions  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  shall 
deem  just  and  expedient,  and  to  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations,  under  such 
fines  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  think  fit : Provided  always,  That  no 
fine  for  any  offence  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  forty  shillings. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  for  the  said  Parish 
of  Woodstock,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  whenever  he  shall  judge  it 
necessary,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  all  times  when  complaint  shall  be  made  to 
him,  to  enter  and  go  into  any  Bakehouse  within  the  Parish  for  which  he  shall  be 
so  appointed  (in  the  day  time)  where  bread  shall  be  manufactured  for  sale ; and 
in  case  he  shall  find  any  bread  to  be  of  less  weight  than  the  regulated  Assize  to  be 
established  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty,  and  he  is  hereby  enjoined  and  required, 
to  seize  all  bread  he  shall  so  find  deficient  in  weight,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  or  to  any  of  them  for  the  Parish  in  which  such  bread 
shall  be  seized,  for  the  use  of  the  Poor  of  such  Parish  ; and  such  Clerk  of  the 
Market  shall  have  like  power  to  seize  and  dispose  of  as  above  directed,  any  bread 
that  may  be  found  deficient  in  weight  in  any  Cart,  Sled  or  other  Vehicle  in  which 
the  same  may  be  carried  about  for  delivery  or  sale. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Clerk  of  the  Market  shall  forfeit 
for  any  neglect  of  duty  imposed  on  him  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  the  sum  often  shillings.

11 E it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
-I*  bly,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  several  Counties  in  this  Pro- 
vince shall  and  may,  and  they  are  hereby  required  at  their  first  General  Sessions 
to  be  holden  after  the  receipt  of  this  Act  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County 
as  hereinafter  provided,  or  at  any  Special  Sessions  to  be  for  that  purpose  expressly 
convened,  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  fit  person  or  persons  within  each  Town 
or  Parish  within  their  respective  Counties,  as  they  shall  think  expedient  to  take 
an  account  of  the  Population  thereof,  in  manner  hereinafter  directed  ; and  if  more 
than  one  person  shall  be  so  appointed  for  any  Town  or  Parish,  then  to  divide 
such  Town  or  Parish  into  convenient  districts,  assigning  to  each  person  so  ap- 
pointed to  take  such  account  in  his  particular  district ; which  persons  so  appointed 
to  take  such  account,  shall  be  liable  in  all  respects  to  the  same  rules  and  regula-

CAP.  LIII. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  Oysters  in  tlie  Harbours  of  tlxe  Counties  of  Westmorland 

and  Kent. 

Passed  25 th  March  1840. 

iE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  take  any 
Oysters  in  any  of  the  Bays  or  Harbours  in  the  Counties  of  Westmorland  and 
Kent,  for  the  purpose  of  being  put  on  board  of  any  Vessel  for  exportation  out  of 
the  Province,  under  the  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for  each  and  every  offence. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  taking 
Oysters  with  Rakes,  or  otherwise,  shall  immediately  convey  and  return  all  shells, 
stones,  or  rubbish  they  may  rake  up  into  the  water  ; and  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  not  convey  and  return  into  the  water  such  shells,  stones  or  rubbish  within 
the  space  of  two  hours,  every  person  so  neglecting  shall  for  every  offence  incur 
the  penalty  of  twenty  shillings. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  aforesaid  penalties,  and  every  of  them, 
shall  and  may  be  sued  for  in  an  action  or  actions  of  debt,  in  a summary  way  before 
any  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  said  Counties  respectively 
where  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  and  when  recovered,  one  half  of  such  penalty 
shall  be  to  the  use  of  the  person  suing  and  prosecuting  for  the  same,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish  where  the  offence  may  be  committed, 
and  paid  over  accordingly.

-EdiS  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  British  Boat  or  Vessel  pro- 
pelled by  Steam  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Captain  or  Owner  to  depart  from  any 
Port  or  place  within  this  Province,  to  any  other  Port  or  place  either  within  or 
without  the  Province  by  sea  with  Passengers  on  board,  without  having  on  board 
in  some  convenient  place  not  less  than  twenty  four  fire  Buckets,  and  also  the  fol- 
lowing number  of  Life  Preservers,  that  is  to  say,  for  a Vessel  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  tons  burden,  fifty;  for  a Vessel  exceeding  one  hundred  and  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  tons,  seventy  five  ; and  for  a Vessel  exceeding  two  hundred  tons, 
one  hundred. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  such  Master  or  Owner  shall  permit  any  such

To  the  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Go-  Hoiiowandhiii 
vernor  to  expend  the  same,  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  to  procure  Timber  to  fill  cimr?h.eetuwn 
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up  the  hollow,  and  to  aid  the  Statute  Labour  in  removing  the  Hill  near  the  Church 
in  Gagetown  ; and  the  further  sum  of  ten  pounds  to  improve  a new  Road  leading 
from  Gagetown  by  way  of  Dennis  Corrigan’s  towards  the  Nerepis  Road,  the 
amount  of  thirty  pounds  having  been  omitted  in  the  Act  of  the  last  Session,  ap- 
propriating the  Bye  Road  money  for  Queen’s  County. 

To  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Casual  and 
Territorial  Revenues,  under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  further  sum  of  five 
hundred  pounds,  in  full  for  their  services  and  all  expenses  incurred  under  the 
said  Commission. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  a sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  to  enable  His  Excellency  to  employ 
a competent  person  for  the  present  year  to  continue  the  Geological  Survey  and 
Exploration  of  the  Province  ; and  further  resolved  that  no  further  grant  be  made 
for  this  purpose.

To  the  Widow  of  Thomas  Burdon,  late  a Lieutenant  in  the  Corps  of  Loyal  As- 
sociated Refugees,  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  towards  assisting  her  in  her  present 
distressed  circumstances. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  twenty  pounds  for  laying  out  and  improving  a Road  from  the  Forks  of  the  Road 
leading  to  Ocknabog  and  John  Gaunce’s  to  M'Allister’s,  on  the  Road  leading 
from  Gagetown  to  Nerepis. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  seventy  five  pounds,  in  aid  of  individual  subscription,  towards  the  completion 
of  a Public  Wharf  and  Ferry  Landing  in  Frederiction,  at  Nixon’s  Ferry,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  Great  Road  to  Miramichi. 

To  Henry  Chubb,  of  Saint  John,  the  sum  of  seventy  five  pounds  twelve  shil- 
lings and  six  pence,  being  amount  of  his  account  for  printing  Doctor  Gesner’s 
first  and  second  Reports  of  the  Geology  of  New  Brunswick. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  thirty  pounds  for  the  encouragement  of  William  Clark,  a new  Settler  on  the 
line  of  Road  from  Eel  River  to  the  head  of  Oak  Bay  ; the  same  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  Clark  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  duly  certified  to  His  Excellency  that  he  is  resi- 
ding on  the  said  line  of  Road,  and  has  a comfortable  House  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  Travellers.

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  six  pounds  five  shillings  and  seven  pence,  being  the 
amount  of  duties  on  sundry  contraband  Goods,  recently  seized  and  sold  by  the 
Customs  at  Saint  John  ; the  same  to  be  applied  towards  rewarding  the  parties 
concerned  in  making  the  said  seizures. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  a sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  thirteen  pounds,  the  same  to  be  distributed  among 
the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Privates  of  four  Militia  Companies  on  per- 
manent duty  in  Carleton  County  last  winter,  under  command  of  .Captains  Cun- 
liffe,  Ketchum,  M'Lauchlan  and  Giberson,  in  lieu  of  coats  as  allowed  to  other  Mili- 
tiamen on  permanent  duty  in  other  parts  of  the  Province  at  the  same  time. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Light  Houses,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
five  pounds  eighteen  shillings  and  seven  pence,  to  enable  them  to  pay  the  Super- 
intendent of  Light  Houses  the  balance  of  salary  recommended  by  said  Commis- 
sioners, the  same  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Light  House  Fund.

To  His  Excellencv  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  seventy  pounds  to  enable  His  Excellency  to  purchase  four  hundred  sets  of 
Accoutrements,  in  the  store  of  the  thirty  sixth  Regiment,  for  the  use  of  the  Militia 
of  this  Province.

An  Act  to  provide  for  opening  and  repairing  Roads  and  erecting  Bridges  throughout  the  Province. 

Passed  31  st  March  1840. 

j 'ME  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

Jljp  bly,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Province 
to  such  persons  as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  sums  already  granted, 
the  following  sums  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  : 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  improvement  of  the  Road  leading 
from  Saint  John  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Line,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows  : — 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  one  pounds  for  that  part  of  the  Road 
leading  from  Saint  John  to  Haywyard’s  Mills  ; 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  pounds  for  completing  the  Bridge  at  Hampton  Ferry  ; 

Fourteen  pounds  to  be  paid  to  Thomas  Dunfield,  for  building  a Bridge  at  Sal- 
mon River,  Sussex,  during  the  Supervisorship  of  the  late  G.  H.  Hazen,  Esquire  ; 

One  hundred  pounds  from  the  head  of  the  Marsh,  near  Ellison’s,  to  Hammond 
River,  near  Beattey’s ; 

One  thousand  pounds  for  that  part  of  the  Great  Road  leading  from  Hayward’s 
Mills  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Line,  such  part  of  this  sum  to  be  expended  on  the  Tan- 
tamar  Marsh  (the  old  road)  as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  improvement  of  the  Great  Road  from 
Saint  John  to  Saint  Andrews. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  towards  the  Piers  and  Landing  Places  on 
the  eastern  and  western  sides  of  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  in  order  to  form  a 
connection  with  the  several  Great  Roads  by  the  establishment  of  Steam  Ferry 
Boats  for  the  safe  and  speedy  conveyance  of  Her  Majesty’s  Mails  and  Passengers 
across  the  said  Harbour.  To

To  His  Excellencv  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  towards  erecting  a Bridge  over  French  Fort 
Cove,  near  the  Town  of  Newcastle,  in  Northumberland. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  poundsfor  the  Great  Road  leading  from  Bathurst 
to  Campbelltown  ; five  hundred  pounds  of  which  to  be  expended  in  the  County 
of  Gloucester. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  pounds  to  improve  that  part  of  the  new  line  of  Road  on  the  west 
side  of  the  River  Saint  John  "between  Fredericton  and  Woodstpck  lying  above 
Burgoyne’s.

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Ch  ef,  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  the  Road  from  Woodstock,  throi  glithe  Wil- 
liamstown  Settlement,  to  the  River  De  Chute.

Sixty  pounds  for  the  road  from  Fredericton  to  the  New  Maryland  Settlement. 

Fifteen  pounds  to  erect  a Bridge  on  the  New  Maryland  Road  near  Watts’. 

One  hundred  pounds  to  improve  the  road  from  the  Rushagonis  Stream  to  the 
Saint  Andrews  Road  ; a sum  not  exceeding  eight  pounds  of  which  to  be  expen- 
ded in  exploring  that  part  of  the  road  which  is  unexplored.

Ten  pounds  to  improve  the  road  from  the  Little  Settlement  to  the  Hanwell. 

Fifteen  pounds  to  improve  the  road  leading  from  the  Settlement  in  the  rear  of 
M'Leod’s  Hill  to  the  Nashwaaksis,  by  the  Royal  Road. 
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Twenty  pounds  to  open  a road  from  the  Bridge  on  the  Nashwaak  River  to- 
wards Stanley. 

Fifteen  pounds  to  improve  the  road  from  Hughes’  by  the  Taxes  River. 

Five  pounds  to  improve  the  road  from  the  Tay  Creek  to  Campbell’s.

Landing  at  the  Phoenix  Square  in  Fredericton. 

One  hundred  and  twelve  pounds  ten  shillings  to  remunerate  Jacob  M‘Kean,  in 
part,  for  the  erection  of  Bridges  on  the  road  leading  from  John  M'Gibbon’s  to 
Shepherd’s. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  several  and  respective  sums  of  Money 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  such  Supervisors 
and  Commissioners  as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  may  be  pleased  to  ap- 
point, and  shall  be  paid  to  the  several  and  respective  persons  who  shall  actually 
work  and  labor  in  making,  completing  and  repairing  the  said  several  Roads  and 
Bridges,  or  in  furnishing  materials  therefor  at  the  most  reasonable  rates  that  such 
labor  and  materials  can  be  provided;  and  every  Commissioner  so  to  be  appointed 
shall,  as  early  in  the  season  as  may  be,  carefully  examine  the  part  of  the  Road 
where  anv  sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  and  shall  lay  out  and  mark  off  such 
allotment  or  allotments  as  may  conveniently  be  contracted  for,  in  order  that  the 
making  or  repairing  of  the  same  may  be  let  by  auction  to  the  lowest  bidder  ; and 
in  all  such  cases  such  Commissioners  respectively  • are  hereby  required  to  put  a 
sufficient  number  of  notices  not  less  than  ten  days  previous  to  such  sale,  in  three 
or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  neighbourhood  where  the  work  is  to  be 
done,  which  notice  shall  specify  and  describe  the  work  so  to  be  performed,  and 
also  the  place,  day  and  hour  when  and  where  the  same  will  be  let  at  auction  as 
aforesaid  ; and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners  respectively  to 
attend  personally  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and  there  to  let  out  to  the 
lowest  bidder  such  allotment  or  allotments,  and  at  the  same  time  to  enter  into 
written  contracts  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work  in  time  and  manner  set 
forth  in  such  contracts  ; and  in  cases  where  the  work  required  to  be  performed 
cannot  be  conveniently  let  at  auction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners 
to  agree  with  fit  and  proper  persons  to  perform  the  same  by  days  labor,  provided 
that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one  quarter  part  of  any  grant  be  so  expended  ; and 
the  said  Commissioners  shall  severally  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  expenditure 
of  such  monies,  and  shall  produce  receipts  in  writing  from  the  several  and  respec- 
tive persons  to  whom  any  part  of  the  said  money  shall  be  paid,  as  vouchers  for 
such  payment,  and  render  an  account  thereof  upon  oath,  (which  oath  any  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  several  Counties  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer,) 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary’s  Office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December 
next  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  the  next  Session. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  before  mentioned  sums  of  money  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  out  of  the  monies  in  the  Treasury,  or  as  payments  may  be 
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made  at  the  same,  by  Warrant  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council,  for  which  Warrants  no  fee  or  deduction  shall 
be  demanded  or  taken  from  the  persons  in  whose  favour  they  may  issue. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  intrusted  with  the  expen- 
diture of  the  said  several  and  respective  sums  of  money,  shall  for  their  time  and 
trouble  be  allowed  to  retain  at  and  after  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  out  of  the  said 
sums  so  intrusted  to  them  respectively,  together  with  a reasonable  compensation 
for  actual  work  and  labour  performed  by  them  on  the  said  several  Roads  and 
Bridges. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  expend  the  several 
and  respective  sums  of  money  on  the  roads  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  ; 
Provided  always,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to 
extend  to  prevent  any  Commissioners  from  expending  money  after  the  first  day  of 
October,  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  expend  the  same  for  building  Bridges, 
removing  rocks,  stumps,  trees  or  other  obstructions. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  none  of  the  before  mentioned  sums  of  money  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  laid  out  or  expended  in  the  making  or  improving  any 
alteration  that  may  be  made  in  any  of  the  said  roads,  unless  such  alterations  shall 
have  been  first  duly  laid  out  and  recorded. 


CAP.  LXI. 

An  Act  in  amendment  of  the  Law  relating  to  Wills,  Legacies,  Executors  and  Administrators, 
and  for  the  settlement  and  distribution  of  the  Estates  of  Intestates. 

Passed  31s<  March  1840. 

I ^ enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  As- 

MJ&  semblv,  That  the  Surrogates  already  appointed  or  hereafter  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  in  the  several  and 
respective  Counties  in  this  Province,  shall  have  power  to  take  the  Probate  of 
Wills,  and  to  grant  Administration  on  the  Estates  of  deceased  persons  in  the 
manner  heretofore  accustomed,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  rules  and  directions 
hereinafter  prescribed,  and  shall  continue  in  office  and  be  in  all  respects  autho- 
rized to  act  as  such  Surrogates,  until  some  other  person  shall  be  appointed  in  his 
stead,  without  taking  out  any  new  Commission  on  the  change  of  the  person  admi- 
nistering the  Government  of  this  Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  this  Province  shall  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  of  all  matters  cognizable  by  the  said  Surrogates  for  the 
respective  Counties,  and  shall  also  have  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being,  shall  and  may  appoint  a Register  of  Probates  in  the  several 
and  respective  Counties  of  this  Province,  who  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and 
keeping  of  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Surrogate  Court  or  the  Probate 
Office  in  the  County  for  which  he  shall  be  appointed. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Surrogate  or  Register  shall  respectively  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  before  he  enters 
thereupon. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  shall  and  may  from 
time  to  time  make,  establish,  alter  and  amend  rules  and  forms  of  practice  and 
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proceedings,  as  well  for  that  Court  in  matters  made  cognizable  before  it  by  this 
Act,  as  for  the  said  Surrogate  Courts,  in  such  manner  as  the  Court  of  Chancery 
shall  see  fit,  provided  that  such  rules  and  forms  be  in  no  wise  repugnant  to  this 
Act. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Surrogate  shall  admit  to  Probate  any  Will,  or 
grant  Letters  Testamentary,  or  of  Administration,  in  any  case  or  upon  any  Es- 
tate where  he  shall  be  interested  as  next  of  kin  to  the  deceased,  or  as  Executor 
or  Legatee  under  such  Will. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  where  any  Surrogate  who  would  otherwise  be 
authorized  to  act,  shall  be  so  interested,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  shall  and  may  on  the  application  of  any  party  enti- 
tled to  such  Probate  or  Administration,  specially  appoint  some  other  person 
within  the  said  County  Surrogate  pro  hac  vice,  who  shall  be  vested,  as  regards 
such  Estate,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority  incidental  thereto. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  when 
any  sole  or  surviving  Executor  of  any  last  Will  and  Testament  may  die  testate, 
leaving  an  Executor  of  his  last  Will  and  Testament,  such  last  mentioned  Executor 
shall  not  ipso  facto  be  the  Executor  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  the  first 
Testator ; but  in  such  case,  Administration  cum  testamenlo  annexo  may  be  granted 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  first  Executor  had  died  intestate,  any  law  or  usage 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  aggrieved  by  any  order,  sentence, 
decree  or  denial  of  any  Surrogate,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  said  Court  of 
Chancery  ; Provided  that  the  appeal  be  filed  in  the  Registry  of  such  Surrogate 
Court  within  thirty  days  after  the  making  of  such  order,  sentence,  decree  or  denial ; 
and  that  the  party  appealing  do,  at  the  same  time  with  the  appeal,  file  in  the 
Registry  of  such  Surrogate  Court,  a Bond  to  the  said  Surrogate  with  two  sufficient 
sureties,  in  the  penal  sum  of  thirty  pounds,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  such 
costs  as  shall  be  awarded  against  him  by  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  upon  such 
appeal:  and  such  appeal  when  so  perfected,  by  the  filing  of  such  bond  therewith, 
shall  suspend  all  proceedings  upon  the  decision  appealed  from,  until  the  appeal 
be  determined. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  such  appeal  being  perfected,  and  upon  the 
Fees  allowed  by  Law  for  the  services  in  this  Section  required  being  paid,  such 
Surrogate  shall  immediately  transmit  to  such  Court  of  Chancery  a copy  of  such 
appeal,  and  of  all  papers,  documents  and  testimony  produced  before  him  in  rela- 
tion to  the  subject  of  such  appeal,  duly  certified  under  the  Seal  of  the  Surrogate 
Court,  with  a statement  of  the  decision  made  by  him,  and  the  reasons  of  such 
decision. 

XL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  on  due  proof  of  an 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  a Surrogate  having  been  perfected,  and  of  the  neglect 
or  unreasonable  delay  of  such  Surrogate  to  transmit  such  appeal,  with  the  copies 
as  above  directed,  and  the  said  fees  having  been  paid  or  tendered,  may  proceed 
to  enforce  such  return  by  attachment  as  for  a contempt  of  such  Court : and  the  said 
Court  of  Chancery  may  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the  time  herein  before 
limited  for  filing  and  perfecting  such  an  appeal  in  the  Surrogate  Court,  upon 
special  cause  shewn,  and  on  such  terms  as  it  may  appear  just  to  prescribe,  allow 
an  appeal,  in  which  case  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  if  the  appeal  had 
been  originally  entered  in  the  Surrogate  Court. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Court  of 
Chancery,  as  well  in  cases  of  appeal  as  in  any  other  proceeding  relating  to  the 
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Estates  of  deceased  persons,  before  such  Court,  to  award  costs  to  be  paid  personally 
by  the  parties  against  whom  such  costs  shall  be  awarded,  or  out  of  the  Estate 
which  may  be  the  subject  of  the  proceeding,  as  the  said  Court  may  direct ; and 
payment  of  such  costs  may  be  enforced  against  appellants  by  a suit  upon  the 
Bond  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  given  for  that  purpose,  and  against  other  parties 
bv  process  of  Attachment : Provided  that  no  attachment  shall  issue  until  proof  be 
made  by  affidavit  of  a personal  demand  of  such  costs,  and  of  a refusal  or  neglect 
to  pay  the  same,  and  that  no  suit  on  such  Bond  shall  in  any  case  be  commenced 
without  the  order  of  the  said  Court  of  Chancery. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  upon  the  hearing  of  any  matter  relating  to 
the  Estate  of  a deceased  person  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  whether  upon  appeal 
or  upon  application  to  sell  real  estate  for  the  payment  of  debts  as  hereinafter 
directed,  or  otherwise,  any  question  of  fact  shall  arise,  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  said  Court,  cannot  be  satisfactorily  determined  without  a trial  by  Jury,  such 
Court  shall  have  authority  to  order  a feigned  issue  to  be  made  up  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  making  up  such  issue,  so  as  to  present  the 
question  in  dispute,  and  to  direct  the  County  in  which  the  same  shall  be  tried  ; 
and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  power  to  grant  new  trials  of  such  issues,  as  in 
personal  actions  pending  in  that  Court,  and  the  final  determination  of  such  issue 
shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  facts  therein  controverted  in  the  proceedings  before 
the  Court  of  Chancery  ; and  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Court  of 
Chancery  to  order  and  direct  by  whom  and  in  what  manner  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses attending  any  such  issue  shall  be  paid. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  in  any  such  matter  pending  before  the  said 
Court  of  Chancery,  any  question  of  law  shall  arise  upon  which  such  Court  should 
wish  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  such  Court  shall  have  authority 
to  order  a case  to  be  stated  for  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  manner  of  stating  such  case  ; and  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
after  the  case  has  been  argued  and  considered  by  them,  shall  certify  their  opinion 
thereupon  to  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  ; and  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  shall 
have  the  like  discretion  as  to  the  costs  and  expenses  attending  such  cases,  as  be- 
fore provided  with  regard  to  feigned  issues. 

XV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Surrogate  Courts  shall  have  power  to 
issue  Subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  witnesses,  or  the  production  of 
any  paper  material  to  any  enquiry  pending  in  any  such  Courts,  (which  Subpoena 
shall  be  according  to  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  or  in  words  to  the  like 
effect),  and  shall  also  have  power  to  punish  disobedience  to  any  such  Subpoena, 
and  to  punish  witnesses  for  refusing  to  testify  after  appearing,  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  Courts  of  Record  in  similar  cases. 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  Citations  issued  out  of  the  Surrogate  Courts  for 
the  respective  Counties,  shall  be  served  in  the  following  manner  (except  in  cases 
otherwise  specially  provided  for  by  law)  that  is  to  say  : by  posting  up  the  same 
in  three  such  public  places  in  the  County  as  the  Surrogate  may  direct,  at  least 
three  weeks  before  the  return  of  the  Citation,  and  by  publishing  the  same  once 
in  each  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
if  there  be  any  such  newspaper,  or  if  in  any  case  the  Surrogate  shall  think  special 
personal  service  to  be  requisite,  and  shall  so  direct,  and  the  person  to  be  cited 
can  be  found  within  the  County  or  has  a known  place  of  abode  therein,  the  Cita- 
tion shall  be  served  by  delivering  a copy  thereof  to  each  person  to  be  cited,  or  by 
leaving  such  copy  at  his  place  of  abode  with  an  adult  person  residing  in  the  house, 
who  shall  at  the  same  time  be  informed  of  its  contents  and  meaning,  and  the 
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service  of  Citations  shall  in  all  cases  be  made  to  appear  by  affidavit  duly  made  and 
filed  before  the  Surrogate. 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Sheriff,  Constable  or  other  Ministerial 
Officer  to  whom  any  Citation,  Subpoena,  Attachment  or  other  Process  duly  issued 
by  any  such  Surrogate  Court,  may  be  directed  or  delivered  for  the  purpose  of 
being  executed,  shall  execute  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  if  issued  bv  a Court 
of  Record,  and  for  any  neglect  or  misfeasance  therein,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties,  actions  and  proceedings  as  if  the  same  had  occurred  in  relation  to  process 
issued  by  Courts  of  Record. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  testimony  taken  by  any  Surrogate  in 
relation  to  the  proof  of  any  Will,  in  any  controversy  before  him  relating  to  any 
matter  of  which  he  has  cognizance,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  shall  be  entered 
into  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Surrogate  shall  be  Counsel,  Attorney  or 
Proctor  for  any  party,  in  any  matter  pending  or  to  be  brought  before  him. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Surrogate  shall  have  power  to  award  and  tax 
costs  against  any  party,  against  whom  a decision  may  be  made  in  any.  matter  con- 
tested before  such  Surrogate,  to  be  paid  personally  or  out  of  the  Estate  of  the 
deceased,  as  he  in  his  discretion  may  order,  which  taxation  and  order  shall  have 
the  like  effect  as  a Judgment  in  a Court  of  Record,  upon  which  Execution  may  be 
awarded  by  such  Surrogate,  agreeably  to  the  form  in  the  Schedule  hereto  annexed 
or  in  words  to  the  like  effect : Provided  always,  That  any  such  taxation  and  order 
may  be  reviewed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  upon  notice  given  to  the  party  in 
whose  favour  such  taxation  and  order  may  be  made,  without  any  appeal  being 
entered  and  perfected. 

XXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Surrogate  of  each  County  shall  have  sole 
and  exclusive  power  to  take  the  Probate  of  Wills,  and  to  grant  Administration  on 
the  Estates  of  deceased  persons,  who  at  or  immediately  previous  to  their  death, 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  such  County,  in  whatever  place  the  death  of  such  persons 
may  have  happened. 

XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  cases  when  the  deceased  person  was  not, 
at  or  immediately  previous  to  his  death,  an  inhabitant  of  any  County  of  this  Pro- 
vince, the  Surrogate  of  any  County  in  which  such  deceased  person  may  have  left 
assets,  shall  have  power  to  take  the  Probate  of  Wills  and  grant  Administration  of 
the  Estate  ; and  the  Surrogate  who  shall  so  take  the  Probate  of  the  Will  or  first 
grant  Administration  of  the  Estate,  shall  be  deemed  thereby  to  have  acquired 
jurisdiction,  in  exclusion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  Surrogate  over  such 
Estate,  and  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  incidental  thereto. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  wishing  to  obtain  Letters  Tes- 
tamentary or  of  Administration,  shall  apply  to  the  Surrogate  by  Petition  in  writing 
setting  forth  according  to  the  best  of  the  knowledge  and  belief  of  the  applicant, 
the  time  and  place  of  the  death  of  the  deceased  person,  and  such  other  particulars 
as  may  be  necessary  to  support  the  application,  together  with  the  amount  of  the 
Estate  both  real  and  personal  of  the  deceased  person ; which  Petition  shall  be 
verified  before  the  Surrogate  by  the  oath  of  the  applicant,  and  the  Surrogate  may 
if  he  see  fit  examine  any  other  person  upon  oath,  as  to  the  facts  necessary  to  be 
enquired  into  on  granting  Letters  Testamentary  or  of  Administration  ; and  if  there 
shall  be  any  person  having  prior  right  by  Law  to  Administration,  either  with  the 
Will  annexed  or  in  case  of  intestacy,  the  applicant  shall  produce,  prove  and  file  in 
the  Surrogate  Court  a written  renunciation  of  the  persons  having  such  prior  right 
to  Administration,  and  if  such  applicant  shall  fail  so  to  do,  then  and  in  such  case-, 
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before  any  Letters  of  Administration  be  granted,  a Citation  shall  be  issued  to  all 
persons  having  such  prior  right  to  shew  cause,  at  a day  to  be  therein  specified, 
why  Administration  should  not  be  granted  to  such  applicant. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Bond  from  Admi- 
Bond  taken  from  Administrators  on  the  granting  of  Administration,  shall  be  given  given  to  the 

to  the  Surrogate  Judge  of  Probates  who  grants  such  Administration,  any  usage  to  Surrosate- 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  two  or  more  competent  sureties  to  be  approved  Sureties, 
of  Wy  the  Surrogate,  shall  join  in  such  Bond  with  the  Administrator;  and  such  Bond 
shall  be  according  to  the  form  and  with  the  condition  prescribed  in  the  Schedule  Form, 
to  this  Act  annexed,  or  in  words  to  the  like  effect,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  Re- 
gistry of  the  Surrogate  Court  which  grants  the  Administration,  before  the  Letters 
of  Administration  are  issued. 

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  objection  should  be  made  by  any  Creditor  Bonds  may  be 
of  a Testator,  or  any  Legatee,  relative,  or  other  person  interested  in  his  Estate,  Executonin 
against  granting  Letters  Testamentary  to  one  or  more  of  the  persons  named  in  certamcases- 
the  Will  as  Executors,  the  Surrogate  shall  enquire  into  such  objection,  and  if  it 
appear  that  the  circumstances  of  any  person  named  as  such  Executor  are  such 

that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Surrogate  they  would  not  afford  adequate  security  to 
the  Creditors,  Legatees  or  relatives  of  the  Testator,  for  the  due  Administration 
of  his  Estate,  he  may  refuse  Letters  Testamentary  to  any  such  person,  until  he 
shall  give  the  like  Bond  as  is  required  of  Administrators  in  cases  of  Intestacy. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Surrogate  on  granting  Letters  of  Admi-  ^P!^^stobe 
nistration,  and  also  when  he  may  consider  it  proper  and  necessary  on  granting 

Letters  Testamentary,  and  as  often  afterwards  as  he  may  thing  necessary,  shall 
by  a Warrant  of  Appraisement,  appoint  two  or  more  disinterested  persons  to  esti- 
mate and  appraise  all  the  real  and  personal  Estate  of  the  Testator  or  Intestate; 
and  such  Appraisers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a reasonable  compensation  for  Compensation, 
their  services,  to  be  allowed  by  the  Surrogate,  not  exceeding  ten  shillings  per  day 
for  each  appraiser  for  the  time  they  may  be  actually  employed. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  appraisers  are  so  appointed,  the  in- 
ventory  shall  be  made  by  the  Executor  or  Administrator,  with  the  aid  of  such  ap-  Executor,  &c. 
praisers,  and  when  property  shall  be  in  different  and  distant  places,  two  or  more  Appraisers?  tl,e 
inventories  may  be  made,  and  shall  with  the  Warrant  of  Appraisement  be  re- 
turned and  filed  with  the  Register  of  Probates,  within  three  months  from  the  time 
of  granting  the  same,  unless  a further  time  be  given  by  the  Surrogate. 

XXVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  proceeding  to  the  execution  of  their  Appraisers  to  be 
duty,  the  Appraisers  shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  either  by  the  Surro- 
gate or  any  person  authorized  to  take  Affidavits  to  be  read  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
that  they  will  truly  and  impartially  appraise  the  Real  and  Personal  Estate  which 
may  be  exhibited  to  them,  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability  : 
the  taking  of  which  oath  shall  be  certified  on  the  Warrant  of  Appraisement  by  the 
person  who  administered  the  same. 

XXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Inventory  shall  contain  a true  and  perfect  contentsofthe 
description  and  estimate,  of  all  the  Real  Estate,  Goods,  Chattels  and  Credits  of  huentor>- 
the  deceased  person,  as  well  in  possession  as  in  action,  and  shall  also  specify  the 
names  of  all  the  debtors  of  the  deceased  known  to  the  Executors  or  Administra- 
tors, together  with  the  nature  of  the  debt,  and  the  security  therefor,  whether  by 
Judgment,  Bond,  Mortgage,  Promissory  Note,  Book  Debt  or  othewise ; and  the 
date  of  each  security,  the  sum  originally  payable,  and  the  payments,  if  any,  which 
have  been  made  thereon  ; and  shall  distinguish  those  debts  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Appraisers  are  doubtful  or  desperate  ; and  shall  also  contain  an  account  of 
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all  monies,  whether  in  specie  or  Bank  Bills,  belonging  to  the  deceased,  which 
shall  have  came  to  the  hands  or  knowledge  of  the  Executor  or  Administrator  ; and 
if  no  such  monies  shall  have  come  to  his  hands  or  knowledge,  the  facts  shall  be 
so  stited  in  the  Inventory,  and  the  Inventory  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
Executor  or  Administrator  before  the  Surrogate. 

XXX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  bare  naming  of  any  person  Executor  in  a 
Will  or  the  granting  of  Administration  to  any  debtor  of  any  Intestate,  shall  not 
operate  as  a discharge  of  any  just  claim  which  the  Testator  or  Intestate  had 
against  such  person  ; but  such  claim  shall  be  included  among  the  credits  and 
effects  of  such  deceased  person  in  the  Inventory  ; and  such  Executor  or  Adminis- 
trator shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  as  for  so  much  money  in  his  hands  at  the  time 
such  debt  or  demand  shall  be  due  and  payable,  and  shall  apply  and  distribute  the 
same  as  part  of  the  personal  Estate  of  the  deceased. 

XXXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  an  Executor  or  Administrator  fail- 
ing to  return  the  Inventory  within  the  time  limited  for  that  purpose,  he  may  be 
required  so  to  do  by  a Citation  from  the  Surrogate  : such  Citation  to  be  issued  on 
the  application  of  some  person  having  an  interest  in  the  Estate  of  the  deceased  as 
Creditor,  Legatee  or  next  in  Kin,  or  of  some  person  in  behalf  of  a Minor  having 
such  interest,  or  of  any  surety  upon  an  Administration  Bond. 

XXXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  property  of  any  kind  not  men- 
tioned in  any  Inventory  that  shall  have  been  made,  shall  come  to  the  possession 
or  knowledge  of  an  Executor  or  Administrator  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
appraised  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  an  Inventory  thereof  to  be  returned  within 
three  months  after  the  discovery  thereof;  aud  the  making  of  such  Inventory  and 
return,  may  be  required  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  the  first  Inventory. 

XXXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Executor  or  Administrator  shall  pro- 
ceed with  diligence  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  deceased  according  to  their  legal  pri- 
ority in  the  order  of  classes  ; and  all  debts  of  the  same  class  shall  be  paid  in  equal 
propo.tion,  and  no  preference  shall  be  given  in  the  payment  of  any  debt  over 
debts  of  the  same  class,  nor  shall  a debt  due  and  payable  be  entitled  to  a prefer- 
ence over  debts  not  due  ; nor  shall  the  commencement  of  a suit  for  the  recovery 
of  any  debt,  or  the  obtaining  of  a Judgment  therein,  entitle  such  debt  to  any  pre  - 
ference over  others  of  the  same  class  ; nor  shall  any  debt  of  an  Executor  or  Ad- 
ministrator, be  entitled  to  any  preference  over  others  of  the  same  class;  Provided 
always,  that  all  allowances  made  by  the  Surrogate  to  any  Executor  or  Adminis- 
trator for  expenses  and  services  shall  have  priority  in  payment  to  any  debts  of 
what  class  soever. 

XXXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  any  suit  against  an, Executor  or  Admi- 
nistrator, the  Defendant,  if  he  plead  that  he  has  fully  administered,  may  shew 
under  a notice  for  that  purpose  to  be  given  with  such  plea,  (which  notice  may  be 
proved  to  have  been  delivered  on  the  trial,  either  ore  tenus  or  by  affidavit  of  the 
person  delivering  the  same,)  that  there  are  debts  of  a prior  class  unsatisfied,  or 
that  there  are  debts  unpaid  of  the  same  class  with  that  on  which  the  suit  is  brought, 
and  the  Defendant  shall  on  such  issue  be  chargeable  only  for  such  part  of  the 
assets  in  his  hands,' as  shall  remain  after  satisfying  the  debts  of  the  prior  class, 
and  as  shall  be  a just  proportion  to  the  other  debts  of  the  same  class  with  that  on 
which  the  suit  is  brought ; Provided  always,  that  the  Defendant  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  give  evidence  under  such  notice  of  any  such  debt  not  particularly  spe- 
cified in  the  notice,  and  that  the  Plaintiff  may  shew  in  reply  to  the  evidence  of 
such  debt,  any  matter  of  which  he  could  have  availed  himself  in  pleading;  and 
the  Plaintiff  may  as  in  other  cases,  take  judgment  for  the  whole  or  part  of  his 
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debt  to  be  levied  of  future  assets ; and  in  any  proceedings  upon  such  judgment 
for  future  assets  the  Defendant  shall  be  chargeable  only  with  the  just  proportion 
of  such  future  assets,  payable  to  the  Plaintiff  upon  the  principle  hereinbefore 
prescribed  for  the  payment  of  debts  of  deceased  persons. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  Executor  or  Administrator  shall  render 
an  account  of  his  administration  to  the  Surrogate,  within  eighteen  months  from 
the  date  of  the  Letters  Testamentary  or  of  Administration,  and  may  after  the  ex- 
piration of  that  time  be  required  so  to  do  by  a citation  to  be  issued  on  the  appli- 
cation of  any  such  person  as  is  hereinbefore  described  as  entitled  to  require  the 
return  of  an  Inventory;  but  the  Surrogate  may,  for  reasonable  cause,  allow  fur- 
ther time  for  rendering  such  account. 

XXXVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  on  making  such  account  every  Executor  or 
Administrator  shall  produce  vouchers  for  all  debts  and  legacies  paid,  and  for  all 
funeral  charges  and  just  and  necessary  expenses  ; and  that  such  Executor  or  Ad- 
ministrator may  be  examined  upon  oath  by  the  Surrogate,  touching  any  property 
•or  effects  of  the  deceased,  which  have  come  to  his  hands  or  knowledge,  and  the 
disposition  thereof ; and  that  such  Executor  or  Administrator  may  be  allowed 
any  item  of  expenditure  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  for  which  no  voucher  is  pro- 
duced, if  such  expenditure  is  supported  by  his  own  oath  positively  to  the  fact  of 
payment,  specifying  when  and  to  whom  paid,  and  if  such  oath  be  uncontradicted. 

XXXVII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Surrogate  in  passing  any  account  of 
any  Executor  or  Administrator,  may  make  allowance  to  any  Executor  or  Admi- 
nistrator for  property  of  the  deceased  which  hath  perished  or  been  lost  in  part  or 
in  the  whole,  without  the  fault  of  such  Executor  or  Administrator,  provided  that 
such  allowance  shall  not  be  conclusive  on  the  rights  of  any  party  contesting  the 
question. 

XXXVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Executor  or  Administrator  shall  make 
any  profit  by  the  increase  or  income  of  any  part  of  the  Estate,  but  shall  charge 
himself  with  such  increase  in  his  account. 

XXXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Surrogate  may  allow  to  Executors  and 
Administrators,  over  and  above  all  such  actual  and  necessary  expenses  as  may 
appear  just  and  reasonable,  a reasonable  commission,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent, 
on  the  amount  received  by  them. 

XL.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  provision  shall  be  made  by  any  Will 
for  specific  compensation  to  an  Executor,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a full  satis- 
faction for  his  services,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  allowance,  or  his  share  thereof, 
unless  such  Executor  shall,  by  writing  to  be  filed  with  the  Surrogate,  renounce 
all  claim  to  such  specific  legacy. 

XLI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  any  Executor  or  Administrator  shall 
have  rendered  and  filed  his  account,  whether  upon  or  without  being  cited  so  to 
do,  a Citation  shall  issue  requiring  the  Creditors  and  next  of  kin  of  the  deceased, 
and  all  persons  interested  in  the  Estate,  to  appear  before  the  Surrogate  on  a day 
to  be  therein  specified,  not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  issuing  such 
Citation,  to  attend  the  passing  and  allowance  of  such  account,  and  such  Citation 
shall  be  published  once  in  each  week  for  four  weeks  successively,  in  a newspaper 
printed  in  the  County,  (if  any  such  there  be,)  and  copies  of  such  Citation  shall 
be  posted  up  in  such  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  County  as  the  Surro- 
gate shall  direct,  thirty  days  before  the  day  named  in  the  Citation  for  the  passing 
and  allowance  of  the  account ; and  such  Citation  shall  be  also  published  in  such 
other  newspaper  printed  in  any  other  County  where  Creditors  or  other  persons 
interested  in  the  Estate  may  reside,  as  the  Surrogate  may  direct. 
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XLII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Creditor,  Legatee  or  other  person  inte- 
rested in  the  Estate  of  the  deceased,  may  attend  the  passing  of  such  account,  and 
contest  the  same  ; and  any  such  person,  as  well  as  the  Executor  or  Administrator, 
may  have  Subpoenas  from  the  Surrogate  Court  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses ; and  the  hearing  of  the  allegations  and  proof  of  the  respective  parties  may 
be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary. 

XLTII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  tenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  Sections 
of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  twenty  sixth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  George 
the  Third,  intituled  “ An  Act  relating  to  Wills,  Legacies,  Executors  and  Admi- 
nistrators, and  for  the  settlement  and  distribution  of  the  Estates  of  Intestates,” 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  save  and  except  that  all  proceedings  here- 
tofore had,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  tenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  Sec- 
tions, and  all  Licences  granted  to  any  Executor  or  Administrator  for  the  sale  of 
Lands,  made  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  all  proceedings  to  be  had  there- 
under shall  be  and  remain  valid  and  effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  made  and  passed. 

XLIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  the  personal  Estate  of  any  deceased 
person  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  his  debts,  and  it  be  found  necessary  to  apply 
the  Real  Estate  of  such  person  in  payment  of  such  debts,  the  said  Court  of  Chan- 
cery shall  have  cognizance  of  the  matter,  and  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  grant  a Licence  to  the  Executors  or  Administrators  for  the  application  of  the 
Real  Estate  for  that  purpose,  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

XLV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  order  to  obtain  such  Licence,  the  Executor 
or  Administrator  shall  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  the  granting  of  the 
Letters  Testamentary  or  of  Administration,  apply  to  such  Court  of  Chancery  by 
Petition,  setting  forth  in  such  Petition  the  amount  of  personal  property  which 
has  come  to  the  hands  of  such  Executor  or  Administrator,  the  debts  so  far  as 
they  can  then  be  ascertained  against  the  Estate  of  the  deceased  person,  a descrip- 
tion of  the  real  estate  of  the  deceased,  with  the  value  of  the  respective  lots  or 
parts  thereof,  and  whether  occupied  or  not,  and  if  occupied,  the  names  of  such 
occupants,  so  far  as  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge,  and  the  names  and. ages 
of  the  heirs  and  devisees  (if  any)  of  the  deceased,  which  Petition  shall  be  veri- 
fied by  the  oath  of  the  Petitioner,  taken  and  certified  thereon  by  the  Surrogate, 
and  there  shall  also  be  annexed  to  such  Petition  a certified  copy  of  the  inventory 
and  appraisement  on  file,  and  in  case  he  died  testate,  a copy  of  the  Will. 

XLVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  shall  thereupon 
have  cognizance  of  the  matter  of  such  Petition,  and  after  giving  notice  to  the  par- 
ties interested,  either  personally  or  by  advertisement  in  any  newspaper  in  the 
Province,  as  such  Court  may  order  and  direct,  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  examine 
the  allegations  and  proofs  of  the  Petitioner,  or  any  person  interested  in  such  real 
estate,  who  may  think  proper  to  oppose  such  application,  and  also  the  validity  or 
legality  of  any  debt  or  demand  which  may  be  represented  as  existing  against  the 
Testator  or  Intestate. 

XLVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  in  any  case  after  due  examination,  the 
said  Court  of  Chancery  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  personal  estate  of  the  Testator 
or  Intestate  is  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  debts,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
Court  to  grant  a Licence  in  general  terms  for  the  sale  of  such  real  estate,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  debts,  or  to  specify  in  such  Li- 
cence the  particular  parts  or  portions  of  the  real  estate  so  to  be  sold  ; and  in  cases 
where  Licence  is  given  to  sell  only  a specified  part  of  the  real  estate,  such  Court 
may  from  time  to  time  proceed  to  grant  further  Licence  to  sell  a further  part,  or 
all  such  real  estate,  if  necessary,  for  the  payment  of  such  debts.  XLV1IL 
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XLVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  any  Creditor,  made  after  the  expiration  of  one  year,  and  before  the  ex- 
piration of  three  years  from  the  time  of  granting  Letters  Testamentary  or  of  Ad- 
ministration, and  shewing  probable  cause  for  believing  that  there  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient personal  assets  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  Testator  or  Intestate,  may  proceed 
to  examine  into  the  matter,  as  in  the  case  of  such  application  on  the  part  of  an 
Executor  or  Administrator,  due  notice  thereof  being  given  to  parties  interested, 
as  prescribed  in  the  forty  sixth  Section  of  this  Act;  and  if  after  due  examination, 
such  Court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  personal  estate  of  such  Testator  or  Intestate 
is  insufficient  for  payment  of  the  debts,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Court  to  grant 
Licence  to  sell  all  or  part  of  the  real  estate,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  applica- 
tion had  been  made  therefor  by  such  Executor  or  Administrator. 

XLIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  Court  of  Chan- 
cery that  it  will  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  heirs  or  devisees  of  any  Testator  or 
Intestate,  and  will  not  be  injurious  to  Creditors,  to  lease  the  real  estate  or  any 
part  thereof  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twenty  one  years,  in  lieu  of  selling  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  pay  debts,  the  said  Court  may  so  direct 
in  such  Licence,  and  any  Lease  executed  by  such  Executor  or  Administrator  in 
pursuance  thereof,  shall  have  the  like  force  and  effect  as  if  executed  by  the  Tes- 
tator or  Intestate  immediately  before  his  death. 

L.  ‘ And  whereas  in  cases  of  small  Estates,  the  expense  of  proceeding  in  Chan- 
‘ eery  for  Licence  to  sell  or  lease  real  estate  maybe  disproportioned  to  the  value 
of  the  property;’  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  when  the  real  estate  required  to 
be  sold  for  the  payment  of  debts  of  any  Testator  or  Intestate  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds,  the  Surrogate  Court  shall  have  the  like  power  and 
cognizance  with  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  to  receive  applications,  to  examine  the 
matter,  and  to  grant  Licences  to  sell  or  lease  such  real  estate  of  the  Testator  or 
Intestate:  Provided,  that  if  any  person  interested,  should  contest  the  granting  of 
such  Licence,  and  should  appeal  from  any  decision  of  such  Surrogate  in  regard 
thereto,  that  then  such  Licence  shall  be  held  null  and  void,  and  no  further  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  thereunder;  and  upon  such  appeal  the  said  Court  of  Chan- 
cery shall  proceed  as  if  upon  an  original  application  to  sell  or  lease.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  before  any  sale  or  lease  be  made  of  any  real 
Estate  by  virtue  of  such  Licence,  the  Executor  or  Administrator  shall  give  thirty 
days  public  notice  of  such  sale  or  letting,  by  posting  up  notifications  in  three  at 
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least  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  County  where  the  land  lies,  and  by  publishing 
such  notification  once  in  each  week  for  four  successive  weeks  in  a newspaper 
printed  in  such  County  (if  any  such  there  be)  ; in  which  notification  the  several 
parcels  of  the  lands  and  tenements  to  be  sold  or  leased  shall  be  particularly  and 
appropriately  designated,  and  whoever  will  give  the  most  shall  have  the  preference 
in  such  sale  or  letting,  and  such  sale  or  letting  shall  be  by  public  auction.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  conveyance  made  by  any  Executor  or 
Administrator  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  having  been  firstduly  acknowledged 
or  proved,  according  to  the  laws  relating  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  affidavit 
having  been  made  by  such  Executor  or  Administrator,  before  any  Officer  or  Court 
duly  authorized  to  take  acknowledgements  or  proof  of  the  execution  of  Convey- 
ances, and  indorsed  on  the  said  Conveyance,  that  the  said  premises  mentioned  in 
such  Conveyance  have  been  duly  advertised  and  sold  according  to  law,  may  be 
registered  in  the  Registry  Office  where  the  Lands  lie ; and  such  Conveyance  so 
registered,  or  a copy  thereof,  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  any  Court  of  Law  or 
Equity  in  this  Province,  in  like  manner  with,  and  under  the  same  Rules  and  Re-

and  suing,  and  entitle  him  to  proceed  thereon  in  his  own  name  as  assignee  thereof, 
in  any  Court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  in  this  Province,  and  the  party  so  suing

CAP.  LXII. 

An  Act  to  make  more  effectual  provisions  for  the  Regulation  of  Seamen  in  this  Province. 

Passed  31 V March  1840. 

4 ^^jKTHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  the  laws  now  in  force  for  the  regulation 
w W ‘of  Seamen  in  this  Province  should  be  repealed,  and  other  and  more 
‘ effectual  provision  be  made  in  lieu  thereof 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  seventh  year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  repeal  all  the  Laws 
now  in  force  for  the  regulation  of  Seamen,  and  to  make  more  effectual  provision 
for  that  purpose,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  trust  or  give  credit  to  any 
Mariner  or  Seaman  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel,  without  the  knowledge  and 
allowance  of  the  Master  or  Commander  thereof,  no  capias  or  other  process  for 
the  arrest  of  the  person  of  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  for  any  debt  so  contracted, 
shall  be  issued  against  or  served  upon  the  person  of  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  un- 
til he  shall  have  performed  the  voyage  which  he  may  be  then  entered  upon,  and 
be  discharged  of  the  same  ; and  every  such  process  so  issued  shall  be  deemed 
and  adjudged  utterly  void  in  Law;  and  any  one  Justice  of  the  Court  from  whence 
such  process  shall  issue,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  (in  case  the  debt  demanded  may 
not  exceed  five  pounds,)  to  whom  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  any  Mariner 
or  Seaman  is  committed  or  detained  upon  process  granted  for  any  such  debt  con- 
tracted whilst  he  was  engaged,  and  actually  entered  and  on  pay,  on  any  voyage, 
shall  forthwith  order  his  release. 

III.  And  be  R enacted,  That  if  any  Mariner  or  Seaman  having  shipped  him- 
self on  board  of  any  ship  or  vessel  which  hath  been  launched,  or  is  actually  pre- 
paring for  sea,  to  proceed  on  any  voyage,  or  belonging  to  any  vessel  arriving 
in  the  Province  and  upon  pay,  shall  neglect  his  attendance,  or  refuse  to  do  his 
duty  on  board,  or  shall  absent  himself  without  leave  from  his  said  service,  upon 
complaint  thereof  made  on  oath  or  affirmation,  (in  the  case  of  persons  allowed  by 
law  to  affirm,)  by  the  owner,  consignee,  or  master  or  other  officer  of  said  ship  or 
vessel,  to  any  justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  said  County,  such  Justice  is  hereby 
empowered  to  cause  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  to  be  forthwith  brought  before  him 
by  Warrant,  and  upon  conviction  of  his  neglecting  his  attendance,  or  refusing  to 
do  his  duty  on  board,  or  absenting  himself  without  leave  as  aforesaid,  to  commit 
such  Mariner  or  Seaman  to  prison,  that  he  may  be  secured  and  forthcoming  to 
proceed  on  the  voyage  he  has  so  agreed  for,  and  to  be  delivered  by  order  of  the 
Justice  who  committed  him,  or  some  other  Justice  in  the  same  County,  and  all 
necessary  charges  attending  his  being  so  secured,  and  which  have  been  actually 
paid  by  the  said  owner  or  master,  may  be  deducted  from  such  Mariner’s  or  Sea- 
man’s wages,  as  the  same  may  become  due;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner 
or  the  master  or  the  officer  or  consignee  of  such  ship  or  vessel  complaining  as 
aforesaid,  to  supply  for  the  use  of  the  said  Mariner  or  Seaman  all  necessary  bed- 
ding, provisions  and  maintenance  during  the  time  of  his  detention  in  prison  as 
aforesaid,  and  pay  to  the  gaoler  of  said  prison  his  lawful  fees  on  receiving  and 
discharging  such  Mariner  or  Seaman;  and  in  default  thereof,  the  said  gaoler  may 
make  the  supplies  aforesaid,  and  maintain  an  action  therefor,  together  with  the 
fees  aforesaid,  against  the  owner  of  tfie  said  vessel,  or  the  master  or  the  officer  or 
consignee  complaining  as  aforesaid,  in  any  Court  of  Record,  or  if  the  same  shall  not 
exceed  five  pounds,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  according  to  the  provisions 
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of  the  Act,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  regulate  proceedings  before  Justices  of  the 
Peace  in  Civil  Suits.” 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  master  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel 
or  any  other  person  or  persons,  shall  hire  or  engage,  harbour  or  conceal  any 
Mariner  or  Seaman  who  shall  have  signed  any  former  contract  or  articles,  know- 
ing him  to  have  deserted  from  or  to  belong  to  any  other  ship  or  vessel  in  the 
Province,  every  such  master,  commander  or  other  person  or  persons  so  offending, 
and  being  thereof  convicted  before  any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County  where  the  offence  is  committed,  upon  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, (in  the  case  of  persons  allowed  by  Law  to  affirm,)  of  one  or  more  credible 
witness  or  witnesses,  or  confession  of  the  party  charged,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  such 
sum  as  the  said  Justices  shall  adjudge,  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  and  not  less 
than  two  pounds,  to  be  levied  by  warrant  of  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s 
goods,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  such  Justices,  and  when  recovered  one  moiety 
to  be  paid  to  the  person  so  prosecuting  for  the  same,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the 
County  Treasurer  where  the  offence  is  committed,  for  the  use  of  such  County; 
and  if  there  be  no  goods  or  chattels  of  such  offender  whereon  the  said  penalty 
may  be  levied,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  Justices,  by  Warrant  under 
their  hands  and  seals,  to  commit  such  offender  to  the  gaol  of  the  County  where 
such  offence  shall  be  committed,  there  to  remain  for  a space  of  time  not  exceeding 
sixty  days,  and  not  less  than  ten  days ; and  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  who  shall 
desert  at  any  time  during  the  voyage  on  which  he  is  engaged  by  written  contract 
or  articles,  shall  over  and  above  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  which  he  is  now 
by  Law  subject,  forfeit  all  the  wages  he  may  be  entitled  to  on  board  the  vessel 
entered  by  him  after  such  desertion,  to  be  detained  by  the  master  or  owner  of 
such  vessel,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  owner  of  the  vessel  from  which  he  deserted, 
and  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  him  by  such  last  mentioned  owner  by  ac- 
tion of  debt,  or  on  the  case,  in  any  Court  of  Record,  or  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  if  the  sum  claimed  do  not  exceed  five  pounds,  agreeably  to  the  above  re- 
cited Act  for  regulating  the  proceedings  of  Justices  in  Civil  Suits. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  proof  be  made  upon  oath  or  affirmation  (in  the 
case  of  persons  allowed  by  Law  to  affirm,)  by  the  owner,  agent  or  master  of  any 
ship  or  vessel,  before  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  this  Province, 
that  any  Seaman  or  Mariner  belonging  to  such  ship  or  vessel,  and. who  may  have 
deserted  or  absented  himself  from  the  same,  be  kept  or  concealed  on  board  of  any 
other  ship  or  vessel  within  any  of  the  Harbours  of  this  Province,  or  in  any  Ta- 
vern, pot  house  or  other  house  or  place  within  the  County  for  which  such  Justice 
shall  be  appointed,  or  if  oath  or  affirmation,  (in  the  case  of  persons  allowed  by 
Law  to  affirm,)  be  made,  that  such  owner,  agent  or  master  hath  good  reason  to 
suspect,  and  doth  verily  believe  that  such  Seaman  or  Mariner  is  so  concealed  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  Justice  to  issue  his  Warrant  to  any 
of  the  Constables  or  Peace  Officers  within  the  said  County,  to  make  search  on 
board  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  in  such  Tavern,  pot  house  or  other  place ; and  if 
such  Seaman  shall  be  found  in  such  suspected  place,  that  such  Justice  shall  cause 
such  Seaman  to  be  brought  before  him,  and  upon  conviction  of  his  having  so  de- 
serted or  absented  himself,  shall  cause  such  Seaman  to  be  delivered  over  to  the 
owner  or  master  of  the  ship  or  vessel  to  which  such  Seaman  shall  belong,  to  be 
carried  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  to  be  committed  to  prison,  as  directed  in 
the  third  Section  of  this  Act. 

VI.  ‘ And  whereas  the  practice  of  enticing  Seamen  to  desert  their  ships  is 
‘ greatly  promoted  by  the  encouragement  given  to  Tavern  Keepers  and  others, 

‘ by

‘ by  giving  large  sums  to  them  for  procuring  Seamen Be  it  enacted,  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner,  master  or 
agent  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  or  other  person,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  pay 
or  give  any  money,  hire  or  reward  to  any  Innholder,  Tavern  Keeper,  Shop  Keeper 
or  other  person  or  persons,  for  the  procuring  of  any  Seaman  or  Seamen  for  any 
ship  or  vessel ; and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Innholder,  Tavern  Keeper, 
Shop  Keeper  or  other  person  or  persons,  to  receive  any  money,  hire  or 
reward,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  procuring  such  Seaman  or 
Seamen  ; and  that  any  money  so  to  be  paid,  shall  be  considered  as  paid  without 
consideration,  and  may  be  recovered  back  by  action  or  suit  in  any  Court  having 
competent  jurisdiction  ; and  that  all  bonds,  notes,  bills,  agreements,  promises  or 
engagements  for  paying  or  giving  any  money,  hire  or  reward  for  the  above  men- 
tioned purposes,  shall  be  absolutely  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever. 

VII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Mariner  or  Seaman  shall 
be  bound  by  entering  or  shipping  himself  on  board  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  unless 
the  agreement  shall  be  in  writing,  and  declare  what  wages  such  Mariner  or  Sea- 
man is  to  have  for  so  long  a time  as  he  shall  ship  himself  for,  and  also  shall 
express  the  voyage  for  which  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  Avas  shipped ; any  thing 
hereinbefore  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  aid,  entice  or 
assist  any  Seaman  to  desert  from  any  ship  or  vessel,  or  shall  provide  or  procure, 
or  cause  to  be  provided  or  procured,  for  any  Seaman  the  means  or  assistance  to 
desert  from  any  ship  or  vessel  within  the  Province,  or  shall  aid  or  assist  any  Sea- 
man in  the  removal  of  their  hammocks,  clothing  or  apparel  from  on  board  of  any 
ship  or  vessel,  or  shall  convey  any  Seaman  from  any  ship  or  vessel,  Avithout  the 
sanction  of  the  Master  or  commander  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  such  person  or  per- 
sons so  offending,  for  either  of  the  said  causes,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
liable  to  the  same  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  contained  in  the  fourth  Section  of 
this  Act,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  detain  any  Seaman  or  Mari- 
ner’s clothes,  chest,  hammock  or  other  property,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace,  upon  complaint  made  to  them 
by  any  such  Seaman  or  Mariner,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  (in  the  case  of  persons 
allowed  by  Law  to  affirm,)  to  issue  their  Warrant,  directed  to  any  Constable  of  the 
County  in  which  such  Justices  shall  have  jurisdiction,  requiring  the  said  Consta- 
ble to  bring  such  clothes,  chest,  hammock  or  other  property  before  them,  and  to 
summon  the  person  so  detaining  the  same  to  appear  before  them,  to  ansAver  for 
such  detainer ; and  upon  a full  hearing  of  the  case,  on  the  oath  or  affirmation  (in 
the  case  of  persons  allowed  by  Law  to  affirm)  of  the  parties  and  their  witnesses, 
taken  viva  voce,  or  on  proof  that  the  person  required  to  be  summoned  could  not 
be  found,  and  that  a copy  of  such  Warrant  was  left  at  his  last  place  of  abode,  the 
said  Justices  shall  and  may  make  such  order  touching  the  articles  mentioned  in 
the  said  Warrant,  and  so  brought  before  them,  and  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  party 
complaining,  or  the  restoration  thereof  to  the  party  charged  Avith  detaining  the  same, 
as  maybe  reasonable  and  just ; and  in  case  the  articles  cannot  be  found,  on  proof 
thereof, and  on  the  appearance  of  theparty  charged, and  hearing  all  parties  as  afore- 
said, or  proof  of  the  service  of  a copy  of  the  said  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said 
Justices  shall  and  may  order  payment  of  the  value  thereof,  together  with  the  costs 
of  prosecution,  if  the  same  shall  to  them  appear  reasonable  and  just,  to  be  levied 
by  warrant  of  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  party  upon  Avhom 

such 
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such  order  shall  be  made,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Seaman  or  Mariner;  and  in  default 

thereof,  the  said  person  so  detaining  the  same,  to  be  committed  to  gaol,  there  to 

remain  without  bail,  until  the  payment  of  the  sum  so  ordered,  and  costs  aforesaid : SfSSwMduS 

Provided  always,  that  no  proceedings  shall  be  had  unless  the  value  of  the  articles  °f  Tavern  Keepers. 

alleged  to  be  detained  shall  not  exceed  ten  pounds  ; and  provided  also,  that  no 

Innholder  or  Tavern  keeper,  or  other  such  person  shall  be  allowed  to  make  any 

claim  before  the  said  Justices,  for  any  lien  on  the  said  articles  mentioned  in  the 

said  Warrant,  or  any  debt  due  from  the  said  Seaman  or  Mariner,  if  it  shall  appear 

that  the  said  Seaman  or  Mariner  was  at  the  time  of  such  application  a deserter 

from  or  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  prosecutions  instituted  for  the  recovery  of  any  ^osecuiim^f-OT 
of  the  penalties  imposed  for  the  breach  or  breaches  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  instituted  in  the 
this  Act,  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  master,  agent  or  ^moffhevesLTto 
consignee  of  the  ship  or  vessel  to  which  such  Mariner  or  Mariners,  at  the  time  rhaiiVetengUrmer 
of  such  breach  or  breaches  shall  belong,  on  account  of  whom  such  penalty  or 
penalties  shall  be  incurred. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until  the  Limitation, 
first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty  five. 


CAP.  LXIII.

w w ‘ plevin  of  goods  and  chattels,  in  consequence  of  the  party  from  whose 
‘ possession  such  goods  and  chattels  may  be  taken  by  Replevin  not  being  entitled 
* to  recover  damages  where  a return  may  be  awarded  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  That  if  upon  the  trial  of  any 
issue  respecting  the  property  in  any  action  of  Replevin,  or  of  any  other  issue 
which,  upon  the  same  being  found  in  his  favour,  will  entitle  the  Defendant  to 
judgment  for  the  return  of  the  goods  and  chattels  replevied,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  Jury  shall  find  such  issue  in  favor  of  the  Defendant,  such  Jury  may  if  they 
shall  think  fit,  give  damages  to  the  Defendant ; and  the  Defendant  may  enter  up 
his  judgment  thereupon  with  such  damages  and  the  costs  of  suit,  and  may  issue 
execution  for  such  damages  and  costs  in  like  manner  as  he  now  may  for  the  costs 
of  suit  only. 

II.  ‘ And  whereas  it  may  often  be  of  advantage  to  allow  the  goods  and  chattels 
‘ which  may  be  wrongfully  replevied  to  be  valued  by  the  Jury  at  the  trial  of  any 
‘ such  issue  as  aforesaid,  and  such  value  to  be  awarded  to  the  Defendant  in  dama- 
‘ ges  ;’  Be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  property  may  not  have  been 
already  restored  to  the  Defendant,  the  Jury  on  the  trial  of  any  such  issue  as 
aforesaid  may,  at  the  instance  and  request  of  the  Defendant  in  whose  favour  such 
issue  may  be  found,  awrard  to  such  Defendant  the  value  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
in  damages  ; and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  so  specifically  stated  in  the  rendering  of 
their  verdict;  and  the  Defendant  shall  be  thereupon  entitled  to  enter  up  his  judg- 
ment for  the  recovery  of  such  damages,  and  to  issue  execution  thereupon,  instead 
of  entering  up  judgment  de  retorno  habendo  as  heretofore  accustomed  ; and  upon 
the  award  of  such  value  in  damages  and  judgment  thereupon,  the  Defendant’s 
right  and  interest  in  such  goods  and  chattels  shall  become  vested  in  the  Plaintiff.

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  obligors  in  Replevin  Bonds  to  be  made  after 
this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  become  liable  and  bound  to  the  payment  of  any  such 
damages  as  may  be  awarded  to  the  Defendant  by  virtue  of  this  Act. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  have  power  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  at  any 
Term  of  the  said  Court  which  may  occur  after  the  time  of  passing  this  Act,  to 
frame  and  prescribe  proper  and  suitable  forms  for  the  Replevin  Bonds  hereafter 
to  be  taken,  and  for  the  entering  of  any  verdict  or  judgment  pursuant  to  this  Act, 
which  shall  be  published  in  the  Royal  Gazette  ; and  such  forms  shall,  from  the 
time  of  this  Act  taking  effect,  be  observed  and  complied  within  the  same  manner 
as  if  the  same  were  in  this  Act  specified  and  contained ; and  such  forms  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas  as  well  as  the  Supreme  Court. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  commence  and  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty 
one:  Provided  always,  that  in  the  mean  time  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
may  frame  and  prescribe  the  forms  mentioned  in  the  fourth  Section : Provided 
also,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to 
affect  any  proceedings  in  any  action  of  Replevin  commenced  before  this  Act  goes 
into  operation.

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Acts  for  the  amendment  of  the  Criminal  Law. 

Passed  31st  March  1840. 

Tgpi*E  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly, 
That  where  any  person  shall  be  charged  with  and  convicted  of  any  of  the 
following  offences  as  misdemeanors,  that  is  to  say,  of  any  riot,  falsely  making  or 
counterfeiting  any  coin,  uttering  any  counterfeit  coin  knowing  the  same  to  be 
counterfeit,  any  subornation  of  perjury,  keeping  any  bawdy  house,  gaming  house 
or  other  disorderly  house,  or  of  any  act  of  open  lewdness  or  indecency,  in  any 
such  case  the  Court  may  sentence  the  offender  to  be  imprisoned  with  or  without 
hard  labour  in  the  Common  Gaol  or  House  of  Correction  for  any  term  not  ex- 
ceeding two  years,  and  may  also,  if  it  shall  so  think  fit,  fine  the  offender  and  re- 
quire him  to  find  sureties  for  keeping  the  Peace  and  being  of  good  behaviour. 

II.  ‘ And  whereas  in  and  by  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  sections  respec- 
‘ tively  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Ma- 
jesty King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  for  improving  the  adminis- 
‘ tration  of  Justice  in  Criminal  cases,”  it  is  enacted  that  the  Justice  or  Justices  or 
‘ Coroner,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  whom  any  examinations,  informations,  evidence, 
‘ inquisitions,  bailments  and  recognizances  which  are  in  and  by  the  said  respec- 
‘ tive  sections  of  the  said  Act  required,  shall  be  taken,  shall  deliver  or  transmit 
‘ the  same  to  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Court  in  which  the  trial  is  to  be,  before  or 
‘ at  the  opening  of  the  Court ; and  whereas  great  inconvenience  and  detriment  to 
1 the  course  of  public  justice  are  found  to  arise  from  the  delays  which  occur  in 
‘ such  delivery  or  transmission : for  remedy  whereof,’  Be  it  enacted,  That  the 
Justice  or  Justices  or  Coroner,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  or  before  whom  shall  be 
taken  any  such  examinations,  informations,  evidence,  inquisitions,  bailments  or 
recognizances  as  are  in  the  said  respective  sections  of  the  said  Act  required  or 
mentioned,  shall  deliver  or  transmit  the  same  to  the  proper  Officer  of  the 
Court  where  the  trial  is  to  be,  forthwith  after  the  same  shall  be  taken,  any  thing 
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contained  in  the  said  recited  Act  notwithstanding,  upon  pain  of  being  deemed 
guilty  of  a contempt  of  such  Court. 


CAP.  LXV. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  of  Evidence  in  regard  to  the  proof  of  Records  and  Letters  Patent. 

Passed  31  st  March  1840. 

4 "WM7HEREAS  unnecessary  expense  is  frequently  incurred  in  the  exempli- 
f f ‘ fication  of  Judgments  in  the  Supreme  Court Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  That  when  parts  only 
of  Records  or  Rolls  of  Judgments  in  the  Supreme  Court  may  be  necessary  to  be 
given  in  evidence,  exemplifications  of  such  parts  which  may  be  so  necessary,  may 
be  received  in  evidence  in  any  Court  in  this  Province,  without  requiring  the  whole 
of  the  Record  or  Roll  to  be  exemplified. 

II.  ‘ And  whereas  much  expense  is  often  incurred  in  procuring  exemplifica- 
‘ tions  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Grants  of  Land  by  the  Crown  in  this  Province 
Be  it  enacted,  That  a copy  from  the  Record  of  any  such  Grant  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  and  Register  of  the  Province,  duly  certified  under  the  hand  of  such 
Officer,  as  having  been  examined  by  him  with  the  Record,  and  found  to  be  cor- 
rect, or  duly  proved  by  any  witness  who  shall  have  examined  the  same  with  the 
Record,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  as  good  and  sufficient  evidence  of  such 
Grant  or  Letters  Patent  as  an  exemplification  thereof  under  the  Great  Seal. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  the  proof  of  title  from  the  Crown  by  an  exem- 
plification under  the  Great  Seal,  or  by  a certified  or  an  examined  copy  as  is  here- 
inbefore provided,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  exemplify  or  copy  the  conditions 
contained  in  such  Letters  Patent,  on  the  part  of  the  Grantees,  their  Heirs  and 
Assigns,  to  be  observed  and  performed,  or  any  other  clause  in  the  said  Letters 
Patent  which  may  not  be  pertinent  or  relevant  to  the  matter  in  question ; and 
that  no  such  exemplification  or  copy  shall  be  rejected  in  evidence  on  account  of 
the  omission  of  such  clauses,  provided  such  omission  do  not  prejudice  the  oppo- 
site party,  or  affect  the  merits  in  question. 

IV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  said  Letters  Patent  or 
Grant  refer  to  any  Plat  or  Plan  as  annexed  thereto,  no  exemplification  or  copy  of 
such  Letters  Patent  or  Grant  shall  be  received  in  evidence,  unless  there  be  an- 
nexed thereto  a true  transcript  or  copy  of  such  Plat  or  Plan,  unless  it  be  proved 
by  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  and  Register  or  otherwise,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Court  at  which  the  evidence  may  be  tendered,  that  there  is  no  such  Plat  or 
Plan  entered  with  the  said  Grant  or  Letters  Patent  in  the  said  Office  of  the  Se- 
cretary and  Register. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  Grants  of  Land  heretofore  made  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  Nova  Scotia,  prior  to  the  erection  and  establishment  of  this  Province,  and 
registered  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  and  Register  pursuant  to  an  Act  passed 
in  the  twenty  sixth  year  of  the  Reign  of  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  “An 
Act  for  the  registering  of  Letters  Patent  and  Grants  made  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  of  Lands  now  situate  within  the  limits  of  this 
Province,”  may  be  proved  by  certified  or  examined  copies  thereof,  or  of  the  ma- 
terial parts  thereof,  in  like  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  respect  to  Grants 
passed  under  the  Great  Seal  of  this  Province. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  expense  of  any  exemplification,  or  copy  of 
any  Roll,  Record  or  Letters  Patent,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  of  any  Plat  or  Plan

4 "f[‘^7‘HEREAS  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
^ ^ ‘ late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  incor- 

‘ porate  the  Chamcook  Mill  and  Factory  Company,”  has  ceased  and  determined 
‘ by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  the  third  Section  thereof  not  having  been  complied 
1 with  : And  whereas  it  is  still  considered  that  an  extensive  Manufactory  of  Cotton 
1 Wool  into  Cloth,  and  a more  extensive  manufacture  of  Lumber  and  other  articles 
‘ than  is  now  established  at  Chamcook,  in  the  County  of  Charlotte,  is  desirable, 

‘ and  that  it  will  be  essential  to  the  success  of  the  undertaking  that  an  Act  of 
‘ Assembly  again  incorporating  a Company  for  these  purposes  should  be  granted, 

‘ and  will  tend  materially  to  benefit  the  trade  of  this  Province 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  John  Wilson,  James  Rait,  Thomas  Sime,  Edward  Wilson, 
E.  D.  W.  Ratchford,  Samuel  Abbot,  Joseph  Walton,  John  M£Allister,  Joseph 
Wilson  and  William  Babcock,  and  all  and  every  such  other  person  and  persons 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  become  proprietors  of  Shares  in  the  Corporation  hereby 
established,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  erected 
into  a Company,  and  declared  to  be  a Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  by  the  name 
of  The  Chamcook  Mill  and  Factory  Company,  for  the  purposes  in  the  preamble  to 
this  Act  mentioned,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  all  the  general  powers  and  pri- 
vileges made  incident  to  a Corporation  by  Act  of  Assembly  in  this  Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  shall 
consist  of  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  pounds,  the  whole  amount  of  the  said  Stock 
to  be  divided  into  twenty  four  hundred  shares  of  twenty  five  pounds  each. 

III.  Provided  always  and  be  it  enacted,  That  unless  one  fifth  part  of  the  said 
Capital  Stock  shall  be  actually  paid  in  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation, 
and  a certificate  of  such  payment  signed  and  verified  on  oath  by  the  Directors  of 
the  said  Corporation,  or  a majority  of  them,  (which  oath  any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
is  hereby  authorized  to  administer,)  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Province  before  the  expiration  of  three  years  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
the  operation  of  this  Act  shall  cease  and  the  existence  of  the  said  Corporation  be 
terminated  at  the  expiration  of  such  three  years.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Charlotte  to  levy  an  assessment 

to  pay  off  the  County  Debt. 

Passed  3h<  March  1840. 


BE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly, 
That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Charlotte,  at  any  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  hereafter  to  be  holden,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
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and  empowered  to  make  such  rate  anti  assessment  of  any  sum  not  exceeding 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  as  in  their  discretion  they  may  think  necessary, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  Debt  of  the  said  County  ; the  same  to  be  assessed, 
levied,  collected  and  paid,  agreeably  to  any  Acts  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force 
for  the  assessing,  collecting  and  levying  of  County  Rates. 

CAP.  LXVIII. 

An  Act  relating  to  Wrecked  Property. 

Passed  31  st  March  1840. 

~|Q|E  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

MW  bly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Executive  Council,  to  appoint  and  also  to  re-appoint  and  supply,  where  it  may  be 
expedient,  in  each  of  the  Counties  of  this  Province,  where  he  shall  think  it 
necessary,  one  or  more  Commissioners  of  Wrecks  and  shipwrecked  Goods; 
which  said  Commissioners  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  office  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  thereof  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  respectively  of 
the  several  Counties  for  which  the  said  Commissioners  may  be  appointed. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  for  each 
County,  or  any  two  Commissioners  (should  more  than  two  be  appointed  for  any 
County),  shall  immediately  on  receiving  information  of  any  Shipwreck,  or  of  the 
finding  any  Shipwrecked  Goods  or  Property  of  any  kind,  to  the  amount  or  value 
of  twenty  five  pounds  or  more,  on  any  of  the  shores  or  waters  within  his  or  their 
County,  or  of  any  abandoned  or  wrecked  Ship  or  Vessel,  Property  or  Goods 
having  been  brought  into  his  or  their  County,  repair  to  the  place  where  the  said 
property  may  be  found  or  brought,  and  in  case  the  same  shall  not  be  in  the  cus- 
tody of  any  owner,  or  agent  of  such  owner,  or  other  lawful  authority,  or  any  owner 
or  agent  or  lawful  authority  as  aforesaid  shall  so  request,  shall  take  charge  thereof, 
and  shall  preserve  and  secure  the  same  for  the  owner. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  may 
employ  as  many  persons  as  he  or  they  shall  think  necessary  to  assist  in  preserving 
the  property,  and  may  appoint  guards  to  secure  the  same,  and  shall  and  may  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  suppress  all  tumults  and  disorders  ; and  if  any  person 
shall  disobey  any  lawful  order  of  such  Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  for  the 
suppression  of  any  tumults  or  disorders,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  the 
sum  of  ten  pounds,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  Court  of  Record  in 
this  Province,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  to 
his  or  their  use. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall 
on  every  such  occasion  take  an  inventory  of  all  the  Property  that  shall  come  to 
his  or  their  possession ; and  when  required  by  the  owner  of  the  Property  or  his 
agent,  or  by  any  Insurance  Company  or  Underwriter,  or  other  person  interested 
in  the  said  Property,  shall  make  oath  to  the  truth  of  such  Inventory,  and  shall 
deliver  a copy  thereof,  if  required,  together  with  all  the  said  Property  to  the  owner, 
agent  or  other  person  lawfully  authorized  to  receive  it  as  aforesaid : Provided 
that  there  shall  first  be  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners  a reasonable  compensation  for  his  or  their  services  and  expenses, 
and  such  duties  and  other  charges  as  he  or  they  shall  have  paid,  or  become  liable 
to  pay,  upon  or  for  the  Property  in  question. 
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V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  owner  or  other  person  or  persons  interested  in 
any  such  Property,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  or  persons,  other  than  the 
said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  any  charge  for  services  or  expenses  in 
taking  or  securing  the  said  Property,  unless  it  be  for  property  taken  or  secured 
before  any  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall  take  charge  of  the  said  Pro- 
perty. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  after  the  arrival  of  any  such 
Commissioner  or  Commissioners  take,  detain  or  intermeddle  with  any  Property, 
shipwrecked  or  found  as  aforesaid,  except  under  the  direction  of  such  Commis- 
sioner or  Commissioners,  owner  or  agent,  or  other  person  or  persons  interested, 
he  shall  forfeit  a sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  each  offence, 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  which  may  be  brought  by  the  said  Commis- 
sioner or  Commissioners,  owner,  agent  or  party  interested  as  aforesaid,  in  any 
Court  of  Record  in  this  Province,  to  the  use  of  such  Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners, owner,  agent  or  party  interested  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  and 
the  said  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  other  person  lawfully  authorized  to  receive  the 
said  Property,  shall  not  agree  on  the  sum  so  due  to  the  said  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners,  as  to  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  to  him  or  them  for  his  or 
their  services,  and  for  his  or  their  expenses  and  charges  as  aforesaid,  the  same 
shall  and  may  be  submitted  to  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  party, 
and  the  two  so  chosen  to  choose  a third,  and  in  case  either  shall  omit  or  refuse  to 
choose  an  arbitrator  within  six  days  from  the  time  of  such  disagreement,  the  other 
party  to  name  both,  the  award  of  whom  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  such  compensa- 
tion, expenses  and  charges. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  aforesaid, 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  his  or  their  arrival  at  the  place  where  any  Wreck  or 
Goods  shall  be  found,  if  there  be  no  owner,  agent  or  person  lawfully  authorized 
as  aforesaid  present,  shall  publish  the  particulars  of  the  Shipwreck  and  of  the 
Goods  found,  with  such  other  material  facts  as  he  or  they  shall  ascertain,  in  order 
that  knowledge  thereof  may  be  given  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  owner,  agent  or 
person  interested ; and  if  the  said  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  shall  neglect 
so  to  do,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  to  be  recovered 
by  action  of  debt  at  the  suit  of  the  owner,  agent  or  other  person  or  persons  inte- 
rested to  his  or  their  own  use.

shall  be  offered  for  sale,  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  duties  and  other  charges 
and  expenses  thereon  which  he  or  they  shall  have  paid  or  become  liable  for  to  the 
Custom  House  or  Treasurer  of  the  Province. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  such  Property  is  of  a perishable  nature,  and 
may  be  reduced  in  value  by  keeping  it  for  one  year,  and  no  owner,  agent  or  other 
person  or  persons  interested  therein,  shall  appear  to  claim  it  within  sixty  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  taken  into  the  custody  of  the  said  Commissioner  or  Com- 
missioners, and  such  particulars  published  as  aforesaid,  such  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners  shall  advertize  the  said  Property  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, and  shall  sell  the  same  by  public  auction  to  the  best  advantage.

Water  Company.” 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  within  one  month  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
to  make  up  and  prepare  a just,  true  and  correct  statement  of  the  whole  of  the 
affairs  of  the  said  Company,  which  said  statement  shall  shew  the  whole  amount 
expended  and  paid  by  the  said  Company  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  whatever, 
the  debts,  obligations  and  liabilities  of  and  the  claims  against  the  said  Company, 
and  each  and  every  of  them,  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  all  sums  of  money 
from  time  to  time  received,  and  the  times  when  the  same  may  have  been  received, 
as  well  on  account  of  the  Capital  or  Stock  of  the  said  Company  or  otherwise  how- 
soever, and  all  sums  of  money  due  and  owing  to  the  said  Company;  and  likewise 
shall  set  forth  and  state  all  the  property  of  the  said  Company,  as  well  real  as  per- 
sonal, and  all  other  matters  and  things  whatsoever  relating  to  the  said  Company ; 
which  said  accounts  shall  be  verified  under  the  respective  oaths  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  said  Company,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Mayor  of  the

for  the  same,  and  in  such  manner  to  be  paid  as  may  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
agreement  between  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
Saint  John,  and  the  said  Saint  John  Water  Company. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  the  said  transfer  and  assignment  to  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  of  all  the  property 
and  effects  of  the  said  Saint  John  Water  Company,  being  completed  in  manner 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  notice  thereof  published  in  two  or  more  of  the  News- 
papers printed  in  the  said  City  of  Saint  John,  then  the  establishment  of  the  said 
Company  by  the  name  of  the  Saint  John  Water  Company  shall  cease  and  be  dis- 
solved, and  all  the  provisions  contained  in  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Assembly  relating 
to  the  establishment,  constitution  and  regulation  of  the  said  Company  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  effect,  and  the  Directors  then  in  office  shall  take  immediate  and 
effectual  measures  for  dividing  the  securities  or  debentures  hereinafter  mentioned, 
to  be  received  for  the  consideration  money  for  such  transfer  among  the  Stock- 
holders of  the  said  Company,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  interests. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  the  dissolution  of  the  said  Saint  John  Water 
Company  as  hereinbefore  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Mayor,  Aider- 
men  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  and  they  are  hereby  required, 
forthwith  to  proceed  with  and  continue  the  operations  for  supplying  the  said  City 
and  its  vicinity  with  Water,  in  manner  contemplated  by  the  said  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof;

Orphan  Children  as  are  already  or  which  hereafter  shall  be  received  as  fit  and 
proper  objects  for  relief  and  protection,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  by  the  name  of 
The.

4 IpJ^THEREAS  the  great  scarcity  of  Seamen  in  this  Province,  and  the  num- 
w w 1 her  of  new  Ships  built,  fitted  out  and  loaded  therein,  renders  it  expe- 
‘ dient  that  provision  should  be  made  to  compel  a portion  of  the  Crews  of  such 
‘ Vessels  to  be  brought  from  the  United  Kingdom  ;’ 

I,  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Counciland 
Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  owner  resident  in  this  Province,  or  the  agent  of  any  owner  not  resi- 
dent therein,  of  any  new  Ship  or  Vessel  built  within  the  same,  or  of  any  Ship  or 
Vessel  built  without  but  brought  into  this  Province  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or 
fitting  for  sea,  to  provide  a certain  number  of  the  Crew  necessary  for  such  Ship 
or  Vessel  by  procuring  them  from  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britainand  Ire- 
land in  the  following  proportions,  that  is  to  say  : For  every  Vessel  of  the  burthen 
of  three  hundred  tons  register,  four  men  ; and  for  every  one  hundred  tons  more 
the  said  Vessel  may  register,  one  man  ; said  men  to  be  able  bodied  Seamen,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  and  over  and  above  the  Crew  of  such  Vessel  or  Vessels  in

owner  or  agent  as  aforesaid  shall  make  it  appear  at  the  trial  of  any  action  for  any 
such  penalty  that  the  number  of  Seamen  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
have  been  actually  engaged  and  shipped  on  board  of  some  one  or  more  Vessel  or 
Vessels  from  the  United  Kingdom,  but  who,  by  reason  of  death,  capture,  ship- 
wreck or  other  unavoidable  casualities  shall  not  have  arrived  within  this  Province, 
then  and  in  such  case  the  said  owner  or  agent  shall  not  be  liable  to  such  penalty.

T©  E it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
® bly,  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  cut,  fell,  haul,  remove  or  destroy  any 
white,  yellow  or  red  Pine,  Spruce,  Hemlock,  Hacmatack,  Beech,  Birch  Trees, 
Timber  or  Wood  of  any  other  description,  standing  or  being  on  any  part  of  the 
unoranted  Crown  Lands  within  this  Province,  without  Licence  first  had  and 
obtained  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  Province  for  the  time  being  or  without  right  derived  from  the  Crown  so  to 
do,  under  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  pounds  nor  more  than  twenty  pounds 
for  each  and  every  offence. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Timber,  Logs,  Trees  or  any  description 
of  Wood  which  shall  or  may  be  cut  on  or  hauled  from  any  part  of  the  ungranted 
Crown  Lands  within  this  Province,  without  such  Licence  or  right  as  aforesaid, 
and  also  all  Deals,  Plank,  Boards  or  Scantling,  Shingles,  Clapboards,  Staves  or 
Lathwood  which  shall  or  may  be  made  therefrom,  or  from  Timber,  Logs,  Trees 
or  any  description  of  Wood  on  or  hauled  from  any  part  of  such  Crown  Lands, 
without  such  Licence  or  right  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  seizure,  prosecution  and  condemnation  in  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  Timber,  Logs  or  any  other 
description  of  Wood  which  shall  be  cut  on  or  hauled  from  any  part  of  the  ungranted 
Crown  Lands  within  this  Province,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  all 
Deals,  Plank,  Boards,  Scantling,  Clapboards,  Staves  or  Lathwood  which  shall  or 
may  be  made  therefrom,  or  from  any  Timber  or  Logs  found  on  any  of  such 
ungranted  Crown  Lands  as  aforesaid,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall 
and  may  be  seized,  arrested  and  prosecuted  by  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  or 
may,  from  time  to  time,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  for  the  time 
being,  be  appointed  to  seize  the  same. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  when  any  Timber  or  Logs,  or 
Deals,  Plank,  Boards,  Scantling,  Shingles,  Clapboards,  Staves,  Lathwood  or  any 
other  description  of  Wood,  shall  be  arrested,  seized  or  taken,  as  liable  to  such 
seizure,  forfeiture  and  condemnation  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  same 
shall  in  all  cases  be  deemed  and  taken  by  the  Court  in  which  the  same  shall  be 
prosecuted,  to  be  forfeited  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Timber  or  Logs,  Deals,  Plank,  Boards, 
Scantling,  Shingles,  Clapboards,  Staves,  Lathwood  or  any  other  description  of 
Wood  which  shall  be  arrested  or  seized  as  liable  to  forfeiture  under  this  Act  shall 
and  may  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  condemned,  unless  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  or  some  person  duly  authorized  by  him  or  them  shall  within  fourteen  days 
after  the  day  of  seizing  the  same,  give  notice  to  the  seizing  Officer  that  he  claims

be  tried,  which  fines  shall  be  paid  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors  for 
the  use  of  the  Province,  and  in  case  such  fine  be  not  paid,  such  person  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  twelve  months  nor  less  than  ten  days  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Court. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred 
or  to  be  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  recovered  and  prosecuted 
to  condemnation  by  action  of  debt,  bill,  plaint  or  information  in  any  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty’s Courts  of  Record  in  this  Province,  in  the  name  of  Pier  Majesty’s  Attorney 
General  or  Solicitor  General,  and  in  every  action  or  suit,  the  person  against  whom 
judgment  shall  be  given  for  any  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  under  this  Act,  shall 
pay  costs  of  suit ; and  every  such  action  or  suit  shall  and  may  be  brought  within

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  white,  yellow  or  red  Pine,  Spruce, 
Hemlock,  Hackmatack,  Beech,  Birch,  Trees,  Timber  or  Wood  of  any  other 
description,  seized  as  forfeited  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  and  claimed  by  any  person  or 
persons  in  manner  hereinbefore  directed,  provided  the  value  thereof  does  not 
exceed  one  hundred  pounds,  may  be  prosecuted  to  condemnation  in  the  name  of 
the  Surveyor  General  or  the  seizing  Officer  who  shall  have  seized  the  same,  or  by 
information  of  Her  Majesty’s  Attorney  General  or  Solicitor  General,  before  any 
two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  residing  near  the  place  where  such 
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seizure  shall  have  been  made,  who  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to  keep  a 
book  of  Record,  in  which  they  shall  fairly  enter  all  causes  tried  before  them  under 
this  Act,  together  with  the  evidence  taken  before  them  upon  such  trial. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  of  the  arrest,  seizure  and  prosecu- 
tion of  any  Timber  or  Logs,  Deals,  Plank,  Boards,  Scantling,  Shingles,  Clapboards, 
Staves,  Lathwood  or  any  other  description  of  Wood  under  this  Act,  if  judgment 
of  condemnation  shall  not  pass,  and  the  Court  in  which  such  prosecution  shall  be 
instituted  shall  certify  that  there  was  probable  cause  of  seizure,  such  certificate 
shall  be  taken  and  received  as  a good  and  sufficient  defence  against  any  action  to 
be  prosecuted  by  any  person  or  persons  in  any  Court  within  this  Province,  against 
the  Officer  who  made  such  seizure,  and  any  Officer  so  prosecuted,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  atliberty  to  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  any  special  matter  in  evidence, 
the  same  as  if  such  matter  had  been  specially  pleaded  and  set  forth.

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  the  fifth  Section  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  fifty  sixth 
year  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  “ An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  purchase  of  a place  for  the  residence  and  accommodation  of  the 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Province,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  ; and  in  lieu  thereof, 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  That  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
inChief  forthe timebeing, be  and  he isliereby authorised  and  empowered  to  appoint 
three  or  more  Commissioners  in  each  and  every  year  to  have  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  Government  House,  and  the  premises  therewith  connected,  and  to  have 
the  superintendence  and  control  of  any  reparations  and  improvements  to  be  from 
time  to  time  made,  under  and  by  the  authoritv  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
Pi  ■ovince. 


CAP.  LXXIX. 

An  xYct  to  authorize  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John 
to  make  compensation  to  the  Assessors  of  Taxes  for  the  Parish  of  Portland  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  nine. 

Passed  31s<  March  1840. 

4 ^^/HEREAS  by  the  fourth  section  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first 
w w ‘ year  of  the  Reign  of  Our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  intituled  “ An 
‘ Act  to  provide  for  the  better  Assessment  of  County  and  Parish  Rates,”  it  is 
‘ among  other  things  provided,  that  the  Assessors  of  Rates  for  the  several  Towns 
‘ and  Parishes  shall  within  sixty  days  after  receiving  the  Warrant  of  Assessment, 
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‘ deliver  to  the  Collectors  of  Rates  within  their  respective  Towns  and  Parishes 
£ a list  containing  the  names  of  all  the  parties  rated  within  their  several  Districts, 
£ with  the  several  amounts  to  be  collected  from  every  such  person  ; and  by  the 
‘ fifth  section  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  seventh  year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
1 late  Majesty,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  County  and 
‘ Parish  Rates,”  it  is  provided  that  no  Assessors  shall  be  allowed  a per  centage 
£ unless  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  shall  have  been  fully  complied  with  : And 
£ whereas  during  the  past  year  the  labours  to  be  performed  by  the  Assessors  of 
£ Taxes  in  the  Parish  of  Portland,  in  consequence  of  the  division  of  the  said  Pa- 
£ rish,  were  so  great  as  to  prevent  a strict  compliance  with  the  requisites  of  the 
£ said  Act,  and  the  Assessors  have  thereby  become  deprived  of  any  legal  right  to 
£ remuneration  for  the  arduous  duties  performed  by  them  ; for  remedy  whereof,’ 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the 
City  and  County  of  Saint  John,  in  General  Sessions  assembled,  to  make  an  order 
for  the  payment  of  due  compensation  to  the  Assessors  of  Taxes  in  the  said  Pa- 
rish of  Portland  for  the  past  year  out  of  the  monies  levied,  raised  and  collected 
for  that  purpose,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  said  Assessors  had  in  every  respect 
strictly  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts  ; Provided  that  no  greater 
rate  per  cent,  on  the  amount  ordered  to  be  assessed  shall  be  allowed  them  than 
is  provided  for  in  the  said  Acts.

An  Act  for  the  better  extinguishing  of  Fires  which  may  happen  in  the  City  of  Saint  John,  and 
to  continue  a certain  Act  relating  to  the  same  matter  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  31  st  March  1840. 

I Ip-li®  ^ enacte(l  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

MM  bly,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  in  Common  Council  convened,  by  ordi- 
nance or  otherwise,  to  establish  a Fire  Department  in  and  for  the  said  City,  which 
said  Fire  Department  shall  consist  of  one  Chief  Engineer,  and  as  many  other  En- 
gineers, Enginemen,  Firemen,  Hosemen,  Axemen,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  men 
as  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time  be  elected,  nominated  and  appointed  by  the 
said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  in  Common  Council  convened  ; which 
persons  so  to  be  elected,  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  re- 
quired and  enjoined  always  to  be  ready  at  a call  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  to 
perform  their  several  and  respective  duties,  in  the  extinguishing  of  Fires  that  may 
happen  or  break  out  in  the  said  City:  Provided  however,  that  the  number  of  En- 
gineers so  to  be  elected,  nominated  and  appointed,  shall  not  exceed  ten  for  each 
and  every  Fire  Engine,  and  belonging  to  the  said  City,  and  that  the  number  of 
Firemen,  Hosemen,  Axemen,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  men,  shall  not  in  the  whole 
exceed  four  hundred  men  ; and  provided  further,  that  not  more  than  ten  Engi- 
neers and  fifty  Firemen  shall  be  attached  to  each  Engine. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty,  in 
Common  Council  convened,  shall  and  may,  if  to  them  or  the  major  part  of  them 
it  shall  seem  meet,  establish  and  organize  one  company  of  Hosemen,  and  also 
one  company  of  Axemen,  and  also  one  company  of  Hook  and  Ladder  men.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  in  Common  Council 
convened,  from  time  to  time  to  make,  establish  and  ordain  such  rules,  orders, 
ordinances  and  regulations  in  respect  to  the  government,  conduct,  duty  and 
behaviour  of  the  several  members  of  the  said  Fire  Department,  and  to  the  working, 
managing  and  frequent  exercising,  trying  and  using  the  Fire  Engines  of  the  said 
City,  and  the  tools  and  other  instruments  and  implements  for  the  extinguishing 
of  Fires  which  may  happen  or  break  out  in  the  said  City,  and  to  impose  and 
establish  such  reasonable  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  upon  them  or  any  of 
them,  for  default  or  neglect  of  the  duties,  business  and  services  thereby  to  be 
enjoined  or  required  of  or  from  them,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  thought  meet 
and  convenient,  not  exceeding  for  any  one  offence  the  sum  of  ten  pounds. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  the  breaking  out  of  Fire  within  the  City  of 
Saint  John  aforesaid,  the  Sheriff  and  all  under  and  Deputy  Sheriffs,  the  high 
Constable,  and  all  petty  Constables  and  Marshals,  upon  notice  thereof,  shall  im- 
mediately repair  to  the  place  where  the  fire  shall  happen,  with  their  rods,  staves 
and  other  badges  of  their  authority,  and  shall  be  aiding  and  assisting,  as  well  in 
extinguishing  the  said  fires  and  causing  the  people  to  work,  as  also  in  preventing 
goods  from  being  stolen,  and  shall  seize  and  apprehend  all  ill  disposed  persons 
that  may  be  found  stealing  or  pilfering  thereabouts,  and  all  other  suspicious,  idle 
or  disorderly  persons,  and  that  the  said  officers  shall  give  their  utmost  assistance 
to  help  the  inhabitants  to  remove  and  secure  their  goods. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  in  Common  Council  con- 
vened, by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  to  establish  and  organize  a Fire  Police  in  and 
for  the  said  City,  which  said  Fire  Police  shall  consist  of  such  and  so  many  persons, 
being  Freemen  and  Freeholders  of  the  said  City,  as  the  said  Common  Council 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint,  and  to  remove  and  reappoint  as  may  be  by  them 
deemed  expedient ; who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  as 
any  other  officer  of  the  said  Corporation  is  sworn. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Common  Council  shall  organize  the  said 
Company  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  by  any  ordinance  of  the 
said  City  they  from  time  to  time  may  ordain  and  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to 
enforce  such  regulations,  either  by  removing  any  person  so  appointed,  or  by  fine, 
or  both,  as  the  said  Common  Council,  in  and  by  the  said  ordinance  may  establish  ; 
provided  that  no  fine  on  any  person  belonging  to  such  Fire  Police  shall  exceed  for 
any  one  offence  the  sum  of  ten  pounds. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  a fire  shall  break  out  within  the  said 
City,  the  said  Fire  Police  shall  immediately  repair  to  the  place  where  the  fire 
may  be,  and  protect  all  property  which  may  be  removing  or  removed  to  preserve 
the  same  from  the  flames,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  and  may  have  full  power  to 
enter  any  house  which  may  be  on  fire,  or  in  immediate  danger,  or  any  lands  or 
premises  connected  therewith,  and  prevent  all  depredation  thereon,  and  arrest 
and  remove  or  carry  to  the  watch  house  or  the  common  gaol  any  person  who  may 
be  found  committing  or  attempting  to  commit  any  felony  or  any  breach  of  the  peace, 
or  any  idle  and  disorderly  person,  or  any  person  who  shall  intermeddle  with  any 
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such  property,  or  after  notice  shall  refuse,  when  required,  to  assist  either  in  car- 
rying water,  or  obeying  any  other  command  of  such  Police  for  the  purpose  of 
suppressing  the  said  fire  or  preserving  any  property. 

XL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  immediately  after  the  breaking  out  of 
any  fire  in  the  said  City,  any  one  or  more  of  the  said  Police,  taking  with  him  or 
them  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John,  may 
enter  any  dwelling  house,  store,  oat  house,  or  erection  of  any  kind,  or  any  yard 
or  land,  and  search  the  same  for  goods,  chattels  or  articles  of  any  description, 
stolen  or  suspected  to  have  been  stolen  at  or  during  the  continuance  of  the  said 
fire,  or  missing  in  consequence  of  such  fire  ; and  any  goods,  chattels  or  articles 
found  therein,  under  the  circumstances  aforesaid,  shall  and  may  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  convey  or  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  some  safe  place  of  deposit,  or 
leave  the  same  with  the  said  Justice  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  that  any  person  has 
had  in  his  possession  any  goods,  chattels  or  articles  of  any  description  whatever, 
which  may  have  been  stolen,  missing,  lost,  or  taken  away  at  any  fire,  or  after  any 
fire,  and  before  the  same  has  been  restored  to  the  owner,  for  the  space  of  twenty 
four  hours  after  the  said  fire  shall  cease,  without  notice  to  the  owner  thereof,  or  to 
some  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  of  the  said  Police,  such  pos- 
session, without  such  notice,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  prima  facie  evidence 
that  such  person  has  been  guilty  of  larceny,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  suffer 
like  punishment  as  in  a case  of  larceny. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  fifty  ninth  year 
of  the  Reign  of  George  the  Third,  intituled  “ An  Act  in  addition  to  and  amend- 
ment of  an  Act,  intituled,  ‘ An  Act  to  revive  and  make  perpetual  an  Act  autho- 
rizing the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  to  make 
regulations  for  the  more  effectual  prevention  of  Fires  within  the  said  City,’  ” to- 
gether with  this  Act,  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  April 
which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty. 


CAP.  LXXXI. 


An  Act  to  limit  the  extent  and  regulate  the  building  of  Wharves  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 

Harbour  of  Saint  John. 


Passed  31i<  March  1840. 

4 WTHEREAS  certain  Commissioners  were,  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
w w 1 tenant  Governor,  appointed  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  state 
1 of  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  and  have,  in  pursuance  of  such  appointment,  made 
‘ a Report  touching  part  of  the  said  Harbour,  and  have  caused  a certain  Plan  of 
‘ part  of  the  said  Harbour  to  be  prepared ; and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
‘ monalty  of  the  said  City  have,  by  Petition  to  the  Legislature,  applied  for  an  Act 
‘ to  define  and  fix  a permanent  line  in  part  of  the  said  Harbour,  to  which  the  ex- 
‘ tension  of  Wharves  shall  be  limited  ;’ 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  Wharf,  Pier  or  erection 
ofNany  kind  or  description  whatsoever  shall  be  built,  erected  or  extended  west- 
wardly  into  the  said  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  on  the  eastern  side  thereof,  beyond 
a line  to  be  formed  as  follows,  viz:  commencing  at  the  point  formed  by  thewest- 
wardly  prolongation  of  the  southern  line  of  the  Wharf  owned  by  Robert  W. 
Crookshank,  and  a southerly  continuation  of  the  western  line  of  the  Pier  at  the 
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How  wharves  to 
be  constructei 
and  occupied.

end  of  the  southern  Wharf  of  the  north  slip,  which  said  point  is  seventy  feet  dis- 
tant from  the  southwest  corner  of  the  said  Robert  W.  Crookshanks’  present 
Wharf,  thence  from  said  point  in  a direct  line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
Wharf  now  or  lately  the  property  of  David  Hatfield  to  the  southward  of  the  South 
Market  Wharf,  thence  in  a direct  line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Nehemiah 
Merritt’s  south  Wharf,  thence  in  a direct  line  to  a point  in  the  western  prolonga- 
tion of  the  south  line  of  the  Wharf  of  the  late  Richard  Bonsai,  distant  sixty  feet 
from  the  western  end  of  the  said  Wharf,  and  thence  in  a direct  line  to  a west- 
wardly  prolongation  of  the  north  line  of  Saint  James  Street,  at  the  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  five  feet  from  the  western  side  line  of  Prince  William  Street, 
measured  on  the  north  line  of  Saint  James  Street  as  marked  on  the  said  plan  ; 
and  that  the  said  plan  so  prepared  by  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  signed  by 
them  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Wharves  to  be  erected  within  or  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  said  line,  shall  be  of  squared  Timber  and  close  built,  so  as  to  prevent 
stone,  rubbish  or  gravel  from  falling  into  the  Harbour,  and  no  ballast  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  be  used  in  the  building  thereof  but  stone,  and  the  tops  of  such  Wharves 
to  be  planked  or  timbered  in  the  same  manner  as  the  North  and  South  Market 
Wharves  ; and  such  Wharves  to  the  extent  of  forty  feet  from  the  fronts  thereof 
respectively,  to  be  for  ever  kept  free  and  open  for  vessels  to  repair  to,  and  load 
and  discharge  thereat,  and  no  Houses  or  Stores  shall  at  any  time  be  erected  on 
the  said  spaces,  and  no  Lumber  or  Goods  of  any  sort  be  permitted  to  remain  on 
such  spaces  longer  than  twenty  four  hours. 

III.  ‘ Whereas  the  property  fronting  on  that  part  of  the  Harbour  of  the  City  of 
£ Saint  John,  situate  between  Duke  and  Saint  James  Streets,  would  be  greatly 
‘ benefitted,  and  the  Harbour  made  more  commodious  for  loading  and  discharging 
£ goods,  if  a Street  in  continuation  of  Saint  John  or  Water  Street  were  to  be  laid 
£ out  thereon Be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owners  of  such 
property  to  build  or  authorize  to  be  built  any  Wharf,  Pier  or  other  erection,  on 
the  beach  or  flats  between  the  line  of  low  water  mark  and  the  line  for  limiting  the 
extension  of  Wharves  described  herein,  unless  such  owner  or  owners  shall  have 
first  conveyed  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  said  City,  a space 
of  not  less  than  fifty  feet  in  width  through  his  or  their  propertjq  ground  or  flats, 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  continuing  Saint  John  or  Water  Street  from 
Duke  to  Saint  James  Street,  as  aforesaid. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  space  between  low  water  mark  and  the  line 
defining  the  extent  to  which  Wharves  may  be  built,  shall  be  leased  or  sold  to  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  unless  it  shall  first  be  stipulated  that  at  least  two

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I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  it  shall  and  may  belawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Executive  Council  to  sell  and  grant  by  private  sale  to  a certain  Company  incor- 
porated by  an  Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  called  the  North  American  Colonial 
Association  of  Ireland,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  the  Crown 
Lands  of  this  Province,  being  fit  for  agricultural  improvements,  for  a sum  not 
less  than  three  shillings  per  acre,  one  third  of  such  purchase  to  be  paid  upon  the 
passing  of  the  Grant,  one  third  in  three  years,  with  interest,  and  the  remaining 
one  third  in  six  years,  with  interest,  from  date  of  the  purchase,  which  two  last 
mentioned  instalments  shall  be  duly  secured  by  bond  or  otherwise  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council : Provided 
always,  That  every  such  grant  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Crown  to  all 
Coals,  and  Mines,  and  Minerals  in  such  lands  so  to  be  granted,  and  that  all  and 
every  grant  or  grants  that  may  be  made  to  the  said  Association  without  containing 
a clause  reserving  such  right  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors  shall  and 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  null  and  void,  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary 
thereof  notwithstanding. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  quantity  of  Land  be  granted  in  Lots  not 
exceeding  thirty  nor  less  than  five  thousand  acres  in  any  one  tract,  and  upon  the 
following  conditions  : 

That  every  tract  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  General 
of  the  Province,  and  a plan  and  return  thereof  made  within  twelve  months  after 
the  application  therefor,  and  that  the  said  Association  shall  pay  all  the  expenses 
of  such  survey,  plans  and  returns  ; 

That  three  per  cent,  on  each  block  or  tract  of  land  granted  shall  be  cleared 
and  prepared  for  cultivation  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  grant  thereof, 
and  so  on  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  for  every  three  years  until  nine  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  block  or  tract  be  cultivated  ; 

That  at  least  one  in  every  eight  lots  of  one  hundred  acres  each,  on  each  and 
every  of  the  blocks  of  lands  granted  to  the  said  Association  be  allotted,  set  apart, 
and  occupied  by  bona  fide  Settlers,  being  emigrants  and  actually  introduced  into 
this  Province  by  the  said  Association,  within  five  years  from  the  dates  of  the 
grants  thereof  respectively. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  the  said  Company  or  Association 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  cultivate,  improve  and  settle  upon  the  said  blocks  or  tracts 
of  lands,  so  to  be  granted  as  afo reaid,  agreeably  to  the  terms  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  Section,  the  said  tracts  or  blocks  of  land  respectively  shall  become 
forfeited,  and  upon  inquisition  found,  revert  to  the  Crown.

of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  General  Gaol  Delivery,  or  any  two  of  them,  of  whom 
the  presiding  Judge  shall  be  one,  when  and  so  often  as  occasion  may  require,  to 
issue  their  precept  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  York  or  to  the  Sheriff  of  any 
County  or  City  and  County  in  which  any  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  Ge-

‘ morland,  for  defraying  such  expences  as  may  be  incurred  in  erecting,  repairing 
‘ and  replacing  Buoys  and  Beacons  in  the  said  Harbour 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  there  be  and  are  hereby  granted  to  Her^Majesty,  Her  Heirs 
and  Successors  for  defraying  such  expences  as  may  be  incurred  in  erecting, 
building,  re-building,  re-placing  and  supporting  such  Buoys  and  Beacons,  on  all 
Vessels  entering  the  Bay  or  Harbour  of  Shediac,  the  sum  of  one  penny  per  ton 
for  each  and  every  ton  such  Vessels  admeasure  per  register:  Provided  always, 
that  no  coasting  Vessel  under  the  register  of  sixty  tons  shall  pay  more  than  once 
in  each  year,  and  no  coasting  Vessel  between  sixty  and  one  hundred  tons  shall 
pay  more  than  twice  in  each  year,  and  that  all  Vessels  clearing  from  any  Ports  in 
this  Province,  Canada,  Prince  Edward’s  Island,  Nova  Scotia  and  Newfoundland, 
and  Vessels  on  a fishing  voyage,  shall  be  considered  coasters  under  this  Act. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  tonnage  duties  herein  imposed  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  Deputy  Treasurer  of  the  District  of  Shediac,  or  such  person  as  he 
may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  and  that  the  Commissioners  of  Buoys  and  Beacons 
for  the  Harbour  of  Shediac  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  call  upon  the 
said  Deputy  Treasurer  or  the  person  to  be  by  him  appointed  as  aforesaid,  for  all 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  respectively  have 
collected,  an  account  of  which  sum  so  to  be  collected  by  the  said  Deputy  Trea- 
surer or  the  person  appointed  by  him  shall  respectively  when  called  upon  as  afore- 
said, render  upon  oath  to  the  said  Commissioners,  deducting  from  the  amount 
collected  ten  per  centum,  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Deputy  Treasurer  to 
retain  for  the  trouble  of  collecting  and  paying  the  same.

Chatham,  and  the  said  Justices  or  the  major  part  of  them  at  any  General  Sessions 
of  the  Peace,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  a rate  and  assessment 
for  a sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  defray  the  expense  of 
purchasing  the  said  land,  and  erecting  and  finishing  the  said  Lock  up  House ; 
such  assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  such  proportions  and  in  such  man- 
ner on  the  Inhabitants  of  such  County,  residing  on  the  front  Lots  situate  between 
the  lower  side  of  Clark’s  Cove  and  the  upper  side  of  Saint  Andrew’s  Church,  in 
the  Parish  of  Chatham  in  the  said  County,  including  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  or  Village  of  Chatham,  living  within  the  above  named  limits,  whether  re-

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  said 
County  of  Northumberland,  shall  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
at  any  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  to  be  holden  in  the  said  County,  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  custody  and  management  of  the  said  Lock  up 
House  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  and  expedient. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  High 
Sheriff  of  the  said  County  of  Northumberland  or  any  other  Officer  who  shall  have 
arrested  or  have  in  legal  custody  any  person  or  persons  charged  with  any  crime 
or  misdemeanor  whatsoever,  for  which  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Gaol  of  the  said  County,  to  commit  such  person  or  persons  to 
the  said  Lock  up  House  until  he  or  they  can  be  conveyed  to  the  County  Gaol: 
Provided  always,  that  no  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  longer  kept  or  detained 
in  the  said  Lock  up  House  than  thirty  six  hours  from  the  time  of  his  or  their 
commitment  thereto,  except  when  the  River  is  in  an  impassable  state  during  the 
spring  and  fall  from  the  ice,  and  then  only  till  the  same  can  be  crossed  with  safety. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Justice 
or  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  said  County  of  Northumberland,  before  whom 
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any  Mariner  or  Seaman  shall  be  hereafter  convicted  under  and  by  virtue  of  any 
Laws  now  in  force  or  that  may  be  hereafter  in  force  in  this  Province  for  the  re- 
gulation of  Seamen,  to  commit  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  to  the  said  Lock  up 
House  instead  of  the  County  Gaol,  if  such  Justice  shall  find  it  necessary  and  ad- 
visable so  to  do  : Provided  always,  that  no  such  Mariner  or  Seaman  shall  remain  but  rot  detained 
or  be  longer  confined  in  the  said  Lock  up  House  than  forty  eight  hours,  and  if  4Shounrsmore  'aT' 
such  Seaman  or  Mariner  be  subject  and  liable  to  longer  confinement,  then  to  be 
conveyed  to  the  County  Gaol,  and  all  charges  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Ship  Master 
or  person  so  confining  said  Mariner  or  Seaman. 


CAP.  XXVI. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Office  of  Coroner  in  this  Province. 

Passed  I 9th  March  1841. 

I ^ enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 

' bly,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  whenever  upon  the  sum- 
moning or  holding  of  any  Coroner’s  Inquest,  it  shall  appear  to  the  Coroner  that 
the  deceased  person  was  attended  at  his  death  or  during  his  last  illness,  by  any 
legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Coroner  to  issue 
his  order  for  the  attendance  of  such  Practitioner  as  a witness  at  such  Inquest: 
and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Coroner  that  the  deceased  person  was  not  attended 
at  or  immediately  before  his  death  by  any  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Coroner  to  issue  such  order  for  the  attendance  of  any 
legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  being  at  the  time  in  actual  practice  in  or 
near  the  place  where  the  death  has  happened  ; and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Coroner  either  in  his  order  for  the  attendance  of  the  Medical  witness,  or  at  any 
time  between  the  issuing  of  such  order  and  the  termination  of  the  Inquest,  to 
direct  the  performance  of  a Post  Mortem  examination,  with  or  without  an  analysis 
of  the  contents  of  the  stomach  or  intestines,  by  the  Medical  witness  or  witnesses, 
who  may  be  summoned  to  attend  to  any  Inquest:  Provided,  that  if  any  person 
shall  state  upon  oath  before  the  Coroner,  that  in  his  or  her  belief  the  death  of 
the  deceased  individual  was  caused,  partly  or  entirely  by  the  improper  or  negli- 
gent treatment  of  any  Medical  Practitioner  or  other  person,  such  Medical  Prac- 
titioner or  other  person  shall  not  be  allowed  to  perform  or  assist  at  the  Post 
Mortem  examination  of  the  deceased. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  greater 
number  of  Jurymen  sitting  at  any  Coroner’s  Inquest,  that  the  cause  of  death  has 
not  been  satisfactorily  explained  by  the  evidence  of  the  Medical  Practitioner,  or 
other  witness  or  witnesses  who  may  be  examined  in  the  first  instance,  such 
greater  number  of  the  Jurymen  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  name 
to  the  Coroner  in  writing,  any  other  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner  or 
Practitioners,  as  a witness  or  witnesses,  and  for  the  performance  of  a Post  Mortem 
examination,  with  or  without  an  analysis  of  the  contents  of  the  stomach  or  intes- 
tines, whether  such  an  examination  has  been  performed  before  or  not : and  if 
the  Coroner,  having  been  thereunto  required,  shall  refuse  to  issue  such  order,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punishable  in  like  manner 
as  if  the  same  was  a misdemeanor  at  Common  Law. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  legally  qualified  Medical  Prac- 
titioner has  attended  upon  any  Coroner’s  Inquest,  in  obedience  to  any  such  order 
as  aforesaid  of  the  Coroner,  the  said  Practitioner  shall  for  such  attendance  be 
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payable  from  the 
County  funds.

IV.  Provided  nevertheless  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  order  of  pay- 
ment shall  be  given,  or  fee  or  remuneration  paid  to  any  Medical  Practitioner  for 
the  performance  of  any  Post  Mortem  examination  which  may  be  instituted  with- 
out the  previous  direction  of  the  Coroner. 

V.  Provided  also  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  Inquest  .shall  be 
holden  on  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  who  has  died  in  any  Public  Hospital 
or  Infirmary  or  any  building  or  place  belonging  thereto,  or  used  for  the  reception 
of  the  patients  thereof,  or  who  has  died  in  any  County  or  other  Lunatic  Asylum, 
Alms  House  and  Work  House,  or  in  any  Public  Infirmary  or  other  Public  Me- 
dical Institution,  whether  the  same  be  supported  by  endowments  or  by  voluntary 
subscriptions,  then  and  in  such  case  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  entitle  the  Medical  Officer,  whose  duty  it  may  have  been  to  attend  the  de- 
ceased person  as  a Medical  Officer  of  such  Institution  as  aforesaid,  to  the  fees  or 
remuneration  herein  provided,  except  for  a Post  Mortem  examination  and  attend- 
ing to  give  evidence  thereon,  if  he  shall  have  been  required  by  th!e  Coroner  to 
perform  the  same  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  order  for  the  attendance  of  any 
Medical  Practitioner  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  personally  served  upon  such 
Practitioner,  or  where  any  such  order  not  personally  served  shall  have  been 
received  by  any  Medical  Practitioner  in  sufficient  time  for  him  to  have  obeyed 
any  such  order,  and  in  every  case  where  any  Medical  Practitioner  has  not  obeyed 
such  order,  he  shall  for  such  neglect  or  disobedience  forfeit  the  sum  of  five 
pounds,  upon  complaint  thereof  made  by  the  Coroner  or  any  two  of  the  Jury, 
before  any  two  Justices  having  jurisdiction  in  the  Parish  or  place  where  the 
Inquest  under  which  the  order  issued  was  held,  or  in  the  Parish  where  such 
Medical  Practitioner  resides  ; provided  such  complaint  be  made  within  one 
month  from  the  time  of  holding  such  Inquest,  and  such  two  Justices  are4iereby 
required  upon  such  complaint  to  proceed  to  the  hearing  and  adjudication  of  such 
complaint ; and  if  such  Medical  Practitioner  shall  not  shew  to  the  said  Justices 
a good  and  sufficient  cause  for  not  having  obeyed  such  order,  to  enforce  the  said 
penalty  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods,  in  the  same  manner  as  they 
are  empowered  to  proceed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  facili- 
tate summary  proceedings  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  the  execution  of 
Warrants  by  Constables.” 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  immediately  after  any  Coroner’s  Inquest  shall 
be  completed  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Coroner  to  grant  a permissive  Warrant 
for  the  burial  of  the  deceased,  which  Warrant  shall  be  delivered  to  any  of  the  rela- 
tives or  friends  of  the  deceased  who  may  be  present  and  shall  take  charge  of  the 
burial,  and  if  none  be  present,  or  no  one  undertake  the  duty  and  the  dead  body 
shall  be  within  the  City  of  Saint  John,  or  within  five  miles  of  the  Alms  House  of 
the  Towns  of  Portland,  Fredericton,  Saint  Andrews  or  any  other  Town  or  Parish 
having  an  established  Alms  House  within  the  same,  it  shall  be  sent  to  the  dead 
House  of  such  establishment  under  the  charge  of  the  Constable  attending  at  the  tak- 
ing of  the  Inquest,  and  delivered  to  the  keeper  thereof,  accompanied  by  a permissive 
Warrant  to  be  by  the  said  Constable  delivered  to  or  left  at  the  residence  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish  where  the  body  may  be  found,  or  to  any  one  of 
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them,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  bury  the  deceased  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
deceased  had  died  a pauper,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Coroner ; should 
the  distance  be  beyond  that  limit,  the  Warrant  shall  direct  the  Constable  to  bury 
the  body  in  a decent  manner,  using  proper  economy,  and  render  an  account  of 
the  costs  and  charges  thereof  to  the  Coroner,  which  with  the  Constables  fees  for 
burying  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Constable  by  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  the  Parish,  wherein  the  body  may  have  been  found,  on  the  order  of  the 
Coroner,  who  shall  state  that  the  charge  is  reasonable  and  proper. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  may  appear  to  the  Coroner  from 
circumstances  that  the  holding  of  an  Inquest  is  not  necessary,  or  when  any  two 
Justices  of  the  Peace  of  any  County  or  City  and  County,  in  which  any  person 
may  have  died  under  circumstances  rendering  it  doubtful  as  to  the  necessity  of 
taking  an  Inquest  do  certify  to  the  Coroner,  that  he  would  be  justified  in  grant- 
ing a permissive  Warrant  for  burial  without  holding  an  inquisition,  the  Coroner 
may  forthwith  issue  his  Warrant  for  that  purpose  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  without  proceeding  to  take  an  inquisition  ; provided  that  nothing  in 
this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  Coroner  from  taking  an  in- 
quisition in  any  case  in  which  he  may  deem  it  necessary. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  every  Inquest  which  a Coroner  shall 
take  on  view  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  may  die  or  be  found  dead  within  his 
County  or  City  and  County,  and  for  all  proceedings  consequent  thereon,  such 
Coroner  and  other  officers  and  persons  for  taking  and  attending  such  Inquest 
shall  receive  and  be  paid  the  fees  mentioned  in  the  Table  marked  (A)  in  the 
Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  which  shall  be  paid  to  such  Coroner  and  other  offi- 
cers and  persons  out  of  the  Public  Funds  of  the  County  or  City  and  County  in 
which  such  Inquest  shall  be  held,  and  that  the  Coroner  out  of  the  same  fund  shall 
be  repaid  all  monies  necessarily  advanced  or  paid  by  him  in  the  taking  such  In- 
quest; Provided  always  before  any  such  fees  or  charges  shall  be  paid,  the  Coro- 
ner shall  make  up  an  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  present  such  account  at  any 
General  Session  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  or  City  and  County  of  which  he  is 
Coroner;  the  Justices  of  which  General  Sessions  shall  at  such  Sessions  pass  an 
order  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  the  event  of  the  Coroner  being  absent  from  the 
District  or  unable  to  attend  from  sickness  or  other  justifiable  cause,  that  any  two 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  or  City  and  County  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  act  in  the  place  and  stead  of  such  Coroner,  so 
far  as  the  provisions  of  this  Act  apply  to  his  judicial  capacity,, and  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  Coroner.

£ -mirrHERBAS  from  a recent  Survey  of  the  Street  or  Highway  through  the 
y f ‘ Town  of  Chatham,  it  appears  that  the  same  in  many  cases  departs 
‘ wholly  from  the  original  record  thereof,  and  that  buildings  have  been  erected 
‘ on  the  recorded  line,  the  removal  of  which  would  cause  much  inconvenience, 
‘ annoyance  and  expence : And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  Highways  have  ex- 
‘ perienced  great  difficulty  in  preventing  encumbrances  thereon,  from  the  bounds 
‘ of  the  said  Street  or  Highway  not  being  properly  defined:  And  whereas  from 
‘ the  buildings  and  erections  in  the  said  Town,  a sufficient  space  is  not  left  to 
‘ enable  the  Commissioners  of  Highways  to  lay  out  and  record  a Street  or  High- 
‘ way  through  the  said  Town  of  the  width  of  four  rods  as  by  Law  is  required: 
‘ And  whereas  great  inconvenience  has  arisen  to  the  public  in  consequence  of 
‘ the  several  Landings  in  the  said  Town  being  obstructed  ; for  remedy  whereof,’ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  appoint  three 
or  more  fit  persons  Commissioners  to  lay  out  a Street  or  Public  Highway  through 
the  Town  of  Chatham,  commencing  at  Coulson’s  Slip,  so  called,  and  terminating 
at  Saint  Andrew’s  Church. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners in  laying  out  the  said  Street  or  Highway  to  adhere  to  the  line  of  road  as 
at  present  used  through  the  said  Town  and  commonly  called  Water  Street,  and 
to  make  the  same  as  wide  and  strait  as  practicable,  not  in  any  case  interfering 
with  buildings  or  the  private  rights  of  individuals. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  forthwith 
after  laying  out  the  said  Street  or  Highway  make  a return  thereof  in  writing  under 
their  hands  into  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Northum- 
berland, who  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  book  kept  for  the  purpose  of  recording 
Roads  or  Highways;  which  return  shall  distinctly  designate  the  marks,  bounds 
and  lines  by  which  the  said  Street  or  Highway  may  be  known  and  ascertained ; 
and  whatsoever  the  said  Commissioners  shall  do  according  to  the  powers  given 
them  in  this  Act  being  so  entered  shall  be  valid  and  good  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatsoever,  and  the  said  Street  or  Highway  when  so  laid  out  and  entered 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  and  used  as  a public  Street  or  Highway  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  public,  in  as  ample  and  full  a manner  as  if  the  same  had  been 
laid  out  and  recorded  under  and  pursuant  to*  the  provisions  and  regulations  of  an 
Act  made  and  passed  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King 
William  the  Fourth,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  repeal  all  the  Laws  now  in  force  for 
regulating,  laying  out  and  repairing  Highways  and  Roads,  and  for  appointing 
Commissioners  and  Surveyors  of  Highways,  in  the  several  Towns  and  Parishes 
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in  this  Province,  and  to  make  more  effectual  provision  for  the  same,”  or  under 
or  pursuant  to  any  Act  of  Assembly  now  in  force  for  establishing  and  regulating 
Highways  in  this  Province. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  under  the  Commissioners 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  the  major  part  of  them  are  hereby  authorized  and  em-  out  the  public 
powered  to  lay  out  or  define  such  of  the  Landings  in  the  Parish  or  Town  of  Cha-  landlI*ss- 
tham  as  shall  be  public  Landings  : Provided  always,  that  they  are  not  in  any  case  Proviso  for  private 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  interfere  with  the  private  rights  of  nghts' 
individuals  without  the  written  consent  of  the  proprietors. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  Landings  as  the  said  Commission-  Record  of  Land- 
ers or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  lay  out  or  define  to  be  public  under  the  pro-  1Dfs  t0  be  made- 
visions  of  this  Act,  such  Commissioners  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  cause  to 

be  recorded  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County,  which  record  when  so 
made  shall  be  good  evidence  of  such  being  public  Landings  in  all  Courts  of  Law 
in  this  Province. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  and  so  soon  as  the  said  Commis-  slips  and  tand- 
sioners  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  have  so  laid  out  and  defined  the  public  and  recorded  to 
Slips  and  Landings  in  the  Town  or  Parish  of  Chatham,  as  directed  in  and  by  the  pL'tTo^thT1 as 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  have  caused  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  manner  Queen’sHighway. 
aforesaid,  such  Slips  and  public  Landings  shall  thereafter  be  considered  and 

taken  to  be  part  of  the  Queen’s  Highway  and  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations that  the  other  Highways  or  public  Roads  and  Streets  of  the  said  Parish 
are  subject  to,  and  all  persons  obstructing  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  the  like 
pains  and  penalties  therefor,  that  any  person  or  persons  is,  are,  or  may  be  subject 
to  by  any  Laws  now  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  in  force  for  preventing  the  obstruc- 
tion of  the  Highways  and  public  Roads  of  the  said  Parish  or  County,  and  be  re- 
covered and  applied  in  like  manner. 

CAP.  XXVIII. 

An  Act  further  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Bastardy. 

a Passed  19 th  March  1841. 

® %^/HEREAS  it  is  considered,  necessary  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to 
v W ‘ Bastardy,  in  the  following  particulars;’ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assent-  Court  of  Session* 
bly,  That  when  application  shall  be  made  to  any  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  iu  charges  against 
Peace,  in  any  County  in  this  Province,  for  an  Order  upon  any'person  charged  andmakesuch’ 
with  being  the  putative  father  of  a bastard  child,  chargeable  on  any  Parish  in  such  ordewa*  may 
County  tor  its  maintenance  and  support,  such  Court  shall  proceed  to  hear  evidence 
therein ; and  if  it  shall  be  satisfied,  after  hearing  the  parties,  that  the  person  so  charg- 
ed is  really  and  in  truth  the  father  of  such  child,  it  shall  make  such  Order  upon  such 
person  in  that  respect,  as  to  such  Court  shall  appear  to  be  just  and  reasonable 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  ; Provided  always,  that  if  such  Order  be  Corroborative  tes- 
made  upon  the  evidence  of  the  mother  of  such  bastard  child,  the  same  shall  be  require™7 be 
corroborated  in  some  material  particular  by  other  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Court,  where  the  Court  may  deem  such  corroborative  testimony  necessary :

‘ intituled  “ An  Act  to  increase  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Central  Bank  of  New 
‘ Brunswick,  and  to  amend  the  Act  incorporating  the  same,”  it  is  enacted,  That 
‘ no  sale  of  such  increased  Stock  shall  be  made  after  the  period  of  five  years  from 
‘ the  passing  of  the  said  Act : And  whereas  there  now  remains  the  sum  of  fifteen 
‘ thousand  pounds  of  such  increased  Capital  Stock  unsold,  and  it  appearing  from 
‘ the  Petition  from  the  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Central  Bank 
‘ that  it  would  not  at  this  time  be  advisable  to  dispose  of  the  said  Stock  so 
‘ remaining  unsold 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and 
Assembly,  That  the  term  for  the  sale  of  the  residue  of  the  said  increased  Stock, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  pounds,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
extended  to  a further  period  of  five  years,  and  that  the  President  and  Directors 
of  the  said  Bank  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  at  such  time  and  times  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  giving  at  least  fifty 
days  notice  in  the  Royal  Gazette  of  the  time  of  such  sale,  stating  in  such  notice 
the  amount  of  the  increased  Stock  it  is  intended  to  sell : Provided  that  no  such 
sale  shall  take  place  for  a less  sum  than  five  thousand*  pounds  at  any  one  time, 
nor  after  the  said  period  of  five  years  from  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  have 
expired.

the  state  and  condition  of  the  several  Banks  relating  to  Savings  in  this  Province, 
and  to  report  thereon  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 
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CAP.  XXXI. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Westmorland  Mining  Company. 

Passed,  19f7t  March  1841. 

£ "m"®/ HERE  AS  the  efficient  opening  and  working  of  Coal  Mines  in  the  Pa- 
WW  ‘ rish  of  Dorchester,  in  the  County  of  Westmorland,  will  be  highly 
‘ advantageous  to  the  Province  : And  whereas  the  amount  of  capital  necessary  to 
c be  invested  in  such  an  undertaking  renders  it  essential  that  the  Company 
* engaged  therein  should  be  incorporated 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  John  Alexander,  Thomas  Keillor,  John  Hickman  and  Silas 
C.  Charters,  their  Associates,  Successors  and  Assigns,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  erected  into  a Company,  and  declared  to  be  a body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  The  Westmorland  Mining  Com'pamy,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
all  the  general  powers  and  privileges  made  incident  to  a Corporation  by  Act  of 
Assembly  of  this  Province,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  working  of  Coal  Mines 
in  the  Parish  of  Dorchester,  in  the  County  of  Westmorland,  and  establishing  all 
necessary  works  therewith  connected,  and  for  the  convenient  carrying  on  and 
managing  the  same. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be 
held  at  Dorchester,  in  the  County  of  Westmorland,  and  shall  be  called  by  John 
Alexander,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  neglect  or  refusal,  by  any  two  of  the  said 
Company,  by  giving  at  least  twenty  days  notice  in  the  Royal  Gazette  published 
in  this  Province,  previous  to  such  meeting. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  shall 
consist  of  the  sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  pounds,  to  be  paid  in  such  money  as 
shall  at  the  time  of  the  several  payments  hereinafter  expressed,  be  a legal  tender 
in  this  Province  ; twenty  five  per  centum  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  to  be  paid  in 
before  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  purchase  any  property,  real  or 
personal,  or  incur  any  debts  ; and  the  remainder  of  the  said  Stock  to  be  paid  at 
such  time  and  times  and  in  such  parts  or  portions  as  the  business  of  the  Companv 
shall  from  time  to  time  require  ; the  whole  amount  of  such  Capital  Stock  to  be 
divided  into  one  thousand  Shares  of  twenty  five  pounds  each. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Joint  Stock  and  Property  of  the  Company 
shall  alone  be  liable  for  the  debts  and  engagements  of  the  Company. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Company  shall  have  power  to  levy  and 
collect  assessments  upon  the  shares  from  time  to  time,  of  such  «ums  of  money  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said  Company,  and 
whenever  any  assessment  shall  be  made  by  the  Stockholders  of  the  Company,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  give  notice  thereof  in  a newspaper  printed 
and  published  in  this  Province,  requiring  payment  of  the  same  within  thirty  days, 
and  if  any  Stockholders  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  amount 
of  such  assessment  upon  his  Shares  at  the  time  prescribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Treasurer  to  advertise  all  such  delinquent  Shares  for  sale  at  Public  Auction, 

■ giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale ; and  all 
shares  upon  which  the  assessment  is  not  then  paid  with  interest  from  the  time 
such  assessment  became  due,  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  after  retain- 
ing the  amount  of  such  assessment  and  interest  due  on  each  share  and  the  ex- 
pense of  advertising  and  selling,  the  residue  (if  any)  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
former  owner,  and  a new  certificate  or  certificates  of  the  shares  so  sold  shall  be 
made  out  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser ; Provided  always,  that  no  assessment 
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shall  be  made  except  by  a vote  of  the  Stockholders  and  a majority  of  all  the 
shares. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  unless  twenty  five  per  centum  of  the  said  Capital

‘ encouragement  thereof,  to  establish  another  Marine  Assurance  Company  at  the 
‘ City  of  Saint  John 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  John  Ward,  William  H.  Street,  John  Kinnear,  Charles 
Ward,  L.  Donaldson,  Thomas  Barlow,  T.  L.  Nicholson,  James  T.  Hanford, 
E.  D.  W.  Ratchford,  John  Duncan,  A.  S.  Demill,  John  Wishart,  John  Ward, 
Junior,  William  M'Cannon,  and  William  Leavitt,  their  associates,  successors  or 
assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  The  Atlantic  Assurance  Company,  and  that  they  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  made  incident  to  a Corporation  by  Act  of  Assembly  in  this 
Province. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Capital  or  Joint  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  consist  of  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  pounds,  to  be  paid  in  such  money  as 
shall  at  the  time  of  the  several  payments  hereinafter  expressed  be  a legal  tender 
in  this  Province  ; five  thousand  pounds,  being  one  tenth  part  thereof,  to  be  paid 
within  ninety  days  after  the  passing  of  this  Act ; five  thousand  pounds,  one  other 
tenth  part  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  within  six  calendar  months  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  ninety  days  ; and  the  remaining  eight  tenths  to  be  paid  at  such 
time  or  times,  and  in  such  parts  or  portions  as  the  Directors  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  Corporation,  or  a majority  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  think 
necessary ; the  whole  amount  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  to  be  divided  into  Shares 
of  twenty  five  pounds  each,  making  in  the  whole  two  thousand  shares. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  during  the 
sixty  days  next  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  or  subscribe 
for  more  than  fifty  shares  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  ; and  if  the  whole  of  the  same 
shall  not  have  been  subscribed  for  within  the  said  sixty  days,  that  then  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  Stockholder  or  Stockholders  to  increase  his,  her  or  their  sub- 
scriptions to  as  many  shares  as  he,  she  or  they  may  think  proper. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  subscribers  for  Stock  or  Shares  in  the 
said  Corporation  shall,  previous  to  the  day  of  the  first  general  meeting  of  the 
members  and  stockholders  of  the  said  Corporation  to  be  called  as  hereafter  men- 
tioned, pay  into  the  hands  of  such  person  or  persons  as  the  persons  mentioned 
by  name  in  and  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  in 
case  of  the  death  of  any  of  them,  the  major  part  of  the  survivors,  may  direct,  a 
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deposit  of  two  and  one  half  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  Capital  Stock  of  the 
said  Corporation  for  which  they  shall  have  subscribed  ; and  the  said  deposit  shall 
be  taken  and  allowed  to  every  subscriber  who  shall  pay  the  same,  as  part  and 
out  of  the  first  one  tenth  part  of  the  Capital  Stock  required  to  be  paid  in  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  Act ; and  every  subscriber  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  in  the  said  deposit,  shall  for  every  share  in  respect  of  which  he  or  she  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  in,  be  deemed  a defaulter,  and  the  said  share  or  shares 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Corporation  ; and  no  subscriber  shall  upon  any  pretence 
whatever  vote  at  the  said  first  general  meeting  in  respect  of  any  share  or  shares 
upon  which  he  or  she  shall  not  have  paid  the  said  deposit. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  stockholder  or  subscriber  shall,  within  the  ^"tock  to  be  °n 
said  ninety  days  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Directors  paid  with  in  ninety 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Corporation,  or  into  the  hands  of  such  person  or  given  for  the  re- 
persons  as  they  or  a majority  of  them  shall  appoint,  one  tenth  part  on  the  whole  mainder* 
amount  of  his  or  her  share  or  shares,  deducting  the  deposit  mentioned  in  the 

fourth  section  of  this  Act,  and  shall  give  to  the  President  and  Directors  herein- 
after mentioned,  good  and  satisfactory  security,  either  by  Bond  and  Mortgage  on

and  establishing  such  Bye  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Regulations  for  the  good  order 
and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  Corporation,  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary, and  also  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  nine  Directors,  being  members  and 
stockholders  of  the  said  Corporation,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  hereinafter  made  ; which  Directors  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be  convenient,  meet  together  and  choose  out  of  their,  number  a President,  and 
shall  also  appoint  at  the  same  time  or  at  any  future  meeting,  a Secretary  and  so 
many  and  such  other  officers,  clerks,  servants  and  agents  for  carrying  on  the  said 
business  as  they  shall  deem  requisite,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  or  at  any  future 
meeting,  accept  and  receive  what  remains  due  of  the  first  instalment  of  the  ten 
per  centum  on  each  subscriber  or  stockholder’s  share  or  subscription,  and  shall 
take  from  each  subscriber  such  securities  for  the  remainder  of  their  subscriptions 
as  is  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  and  shall  commence  the  operations  of  the  said

And  be  it  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a General  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Stockholders  and  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  present  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty  one,  at  the  City  of  Saint  John  ; at  which  annual  meeting  there  shall  be 
chosen  by  a majority  of  the  stockholders  and  members  of  the  said  Corporation 
then  present  or  represented  by  proxy,  out  of  all  the  stockholders  and  members 
of  the  said  Corporation,  nine  Directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  room  ; in  the  choice  of  which  Directors  the 
stockholders  and  members  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  vote  according  to  the 
rule  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  Directors  when  chosen,  or  the  majority  of 
them,  shall  at  their  first  meeting  after  their  election  choose  out  of  their  number  a 
President,  who  is  to  be  chosen  by  a majority  of  votes  ; Provided  always,  that  five 
of  the  Directors  in  office  shall  be  re-elected,  of  whom  the  President  shall  always 
be  one. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Directors  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Corporation  shall  have  power  to  do  and  execute  all  the  matters  and  things  con- 
tained in  the  preceding  Sections  of  this  Act,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  left  unexe- 
cuted by  the  Directors  therein  mentioned,  and  that  they  shall  manage  the  whole 
concerns  of  the  said  Corporation,  agreeably  to  this  Act  of  Incorporation  and  such 
Bye  Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  as  the  Stockholders  and  Members  thereof  may 
from  time  to  time  establish ; and  also  do  and  execute  all  other  matters  and  things 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Corporation  ; and  also  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  and  to  remove  at  pleasure  a Secretary  and  such  other  Officers, 
Clerks  and  Agents  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  think  necessary  for 
executing  the  business  of  the  said  Corporation ; and  shall  allow  the  said  Secre- 
tary. Officers,  Clerks,  Agents  and  servants  such  compensation  for  their  respec- 
tive services,  as  to  them  the  said  Directors  shall  appear  reasonable  and  proper ;

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except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  necessary  absence,  in  which  case  the  Directors  pre- 
sent may  choose  one  of  their  Board  as  Chairman  for  the  time  being ; that  all 
questions  relating  to  any  business  to  be  transacted  at  the  Board  shall  be  decided 
by  a majority  of  the  votes  of  Directors  then  present,  and  that  no  Director  shall 
have  more  than  one  vote,  except  the  President  or  Chairman  so  chosen  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  vote  at  the  Board  as  a Director  and  shall  also  have  a casting  vote 
in  all  questions  when  the  votes  shall  happen  to  be  equal. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  salary  or  em- 
olument for  his  services,  but  that  the  Stockholders  of  the  said  Corporation  may 
make  such  compensation  to  the  President  as  to  them  shall  appear  reasonable. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  hereafter  to  be  appointed  Secretary

And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  a Director  unless 
such  person  is  a Stockholder  and  holds  not  less  than  twenty  shares  of  the  Capital 

• Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  in  his  own  right. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  on  every  occasion,  when  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  votes  of  the  Stockholders  are  to  be  given,  every  Stock- 
holder may  vote  by  proxy,  provided  such  proxy  be  a Stockholder,  and  previous  to 
voting,  produce  a sufficient  authority  in  writing  from  his  constituent  or  consti- 
tuents so  to  act ; that  all  questions  be  decided  by  a majority  of  the  votes  of  all 
the  Stockholders  then  present  or  represented  by  proxy  ; and  that  the  number  of 
votes  which  each  shall  be  entitled  to  give  shall  be  one  vote  for  each  share  he  or 
she  may  hold  in  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation,  provided  that  no  Stock- 
holder shall  hold  at  any  one  time  more  than  five  proxies,  and  provided  also  that 
no  Stockholder  be  allowed  to  give  more  than  one  hundred  votes  upon  any  ques- 
tion, either  in  respect  of  his  own  shares  or  in  respect  of  any  proxy  or  proxies  of 
which  he  may  be  the  holder. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  it  should  so  happen  that  the  Directors  should 
not  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  any  year  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  choose  them  on  any  other  day,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  in 
the  forenoon  and  four  in  the  afternoon  of  the  said  day,  upon  giving  fourteen  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  which  shall  take  place  in  the  said  City  of 
Saint  John;  and  in  case  any  Director  shall  disqualify  himself  by  the  sale,  dis- 
posal or  transfer  of  his  shares  or  any  of  them,  so  as  to  reduce  his  interest  in  the 
said  Capital  Stock  to  less  than  twenty  shares,  or  in  case  of  the  removal  of  a Di- 
rector by  the  Stockholders  for  misconduct  or  mal-administration,  his  place  shall 
be  filled  up  by  the  said  Stockholders,  fourteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  being  first  given  ; and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  among  the  said  Direc- 
tors by  death,  resignation  or  absence  from  the  Province  for  three  months,  the 
said  Directors  for  the  time  being  shall  and  may,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  fill  up  the 
same  by  choosing  one  of  the  said  Stockholders,  and  the  person  so  chosen  by  the 
said  Stockholders  or  by  the  said  Directors  shall  serve  until  another  be  chosen  in 
his  room. 

XV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  the  said  first  instalment  of  five  thou- 
sand pounds  shall  have  been  actually  paid,  in  manner  and  form  as  is  hereinbefore 
provided,  on  account  of  the  subscriptions  to  the  said  Capital  Stock,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  this  Province,  and 
the  Directors  shall  commence  with  the  business  and  operations  of  the  said 

Corporation ; 
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Corporation ; Provided  always,  that  no  Insurance  shall  be  effected  until  the  said 
sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  shall  be  actually  paid  in  and  received  on  account  of 
the  subscriptions  to  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation. 

XVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  make 
Marine  Insurance  on  vessels,  freights,  monies,  goods  and  effects,  and  in  case  of 
money  lent  upon  bottomry  and  respondentia,  and  to  fix  the  premiums  and  terms 
of  payment ; and  all  Policies  of  Insurance  by  them  made  shall  be  subscribed  by 
the  President,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  absence,  sickness  or  inability,  by  any  two 
of  the  Directors,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, or  in  case  of  the  sickness,  absence  or  inability  of  the  said  Secretary,  then 
by  such  person  as  the  Directors  or  a majority  of  them  may  appoint  to  act  in  his 
stead,  and  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  the  said  Corporation ; and  that  all 
losses  duly  arising  under  any  Policy  so  subscribed  and  countersigned,  shall  and 
may  be  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  same  shall  be 
binding  on  the  said  Corporation,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  assured  within  sixty 
days  after  such  adjustment ; provided  always  that  the  said  Directors  shall  not 
in  any  case  make  Insurance  on  any  single  risk  to  an  amount  exceeding  five 
thousand  pounds. 

XVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  of  the  said 
Corporation,  or  a quorum  thereof,  to  make  half  yearly  Dividends  of  all  the  profits, 
rents,  premiums  and  interest  of  the  said  Corporation,  or  of  so  much  thereof  as 
they  shall  think  fit,  payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  said  Directers  or  a quo- 
rum thereof  shall  appoint,  of  which  they  shall  give  thirty  days  previous  notice  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  this  Province  ; provided  that  the  mo- 
nies received  and  notes  taken  for  premiums  of  risks  which  shall  be  undetermined 
and  out  standing  at  the  time  of  making  any  such  dividend,  shall  not  be  considered 
as  part  of  the  profits  of  the  said  Corporation  ; and  provided  further,  that  if  the 
amount  of  the  Capital  Stock  paid  as  by  this  Act  is  required,  shall  be  by  any 
means  reduced  to  a sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  pounds,  then  and  in  such  case 
no  dividend  or  dividends  whatsoever  shall  be  declared  or  made  until  a sum  equal 
to  the  said  sum  of  ten  thousand  pounds  shall  be  vested  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Corporation. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  take,  receive,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  any  lands,  tenements  and  real 
estate  and  rents  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  five  thousand  pounds  ; provided 
nevertheless,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  said  Corporation 
from  taking  or  holding  real  estate  or  chattels  to  any  amount  whatsoever  by  mort- 
gage taken  as  collateral  security  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  or  sums  advanced 
by  or  debts  due  to  the  said  Corporation,  or  for  security  of  the  payment  of  the 
amount  of  such  part  of  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  as  shall  at  any 
time  or  times  remain  unpaid. 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation,  col- 
lected at  each  instalment  and  at  the  time  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  by  the 
said  Directors  invested  and  disposed  of  in  such  public  funds,  or  to  such  public 
or  corporate  Bodies  or  Associations  or  joint  Companies  as  may  by  the  said  Di- 
rectors be  deemed  advisable ; and  in  the  event  of  there  being  no  public  funds  or 
public  or  corporate  Bodies  or  Associations  or  joint  Companies  to  which  the  same 
can  be  advantageously  lent  and  disposed  of,  or  in  which  the  same  can  be  safely 
invested,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Directors  or  a majority  of 
them,  to  apply  the  same  and  dispose  thereof  by  letting  the  same  out  at  interest 
upon  the  security  of  lands,  or  upon  other  security,  as  they  may  think  fit ; 

provided 
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provided  always,  that  no  monies  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  put  out  at  interest, 
nor  any  security  taken  for  the  same,  either  by  Bond  or  Mortgage,  or  Bill  or 
Note,  or  otherwise,  for  a shorter  period  than  one  year ; provided  also*  that  no 
loan  of  the  Capital  Stock  at  any  time  to  be  created  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  directly  or  indirectly  to  any  Director  of 
the  said  Company,  nor  shall  any  such  Director  be  a party  to  any  security  for  any 
such  loan,  and  no  Stockholder  to  whom  any  part  of  the  said  Capital  Stock  shall 
have  been  lent,  shall  be  eligible  as  a Director  while  the  loan  continues. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  said  Corporation  to  use,  apply  and  dispose  of  the  monies  arising  in  the 
course  of  the  dealing  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  all  the  profits,  rents,  premiums 
and  interest  thereof,  by  letting  the  same  out  at  interest,  either  upon  the  security 
of  lands  or  other  property,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Directors  thereof  may  think  fit, 
any  thing. contained  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  the  restric- 
tions as  to  loans  to  the  Directors,  and  to  the  eligibility  as  Directors  of  Stockhol- 
ders to  whom  money  may  have  been  loaned,  which  are  contained  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding Section,  with  regard  to  the  Capital  Stock,  shall  extend  and  apply  in  all  re- 
spects to  any  loans  of  money  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  present  Section,  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  same  were  repeated  here. 

XXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation  shall  not  directly  or  indi- 
rectly deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  what- 
soever ; Provided  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to 
take,  receive,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  any  ships,  goods,  merchandize  or  chattels 
whatsoever  which  shall  have  been  abandoned  to  the  said  Corporation,  by  reason 
of  any  loss  or  damage  having  occurred  to  the  same,  and  shall  and  may  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  same  at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such  manner  as  to  the  said  Di- 
rectors for  the  time  being  shall  seem  expedient. 

XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  shares  or  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration shall  be  assignable  or  transferable  according  to  such  Rules  and  Regulations 
as  may  be  by  the  Members  and  Stockholders  established  in  that  behalf,  but  no 
assignment  or  transfer  shall  be  valid  or  effectual  unless  such  assignment  or  trans- 
fer shall  be  enterec^and  registered  in  a book  to  be  kept  by  the  Directors  for  that 
purpose,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  fractional  part  of  a Share  be  assignable  or  trans- 
ferable, and  that  whenever  any  Stockholder  shall  transfer  in  manner  aforesaid 
all  his  or  her  Stock  or  Shares  in  the  said  Corporation  to  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons whomsoever,  such  person  shall  cease  to  be  a Member  of  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, and  the  person  or  persons  so  purchasing  shall  become  a Member  of  the  said 
Corporation  in  his  or  her  stead  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  subject 
to  all  the  liabilities  as  such. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  any  loss  or  losses  taking  place, 
which  shall  be  equal  to  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors  after  knowing  of  such  loss  or  losses  taking  place,  shall  make 
any  further  Policy  of  Assurance,  they  and  their  Estates  jointly  and  severally  shall 
be  accountable  for  the  amount  of  any  and  every  loss  which  shall  take  place  under 
such  Policy  or  Policies  so  made. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Joint  Stock  or  property  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration shall  be  alone  responsible  for  the  debts  and  engagements  of  the  said 
Corporation,  and  that  no  person  or  persons  who  shall  or  may  have  dealings  with 
the  said  Corporation,  shall  on  any  pretence  whatever  have  recourse  against  the 
separate  property  of  any  present  or  future  member  or  members  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration or  against  their  person  or  persons  further  than  is  in  this  Act  provided.

XXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  bonds  and  other  securities  of  what  nature 
or  kind  soever,  taken  for  the  payment  of  the  second  instalment  and  residue  of 
the  said  Capital  Stock  as  is  hereinbefore  directed,  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
renewed  or  changed,  and  other  and  further  security  or  securities  for  the  same  be 
given  as  is  provided  in  and  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  Act,  and  in  case  of  any 
refusal  or  delay  to  renew  or  change  any  such  security  or  securities  or  to  give  and 
grant  other  and  further  security  or  securities  therefor,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
Directors  or  a majority  thereof,  within  thirty  days  after  notice  thereof  being  given, 
then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  Directors  or  a 
majority  of  them,  to  cause  such  proceedings  both  in  law  and  equity,  or  either,  as  may 
be  deemed  requisite  to  be  taken  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  of  such  several  and 
respective  securities,  or  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  Directors, 
or  a majority  of  them,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  to  declare  the  shares  in  the  Capital 
Stock  of  the  said  Corporation  for  the  amount  of  the  residue  of  which  such  security 
or  securities  shall  have  been  given,  forfeited  to  the  said  Corporation,  together 
with  all  deposits,  instalments,  interests,  profits  or  dividends  thereto  belonging, 
and  that  such  stock  so  forfeited  shall  be  sold  by  public  auction  for  and  on  account 
of  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  shall  give  such 
security  or  securities  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  to  the  said  Corporation, 
on  account  of  such  forfeited  shares,  at  the  time  of  such  forfeiture  as  is  hereinbe- 
fore provided,  and  shall  likewise  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  any 
thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  books,  papers,  correspondence  and  all 
other  matters  and  things  belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors  or  any  of  them,  but  no  Stockholder,  not 
a Director,  shall  inspect  the  account  of  any  individual  or  corporate  body  with  the 
said  Corporation. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Directors  shall  at  the  general  meeting  to 
be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  each  and  every  year,  lay  before  the 
Stockholders  for  their  information,  an  exact  and  particular  statement  in  triplicate, 
of  the  then  state  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  said  Corporation,  agreeably  to 
the  several  regulations  of  this  Act,  and  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
by  the  Members  and  Stockholders  of  the  said  Corporation  be  made  by  virtue 
hereof,  so  as  the  same  may  contain  a true  account  of  the  whole  of  the  affairs  of 
the  said  Corporation,  which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  Directors  and 
attested  on  oath  or  affirmation  by  the  Secretary,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  sick- 
ness or  inability  to  attend,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  Directors  or  any 
quorum  thereof  may  appoint  to  act  in  his  stead,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Province  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Legislature ; Pro- 
vided always,  that  the  rendering  such  statement  shall  not  extend  to  give  any  right 
to  the  Stockholders  not  being  Directors  to  inspect  the  account  of  any  individual 
or  individuals  with  the  said  Corporation. 

XXVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Joint  Committee  hereafter  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  House  of  Assembly 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  into  the  proceedings  of  the  Corporation,  shall,  either 
during  the  Session  or  prorogation  of  the  General  Assembly  have  free  access  to 
all  the  Books  and  Accounts  of  the  same. 

XXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  number  of  Stockholders  not  less  than 
twenty,  who  together  shall  be  proprietors  of  one  thousand  shares,  shall  have 
power  at  any  time,  by  themselves  or  their  proxies,  to  call  a general  meeting  of 
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the  Stockholders  for  any  purpose  relating  to  the  business  of  the  said  Corporation, 
other  than  a dissolution  thereof,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice  in  two  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  this  Province,  and  specifying  in  such  notice  the  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting,  with  the  objects  thereof ; and  the  Directors,  or  any 
five  of  them,  shall  have  the  like  power  at  any  time,  upon  observing  the  like  for- 
malities, to  call  a general  meeting  as  aforesaid. 

XXX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  number  of  Stockholders  not  less  than 
thirty;  who  together  shall  be  proprietors  of  fifteen  hundred  shares  in  the  Capital 
Stock  of  the  said  Corporation,  shall  have  power  at  any  time,  by  themselves  or 
their  proxies,  to  call  a general  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  dissolving  the  said  Corporation,  giving 
at  least  three  months  previous  notice  in  two  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published 
in  this  Province,  and  specifying  in  such  notice  the  time  and  place  of  such  meet- 
ing, with  the  object  thereof ; and  should  it  be  agreed  upon  at  such  meeting  that 
the  said  Corporation  should  be  dissolved,  such  Stockholders  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  empowered  to  take  all  legal  and  necessary  ways  and  means  to  dissolve 
the  said  Corporation  ; and  upon  such  or  any  other  dissolution  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, the  Directors  then  in  office  shall  take  immediate  and  effectual  measures 
for  closing  the  concerns  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  for  dividing  the  capital  and 
profits  which  may  remain  among  the  Stockholders  in  proportion  to  their  respec- 
tive shares. 

XXXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  on 
the  first  Thursday  in  January  in  each  and  every  year  make  a return  in  triplicate 
of  the  state  of  affairs  of  the  said  Corporation,  as  they  existed  at  three  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  and  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  same  to  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Province  ; which  Return  shall  specify  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  risks  at  that  time  taken  by  the  said  Corporation,  the  amount  of  losses  incurred 
during  the  preceding  year,  the  amount  of  Capital  actually  paid  in  and  how  the 
same  has  been  invested  and  secured,  also  a particular  statement  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  residue  of  the  Capital  has  been  secured,  the  amount  of  the  dividends 
for  the  preceding  year  and  when  declared,  together  with  the  amount  of  surplus 
profits,  if  any,  then  belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  and  how  the  same  have 
been  invested  ancf  secured,  the  amount  of  Real  Estate  owned  by  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, together  with  a particular  statement  of  all  other  affairs  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration ; which  Return  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Corporation, 
who  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  before  som^  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  City 
and  County  of  Saint  John  to  the  truth  of  the  said  Return  according  to  the  best  of 
his  knowledge  and  belief ; and  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  also  at 
the  same  time  make  a Return,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  of  the  names  of  the 
Stockholders  and  the  amount  of  Stock  owned  by  each,  and  a majority  of  the 
•Directors  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  certify  and  make  oath  or  affirmation  before 
the  same  Justice  of  the  Peace  that  the  Books  of  the  said  Corporation  indicate  the 
state  of  facts  so  returned  by  their  Secretary,  and  that  they  have  full  confidence 
in  the  truth  of  the  Return  so  made  by  him ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Province  annually  to  lay  before  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  so 
soon  after  the  opening  of  the  Session  as  practicable,  such  Returns  as  aforesaid  as 
he  may  have  received  since  the  then  next  previous  Session. 

XXXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until 
the  first  day  of  May  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty  one.

An  Act  in  addition  to  the  Registry  Acts  of  this  Province. 

Passed  19 th  March  1841. 

£ WTHEREAS  it  was  the  object  and  intention  of  an  Act  made  and  passed 
‘in  the  second  year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
1 “ An  Act  to  declare  the  priority  of  Registered  Deeds  and  other  incumbrances 
c upon  Land,”  to  declare  the  Law  as  it  stands  under  the  Registry  Acts  of  this 
‘ Province  with  regard  to  tacking  together  mortgages  and  other  incumbrances  on 
‘ Land : And  whereas  doubts  are  entertained  whether  the  terms  used  in  the  said 
‘ Act  will  not  give  it  a more  extensive  operation  than  was  intended  ; for  remedy 
‘ whereof,’ 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly, That  the  said  recited  Act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed : and  in  lieu 
thereof, 

II.  Be  it  declared  and  enacted,  That  no  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  incum- 
brance on  Land,  shall  have  any  priority  or  effect  by  reason  of  being  held  by  or 
vested  in  the  same  person  with  another  mortgage  or  incumbrance  of  prior  date 
and  registry,  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  which  will  be 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  two,  Judgments  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Province  shall  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from 
the  time  of  the  registry  of  a Memorial  thereof,  as  required  in  and  by  the  pro-

Provkft.  Provided  always,  that  any  bona  fide  sale  of  such  Lands,  Tenements  or  Heredita- 

ments which  may  have  taken  place  under  execution  issued  on  any  such  Judg- 
ment, before  the  registry  of  the  deed  or  conveyance  to  such  purchaser  or  Mort- 
gagee shall  in  no  wise  be  affected  by  this  Act.

CAP.  XXXIV. 


An  Act  imposing  Duties  for  raising  a Revenue. 

Passed  2 6th  March  1841. 

E,  Her  Majesty’s  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Assembly  of  New 
‘ Brunswick  in  General  Assembly  convened,  for  raising  the  necessary 
‘ supplies  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Iier  Majesty’s  Government  within  this  Pro- 
c vince,  have  freely  resolved  to  give  and  grant  to  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent 
* Majesty  the  several  rates  and  duties  in  the  Schedule  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
c do  therefore  pray  Your  Excellency  that  it  may  be  enacted  ;’ 

Duties  granted  for  I.  And  be  it  enacted  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with 
vince  and  support  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  and  by  the  au- 
on^iciTs^edfi1-1  thority  of  the  same,  that  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  which  will.be  in  this  - 
present  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  one,  there  be  and 
are  hereby  granted  to  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Suc- 
cessors, for  the  use  of  this  Province  and  for  the  support  of  the  Government  thereof, 
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the  several  rates  and  duties  inserted,  described  and  set  forth  in  figures  in  the 
Table  of  duties  hereinafter  contained,  denominated  “ Schedule  of  Articles  subject 
to  duty  and  Articles  exempted  from  duty,”  opposite  to  and  against  the  respective 
Articles  in  the  said  Table  or  Schedule  mentioned,  described  and  enumerated, 
and  according  to  the  value,  number  or  quantity  of  such  Articles  therein  specified, 
whether  imported  or  brought  into  this  Province  either  by  sea,  by  inland  naviga- 
tion or  by  land,  from  any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  or  from  any  Foreign  port  or 
place,  or  which  may  be  saved  from  any  wrecked  or  stranded  Ship  or  Vessel. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  several  duties  hereinbefore  imposed  and  in 
the  said  Table  or  Schedule  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  by  the  importer  or  importers 
of  such  Articles  respectively,  and  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  be  in  addition  to  and 
over  and  above  any  duties  which  are  or  may  be  imposed  and  collected  by  any 
Act  or  Acts  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  and  shall  be  collected  and  secured  by 
means  and  under  the  regulations  and  penalties,  and  shall  be  drawn  back  on  expor- 
tation or  warehoused  in  the  way  and  manner  provided  by  any  Act  or  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  collecting  the  Revenue  of  the  Province. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  goods  which  shall  have  been  warehoused  in 
this  Province  before  this  Act  comes  into  operation,  and  which  shall  remain  so 
warehoused  after  the  operation  thereof  commences,  and  on  which  the  Provincial 
duties  heretofore  imposed  have  not  been  paid  or  secured  by  a subsisting  or  con- 
tinuing security,  shall  in  lieu  of  all  former  duties  become  liable  to  and  be  charged 
with  Provincial  duties  hereby  imposed  on  the  like  goods  and  merchandize,  and  shall 
be  paid  at  the  time  of  taking  such  goods  and  merchandize  out  of  the  warehouse. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  articles  that  shall  have  been  ware- 
housed, or  on  which  duties  shall  have  been  paid  under  this  or  any  other  previous 
Act,  shall  be  exported  for  the  use  of  the  deep  Sea  or  Whale  Fisheries,  the  amount 
of  such  duties  shall  be  repaid  to  the  exporter  by  the  Treasurer,  or  Deputy  Trea- 
surer, or  the  Warehouse  Bond  cancelled,  on  affidavit  (of  the  exporter)  of  the 
same  having  been  so  exported,  for  the  use  aforesaid. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  duties  Avhich  may  be  paid  upon  any  Articles 
seized  by  the  Officers  of  Her  Majesty’s  Customs,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
to  the  person  or  persons  making  such  seizure,  as  a Bounty  for  such  seizure. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  duties  by  this  Act  imposed  shall  be  collected, 
paid  and  received  according  to  the  weights  and  measures  now  in  use  in  this  Pro- 
vince ; and  that  in  all  cases  where  the  said  Colonial  duties  are  in  this  Act  imposed 
according  to  any  specific  quantity  or  any  specific  value  or  number,  the  same  shall 
be  deemed  to  apply  in  the  same  proportion  to  any  greater  or  less  quantity,  value 
or  number. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  until  the 
first  day  of  April  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty  two.

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  a sum  Depot  for  Militia 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  twenty  five  pounds  to  be  applied  for  the  erection  ' rm"’ 
of  a Building  for  the  Militia  Arms  and  Clothing. 

To  William  M ‘Donald,  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  for  teaching  a School  in  the  w.M'Donaid. 
Parish  of  Sackville,  County  of  Westmorland,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty,  in  lieu  of  any  sum  he  may  be  entitled  to  under  the  Act  rela- 
ting to  Parish  Schools. 


To  Robert  Matlieson,  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  for  teaching  a School  in  the  k.  Matheson. 
Parish  of  Bathurst,  County  of  Gloucester,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty  ; the  above  being  in  lieu  of  any  allowance  to  which  he  might  have 
been  entitled  to  under  the  Act  relating  to  Parish  Schools. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum  superintendent  of 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight  pounds  eighteen  shillings  and  seven  pence,  to  L*bht  H m ^ 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Light  Houses  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  the  balance  of  his  salary  at  the  rate  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  per  annum,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Light  Houses. 


To  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John,  the  sum  of  xewGaoimSamt 
one  thousand  pounds,  in  aid  of  Assessments  for  building  a new  Gaol  in  the  said 
City,  the  same  not  to  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  until  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty  two. 

To  Henry  Chubb,  the  sum  of  sixty  one  pounds  ten  shillings,  being  amount  of  h.  Chubb, 
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his  account  for  printing  Doctor  Gesner's  third  Geological  Report,  and  Captain 
Robb’s  Report  on  the  Fisheries  and  the  navigation  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  towards  running  the  Division  Lines  between  Kent  and  Northum- 
berland. 

To  the  Joint  Library  Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  sterling  towards  completing  the  necessary  importa- 
tions and  fitting  up  the  Library  in  pursuance  to  the  Resolution  of  this  House  of 
the  eighteenth  instant. 

To  such  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  as  may  be  appointed  by  His  Excel- 
lency the  Lieutenant  Governor,  such  sum  as  will  be  sufficient  to  purchase  a Bill 
or  Bills  of  Exchange  on  London,  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  five  hundred 
pounds  sterling,  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a service  of  Plate  on  His  Excel- 
lency’s retirement  from  the  Government  of  this  Province,  agreeably  to  the  Reso- 
lution which  passed  the  House  on  Thursday  the  eighteenth  of  March  instant. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  and  promoting 
Immigration  to  this  Province  : the  said  sum  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  pounds  to  provide  for  the  printing  of  the  Deci- 
sions of  the  Supreme  Court  as  reported  by  D.  S.  Kerr,  Esquire. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  one  pounds  and  four  pence  to  reimburse  the  Com- 
missioner for  erecting  a Public  Wharf  and  Ferry  Landing  at  Nixon’s  Ferry, 
Fredericton,  the  balance  due  him. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Government  House,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  sixty  five  pounds  twelve  shillings  and  eleven  pence  to  reimburse 
James  Taylor,  Senior,  and  Company,  for  monies  advanced  for  repairs  of 
Government  House,  new  out  houses,  fences,  &c.  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty. 

To  the  Keeper  of  the  Light  House  on  Gannet  Rock,  the  sum  of  thirty  five 
pounds  ; to  the  Keeper  of  the  Light  House  on  the  Thrump  Cap,  at  Quaco,  fifty 
pounds ; and  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Light  House  on  Macliias  Seal  Island,  the  sum 
of  ten  pounds,  in  addition  to  the  appropriations  made  for  these  services  on  twenty 
seventh  January  last;  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the  Light  House  Fund. 

To  William  Segee,  Junior,  one  of  the  Stagemen  of  this  House,  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen pounds,  being  amount  of  Duties  paid  by  him  on  a pair  of  Horses  and  a 
Coach  imported  from  the  United  States. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  the  purpose  of  widening  and  deepening  the 
Canal  between  South  Bay  and  Musquito  Cove  near  the  mouth  of  the  River  Saint 
John.  To 
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To  Samuel  Halstead,  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds  to  remunerate  him  in  part  of  S.  Halstead  ex- 
expenses  incurred  as  a Commissioner  of  Bye  Roads  in  Westmorland,  by  reason  commissioner, 
of  an  indictment  preferred  against  sundry  persons  resisting  him  in  the  execution 
of  his  duty. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum  j.  ciarke, settler 
of  ten  pounds  to  enable  James  Clarke,  a new  settler  on  the  Great  Road 
Fredericton  to  Saint  Andrews,  to  build  a Barn  at  his  place  of  residence  on  the  Andrews- 
said  Road  ; the  same  to  be  paid  when  it  shall  be  certified  to  His  Excellency  that 
a Barn  with  proper  stalls  for  the  accommodation  of  four  horses  has  been 
completed. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  twenty  pounds  to  explore  and  open  a line  of  Road  upon  the  South  West  Branch 
of  the  River  Miramichi  from  Porter’s  Brook  to  the  Upper  Settlement,  a distance 
of  four  miles,  on  the  dividing  line  of  the  Counties  of  York  and  Northumberland. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  for  repairing  qnd  building  the  Bridges  on  the  Road  from  the  Rock 
at  Head  Harbour  Light  to  the  ‘Island  of  Campo  Bello  ; and  also  fifty  pounds  to- 
wards making  a Road  from  the  Public  Road,  near  Tmgley’s,  to  the  Light  House 
at  Cape  Enrage,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Light  Houses  of 
the  twenty  sixth  February  last,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the  Light  House  Fund. 

The  sum  of  ten  pounds  appropriated  last  Session  for  the  Road  leading  from 
Thomas  Gee’s  to  a back  Settlement  in  the  County  of  Carleton,  be  re-appropriated, 
and  that  the  same  be  granted  for  the  new  Wharf  near  the  Meduxnikick  Bridge 
in  the  said  County. 

The  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  for  extend- 
ing the  Breakwater  in  Quaco,  be  re-appropriated  and  laid  out  as  follows:  on  the 
new  line  of  Road  from  Vaughan’s  Creek  in  Quaco  to  Noah  Tabor’s,  Shepody 
Road,  laid  out  by  Deputy  Surveyor  Kelleher. 

To  Edmund  Ward,  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  to  remunerate  him  in  part  for  ex- 
penses incurred  in  printing  an  account  of  New  Brunswick. 

To  John  Clark,  Junior,  Contractor  for  the  Hammond  River  Bridge,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  pounds  to  reimburse  him  for  work  done  on  same  beyond  his  con- 
tract. 

To  William  Watts,  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  for  his  praiseworthy  exertions  as 
a Nurseryman,  Seedsman,  and  Florist. 

To  T.  C.  Gallagher,  the  sum  of  twelve  pounds  fifteen  shillings  and  eight  pence 
to  reimburse  him  for  duties  paid  on  manufactured  Treenails  imported  from  the 
United  States  for  the  Great  Bridge  erected  in  the  Parish  of  Sackville  on  the 
Great  Road  of  Communication  between  Saint  John  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Line. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  a sum  copper  Coinage, 
not  exceeding  three  thousand  pounds  sterling  to  procure  a proper  Copper  Coin 
for  the  Province. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum  county  tine., 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  extend  the  division  Line  of  the  Counties  of 
King’s,  Queen’s  and  Sunbury,  with  the  Counties  of  Kent  and  Northumberland. 

To  Elizabeth  Gibb,  of  Saint  Andrews,  widow  of  the  late  William  Gibb,  the  e.  Gibb, 
sum  of  ten  pounds  to  aid  her  present  distressed  and  destitute  condition,  her 
husband  having  lost  his  life  in  consequence  of  injury  received  while  adjusting 
the  Lamps  at  the  Light  House  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  that  no  further  grant  be  made  for  this  widow. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum  staff  Adjutant 
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of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  provide  for  the  services  of  the  Staff  Adjutant  of 
Militia  in  drilling  the  Frontier  Battalions  of  Militia  for  the  present  year,  and 
a sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  pay  unavoidable  expenses 
attendant  upon  those  important  services. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  forty  pounds  eleven  shillings  to  pay  Archibald  M'Lean  balance  of  labour  per- 
formed on  the  Road  from  Fredericton  to  Petitcodiac  ; the  same  to  be  taken  from 
that  part  of  the  grant  for  the  said  Road  leading  from  Fredericton  to  Salmon 
River. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  forty  two  pounds  seventeen  shillings  and  six  pence  to  remunerate  Thomas 
Davis  for  balance  due  him  for  building  a Bridge  over  the  River  Magaguadavic, 
at  the  Upper  Mills,  so  called. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  twenty  five  pounds  to  be  paid  to  James  Schoales  as  a bounty  for  the  erection  of 
a superior  Flour  and  Oat  Mill  and  Kiln  in  the  Emigrant  Settlement  in  the  Parish 
of  Upham,  King’s  County. 

To  William  B.  Phair,  Esquire,  Postmaster  at  Fredericton,  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred and  forty  nine  pounds  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  for  the  Postage  of  the 
Legislature  during  the  present  Session. 

To  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  and  ninety 
five  pounds  fourteen  shillings  and  one  penny  for  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  the 
present  Session. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  before  mentioned  sums  of  money  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  by  Warrant  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council,  out  of  the  monies  now  in  the  Treasury,  or 
as  payment  may  be  made  at  the  same. 


CAP.  XXXVII. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  opening  and  repairing  Roads  and  erecting  Bridges  throughout  the 

Province. 

Passed  2 Gth  March  1841. 

I ^ enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  As- 

M.M  sembly,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Pro- 
vince to  such  persons  as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Comman- 
der in  Chief  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  sums  already 
granted,  the  following  sums  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  towards  paying  Stephen  Burpe  the  balance  due  for  building  a 
public  Wharf  or  Landing  in  the  Parish  of  Sheffield,  County  of  Sunbury. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  to  improve  the  Road  from  the  Great  Falls 
to  the  Little  Falls  of  the  Madawaska,  and  to  build  a Bridge  at  the  Grand  Falls, 
and  the  further  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  same  Road,  so 
soon  as  the  amount  due  from  the  Disputed  Territory  Fund  is  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  Road  from  Saint  John  to  the  Nova 
Scotia  Line,  to  be  appropriated  as  follows  : — For  that  part  of  the  Road  leading 
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from  Saint  John  to  Hayward’s  Mills,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
of  which  two  hundred  pounds  to  be  laid  out  on  the  Saint  John  Great  Marsh,  and 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  from  the  Marsh  to  Hammond  River  Bridge  ; from 
the  head  of  the  Marsh,  near  Ellison’s,  to  Hammond  River,  near  Beattie’s,  one 
hundred  pounds  ; and  for  the  Road  leading  from  Hayward’s  Mills  to  the  Nova 
Scotia  Line,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  such  part  of  this  sum 
to  be  expended  on  the  Tantamar  Marsh  (old  Road)  as  may  be  necessary  to  keep 
the  same  in  repair. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds  towards  the  Piers  and  Landing  Places  on 
the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  Harbour  of  Saint  John,  in  connexion  with  the 
several  Great  Roads,  by  the  establishment  of  Steam  Ferry  Boats  for  the  safer 
and  speedy  conveyance  of  Her  Majesty’s  Mails  and  Passengers  across  the  sJid 
Harbour. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  pounds  for  the  improvement  of  the  Great  Road  from  Fredericton 
to  Saint  John  via  Nerepis. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  from  Gagetown  to  the  Nerepis  Road. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  from  Dorchester  to  Shediac. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  from  Shediac  to  the  Bend 
of  Petitcodiac. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  from  Richibucto  to  Chatham. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  eight  hundred  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  between  Newcastle  and  Bathurst ; 
one  hundred  pounds,  part  of  which  sum,  to  be  expended  between  Martin  Lyon’s 
Cove  and  Goodfellow’s  at  the  entrance  of  the  Bathurst  Road. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  pounds  for  the  Road  from  Bathurst  to  Campbelltown  ; five  hun- 
dred pounds  of  which  to  be  expended  in  the  County  of  Restigouche,  and  the 
remainder  on  such  parts  of  the  Line  as  at  the  discretion  of  the  Supervisor  may 
most  need  improvement,  corresponding  as  near  as  possible  with  the  appropria- 
tion made  for  the  same  Line  at  the  last  Session. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  four  thousand  pounds  for  the  Road  from  Fredericton  to  Woodstock,  and  the 
Bridges  on  the  same. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  six  hundred  pounds  for  the  improvement  of  the  Road, from  Woodstock  to  the 
Arestook. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  pounds  to  open  a new  Line  of  Road  between  the  Arestook  and 
the  Grand  Falls. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  pounds  for  the  Great  Road  leading  from  Fredericton  to  the  Fin- 
ger Board ; one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  which  to  be  applied  towards  the 
erection  of  Bridges  in  Sunbury  ; one  hundred  pounds  towards  the  construction 
of  a Floating  Bridge  across  the  Jemseg  ; and  the  remainder  to  be  expended  be- 
tween Washademoac  and  the  Finger  Board.

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  pounds  for  completing  the  widening  of  the  Mill  Bridge,  and  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Road  thence  to  Indian  Town. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds  for  the  Road  from  the  Bend  of  Petitcodiac  to  the  head 
of  Richibucto  River. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  pounds  for  improving  the  Road  between  Red  Rock  and  the 
Nerepis  ; fifty  pounds  of  which  to  be  expended  in  Queen’s  County7,  and  the 
remaining  fifty  in  Charlotte  County. 

To  Flis  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  pounds  for  the  Road  from  Fredericton  to  Bend  of  Petitcodiac;

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  several  and  respective  sums  of  money, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  such  Supervisors 
and  Commissioners  as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  may  be  pleased  to  ap- 
point, and  shall  be  paid  to  the  several  and  respective  persons  who  shall  actually 
work  and  labour  in  making,  completing  and  repairing  the  said  several  roads  and 
Bridges,  or  in  furnishing  materials  therefor  at  the  most  reasonable  rates  that 
such  labour  and  materials  can  be  provided  ; and  every  Commissioner  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed, shall  as  early  in  the  season  as  may  be,  carefully  examine  the  part  of  the 
road  where  any  sums  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  and  shall  lay  out  and  mark  off 
such  allotment  or  allotments  as  may  conveniently  be  contracted  for,  in  order  that 
the  making  or  repairing  of  the  same  may  be  let  by  auction  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
and  in  all  such  cases  such  Commissioners  respectively  are  hereby  required  to  put 
a sufficient  number  of  notices,  not  less  than  ten  days  previous  to  such  sale,  in 
three  or  more  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  neighbourhood  where  the  work  is 
to  be  done,  which  notice  shall  specify  and  describe  the  work  to  be  performed,  and 
also  the  place,  day  and  hour  when  and  where  the  same  will  be  let  by  auction  as 
aforesaid ; and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners  respectively, 
to  attend  personally  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and  there  to  let  out  to 
the  lowest  bidder  such  allotment  or  allotments,  and  at  the  same  time  to  enter  into 
written  contracts  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work  in  time  and  manner  set 
forth  in  such  contracts ; and  in  cases  where  the  work  required  to  be  performed 
cannot  be  conveniently  let  at  auction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners 
to  agree  with  fit  and  proper  persons  to  perform  the  same  by  days  labour,  provided 
that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one  quarter  part  of  any  grant  be  so  expended ; 
and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  severally  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  such  monies,  and  shall  produce  receipts  in  writing  from  the  several  and 
respective  persons  to  whom  any  part  of  the  said  money  shall  be  paid,  as  vouchers 
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for  such  payment,  and  render  an  account  thereof  upon  oath,  (which  oath  any  one 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  severahCounties  is  hereby  authorized  to  ad- 
minister,) to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary’s  Office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  next,  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  the  next  Sessions. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  before  mentioned  sums  of  money  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  out  of  the  monies  in  the  Treasury,  or  as  payments  may  be 
made  at  the  same,  by  Warrant  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council;  for  which  Warrants  no  fee  or  deduction  shall 
be  demanded  or  taken  from  the  persons  in  whose  favour  they  may  issue. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  intrusted  with  the  expen- 
diture of  the  said  several  and  respective  sums  of  money,  shall  for  their  time  and 
trouble  be  allowed  to  retain  at  and  after  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  out  of  the 
said  sums  so  intrusted  to  them  respectively,  together  with  a reasonable  compen- 
sation for  actual  work  and  labour  performed  by  them  on  the  said  several  Roads 
and  Bridges. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  expend  the  several 
and  respective  sums  of  money  on  the  Roads  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October ; 
Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to 
extend  to  prevent  any  Commissioners  from  expending  money  after  the  first  day 
of  October,  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  expend  the  same  for  building  Bridges, 
removing  rocks,  stumps,  trees  or  other  obstructions. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  none  of  the  before  mentioned  sums  of  money,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  laid  out  or  expended  in  the  making  or  improving  any 
alteration  that  may  be  made  in  any  of  the  said  Roads,  unless  such  alterations 
shall  have  been  first  duly  laid  out  and  recorded. 


CAP.  XXXVIII. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  Revenue. 

Passed  26th  March  1841. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Gover-

nor  more  than  forty  shillings,  with  costs  of  prosecution,  to  be  recovered  on  view 
of  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  County  where  such  Bridge  may  be  situated,  or 
by  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible  witness  or  witnesses,  and  levied  by  Warrant 
of  Distress  and  Sale  of  the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  and  for  want  thereof, 
such  offender  to  be  committed  to  the  Common  Gaol  of  the  County,  there  to  re- 
main for  a time  not  less  than  two  days  nor  exceeding  eight  days,  to  be  specified

‘ of  Saint  John  to  erect  a building  in  the  said  City  for  a Common  Gaol  and  House 
£ of  Correction,  and  to  raise  a sum  of  money  for  erecting  and  completing  the 
1 same  ” and  also  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  Reign  of  Her 
‘ present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  authorize  the  Justices 
‘ of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John  to  establish  a House 
‘ of  Correction  for  the  said  City  and  County,  and  to  extend  the  provisions  of  two 
£ Acts  of  Assembly  to  the  same  and  also  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  second 
£ year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  said  Majesty,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
£ government  and  regulation  of  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  City  and  County 
£ of  Saint  John,”  a suitable  building  has  been  erected  in  the  Parish  of  Simonds, 

£ in  the  County  of  Saint  John,  and  a House  of  Correction  is  now  established  in 
£ the  manner  contemplated  by  the  said  recited  Acts : And  whereas  the  said  esta- 
£ blisliment  in  its  operation  is  found  to  be  highly  advantageous  to  the  interests  of 
£ the  City  and  County  of  Saint  John,  and  it  is  advisable  to  extend  the  benefits 
£ thereof  to  the  Province  at  large 

I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  That  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  said  City  and 
County  of  Saint  John,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be  after  the  time  appointed  for  this  Act  to  go  into  operation,  to  cause  to  be 
prepared  a full  and  correct  statement  of  the  accounts  relating  to  the  erection  and 
establishment  of  the  said  House  of  Correction,  Exhibiting  the  various  sums  taken 
on  Loan,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Acts  or  any  of  them,  the 
times  when  and  the  persons  from  whom  the  said  amounts  were  borrowed,  the 
notes  or  certificates  given  for  the  same  and  the  numbers  thereof,  the  mode  in 
which  the  said  sums  have  been  expended,  the  whole  cost  of  the  building,  and 
generally,  a complete  statement  of  all  the  costs  and  charges  incidental  to  the 
erection  and  establishment  of  the  said  House  of  Correction  ; which  said  statement 
shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  Committee  who  had  the  management  of  the 
erection  of  the  said  building,  or  by  the  oath  of  one  of  them,  made  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  said  City  and  County. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  said  statement  of  accounts  shall  be  pre- 
pared in  manner  hereinbefore  stated,  the  said  Justices  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  forwarded  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being,  who  shall  thereupon  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  nominate  and  appoint  three  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be  Commissioners 
to  examine  the  said  statement  and  all  accounts  connected  with  or  relating  to  the 
said  House  of  Correction. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  soon  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall 
have  examined  the  said  accounts  and  shall  have  reported  to  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  that  the  same 
are  correct,  the  said  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  and  thereupon  the  said  Justices 
of  the  Peace  for  the  said  City  and  County  shall  and  may,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  so  soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  at  any  General  Sessions 
of  the  Peace  or  at  any  Special  Sessions  to  be  for  that  purpose  convened,  to  declare, 
order  and  direct  that  all  the  land,  tenements  and  hereditaments  held  by  them  the 
said  Justices  for  the  site  and  purposes  of  the  said  House  of  Correction,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  vested  in  the  Queen’s  Majesty,  and  the  same  shall 
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forthwith,  upon  the  making  of  the  said  order  and  the  entry  thereof  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  said  Sessions,  be  vested  in  and  held  by  Her  said  Majesty,  Her  tjeirs  and  Suc- 
cessors for  ever,  without  any  further  Act  or  any  Deed  or  Conveyance  whatsoever. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  debt  or  sum  which  may  be  due  Debt  owing  for 
and  owing  for  the  erection  of  the  said  House  of  Correction  and  grounds,  and  for  paidby^hePro- 
which  County  Debentures  may  have  been  issued,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  ^nac^rte^eerby 
with  interest  that  has  accrued  and  may  accrue  thereon,  out  of  the  monies  in  the  Lieutenant  Go- 
Treasury,  or  as  payments  may  be  made  at  the  same,  by  warrant  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  by  and 

with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Her  Majesty’s  Executive  Council;  Provided  Amount  limited, 
always,  that  no  greater  sum  of  money  than  four  thousand  pounds  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  Treasury  nor  any  greater  sum  than  five  hundred  pounds  in  any  one 
year  for  this  purpose. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Commissioners  for 
Lieutenant  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  appointed/0  b<? 
Executive  Council,  from  time  to  time  to  appoint  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 

nine  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be  Commissioners  for  the  said  House  of  Correction, 
of  whom  one  shall  be  a member  of  the  Court  of  Sessions  of  the  Peace  in  and  for 
the  said  City  and  County,  and  one  a member  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  said 
City  of  Saint  John  ; and  such  Commissioners  or  any  of  them  to  remove  and  others 
in  their  places  from  time  to  time  appoint  as  aforesaid  ; which  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  and  for  the  said  City  and  County;  and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  To  meet  and  man- 
meet  from  time  to  time  at  such  place  or  places  within  the  said  City  and  County  lative  to  the 
as  may  be  for  that  purpose  named,  and  then  and  there,  by  a majority  of  votes  of  House'

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a copy  of  all  rules  made,  amended  or 
annulled  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  laid  before'  the  Legislative 
Council  and  tne  House  of  Assembly,  and  each  of  them  respectively,  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  within  twenty  days  after  they  shall  have 
been  so  made,  amended  or  annulled,  if  the  Legislature  shall  then  be  sitting,  or 
if  the  Legislature  shall  not  then  be  sitting  such  copy  shall  be  laid  before  the  Le- 
gislative Council  and  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  each  of  them  respectively, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  then  next  Session  of  the 
Legislature. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  at  any  and  at  all  times  to  nominate  and  appoint  all 
requisite  officers,  other  than  the  Commissioners  appointed,  servants  and  keepers, 
in  and  about  the  said  House  of  Correction,  and  them  and  every  of  them  to  re- 
move ; and  also  shall  and  may  provide  and  furnish  all  such  provisions,  materials 
and  things  as  may  be  judged  necessary  as  well  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
as  for  the  setting  to  work  and  employing  the  said  Prisoners  or  any  of  them,  and 
also  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce  and  carry  into  effect  the  rules, 
orders  and  regulations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  said  establishment;  Pro- 
vided always,  That  at  any  meeting  of  the  said  Commissioners  at  which  any  offi- 
cer, keeper  or  servant  may  be  appointed  or  removed,  there  shall  not  be  less  than 
five  Commissioners  present,  and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  cause  a Record  of 
all  their  proceedings  to  be  kept  in  a Book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  * 
Commissioners,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  nominate  two  or  more  of  their 
own  body  (who  shall  consent  thereto)  to  be  Visitors  of  the  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection, and  one  or  more  of  the  said  Visiting  Commissioners  shall  personally  visit 
and  inspect  the  said  House  of  Correction  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  oftener 
if  occasion  shall  require,  and  shall  examine  into  the  state  of  the  buildings,  so  as 
to  form  a judgment  as  to  the  repairs,  additions  or  alterations  which  may  appear 
necessary,  strict  regard  being  had  to  the  separation,  classification,  inspection,  in- 
struction, employment  or  hard  labour  of  the  Prisoners,  and  shall  further  examine 
and  inquire  into  the  behaviour  and  conduct  of  the  respective  officers,  and  the 
treatment,  behaviour  and  condition  of  the  Prisoners,  the  means  of  setting  them 
to  work,  the  amount  of  their  earnings,  and  the  expenses  attending  the  establish- 
ment, and  of  all  abuses  within  the  same  ; and  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  the  Visiting  Commissioners  shall  make  a Report  in  writing  of  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  said  House  of  Correction,  of  what  repairs,  alterations 
or  additions  shall  have  been  made  or  may  be  required,  and  of  any  abuse  or  abuses 
which  they  may  have  observed,  or  of  which  they  may  have  received  information, 
as  well  as  of  the  general  state  of  the  Prisoners  as  to  morals,  discipline,  employ- 
ment and  hard  labour  and  observance  of  rules  ; and  the  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners shall  proceed  to  consider  every  such  Report  and  to  act  forthwith  as  they 
may  see  occasion. 

X.  Provided  always  nevertheless,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  one  of  the  said  Commissioners  at  his  own  free  will  and  pleasure, 
and  without  being  appointed  a Visitor,  to  enter  into  and  examine  the  said  House 
of  Correction  at  such  time  or  times  and  so  often  as  he  shall  see  fitj  and  if  he  shall 
discover  any  abuse  or  abuses  therein,  he  is  hereby  required  to  report  them  in 
writing  to  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  at  their  next  meeting. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
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annually,  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year,  cause  a full,  a statement  of  the 
complete  and  perfect  statement  of  the  state  and  condition  of  the  said  House  of  bSdSngaadofau 
Correction  and  all  the  persons  therein  and  the  mode  in  which  each^has  been  em-  made  up  annually 
ployed  during  the  year,  and  also  a just  and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  “^^ubreeforethe

And  be  it  f urther  enacted,  That  all  the  proceeds  arising  from  any  work  Proceeds  of  labour 
or  labour  to  be  performed  in  the  said  House  of  Correction  or  under  the  direction  acco°u™edforbe 
of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  duly  accounted  for  by  them,  and  shall  be  ap- 
plied towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  House  of  Correction. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  neither  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  Commissioners 
receive  any  compensation  or  allowance,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  his  services  as  compensation,  nor 
such,  nor  shall  either  of  them  be  capable  of  holding  any  office,  place  or  employ-  Housefhl^g6 
ment  in,  about,  connected  with  or  arising  from  the  said  House  of  Correction,  for  ^hlTtoft3  at' 
or  by  means  of  which  any  salary,  fee,  emolument,  compensation  or  perquisite  can 

be  derived,  nor  shall  any  Commissioner  be  engaged  or  interested  in  any  way 
whatever,  either  as  security  or  otherwise,  in  any  contract  for  or  on  account  of  the 
said  House  of  Correction. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Rogues,  &c.  may 
• Recorder  and  the  Aldermen  of  the  said  City,  or  either  of  them,  and  Her  Majesty’s  commuted  mhe 

Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  said  City  and  County  for  the  time  being,  or  either  t^00nuseofCorrec' 
of  them,  to  take  up  and  arrest,  or  by  warrant  to  order  to  be  taken  up  and  arrested, 
all  and  any  rogues,  vagabonds,  stragglers,  idle,  suspicious,  or  disorderly  per- 
sons within  the  said  City  and  County,  and  to  order  such  rogues,  vagabonds, 
stragglers,  idle,  suspicious,  or  disorderly  persons  to  be  committed  to  the  said 
House  of  Correction,  there  to  remain  and  be  kept  to  hard  labour  for  any  time  not 
exceeding  forty  days.

.such  time  in  confinement  in  the  Common  Gaol  or  Workhouse  of  the  said  County 
or  City  and  County,  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  conviction,  to  be  removed  from 
such  Common  Gaol  or  Workhouse,  and  to  be  carried,  conveyed  and  taken  to  the 
said  House  of  Correction,  and  to  make  such  necessary  orders  and  regulations  for 
the  carrying,  conveying  and  taking  such  persons,  together  with  the  necessary 
costs  and  charges  of  the  same,  as  to  them  the  said  Justices  may  seem  fit,  and  the
